You can do a very credible job 
on planning a smérgdasbord with a 
knowledge of the rudiments. The 
traditional delicacies fall into sev- 
eral groups. The spread should in- 
clude foods from each category. 

The backbone of the table is an 
assortment of breads and herrings. 
Breads include the crisp Swedish 
rye, light rye, dark rye, pumper- 
nickel, plenty of butter— 
preferably sweet. If you want to 
hew the line, form the butter 
into balls or other fancy shapes. 
Herrings are Varied: salted, pick- 
led, marinated, smoked; herring 
in wine, tomato, or mustard sauce; 
herring salad. This last combines 
equal parts of diced salt herring, 
boiled pickled beets, 
gherkins, apples, and a dash of 
chopped onion. The dressing is a

he world changes so slowly we hardly see or feel how 
its pressures alter our ways and values. Only when we 
think of our lives in big units of time do we get enough 
perspective-on how change has reshaped us and our ideas. 

Our homes have always mirrored our ambitions. Dur- 
ing the first half of this century. a home was regarded as 
a symbol of financial success as much as a shelter. The 
more successful the man, the more his home was expected 
to proclaim that success. Success took the form of 20-room 
mansions, acres of gardens, upstairs maids, objets dart, 
formal dinners for 24 on lace tablecloths. breakfast in 
bed, and other fine but rapidly disappearing pleasures. 
Most Americans aspired to live this way. and those who 
acquired the necessary money did so. It was the typical 
American ambition. It was also within the realm of pos- 
sibility for many. 

I need not recite all the facts about why this way of 
life is not possible now. High income taxes and the dis- 
appearance of servants are two forcibly pertinent reasons. 
It is inescapable that those who make a fortune today 
haven't a fortune to spend, and what they do spend no 
longer can buy as much in goods or services. So our 
previous ambitions about a home have been made obsolete 
by events. We may be as nostalgic as we like about the 
good old days, but the fact remains that they are past 
and will never return, no matter what may happen to the 
future of taxes, or how we may struggle to preserve the 


form of the old, elegant ways. 


What new ambitions are developing out of the neces- 
sities of our times? Are they good? Will they be good 
for us? 

Theorizing about future trends is safe only if you find 
field evidence. In this case we need to find real people 
who are actually making good homes within the restricting 
framework of today’s new conditions. HoUsk BEAUTIFUL 
has found such a straw-in-the-wind family. 

I live in the same community with this family, whom 
you see cozily at home on the opposite page. They are the 
Robert Stantons, of Carmel, California. They lived for 
the first 23 years of their marriage in a house that epito- 
mized the old glamorous American ideal. I followed them 
through the courageous mental process that caused them 
to leave their old way of life and strike out to build a 
simpler, easier, and (I think) sounder life for themselves 
and their three teen-age children. I can testify that they 
were not motivated in these changes by any shrinkage of 
income. Mr. Stanton’s business as an architect has never 
been better. They gave up their superfluous possessions 
deliberately. because they were slaves to them, because too 
many restraints were put on the children. They found the 
management of 17 rooms. 2 acres of gardens, and 5 
servants too demanding in time and spirit. They dis- 
covered that things of the spirit matter more than pos- 
sessions. Their case history. carefully documented by 
House BEAUTIFUL, is of great social significance as a 


symptom of America’s future.

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ake a Russian wol.iiound and give her a sense of 
humor and you have Virginia Stanton. Take a Saint 
Bernard and give him the ability to reason philosophi- 
cally and you have Robert Stanton. 

This canine comparison may help you in visualizing 
the Stantons. But to really catch the quicksilver dash 
of Virginia, you must meet her; you must hear her tell 
a story, or describe the people whom she is going to 
inyite to meet you. She says that she was brought up 
“naively.” She is anything but naive now. 

She is aware of the stress and strain of the world 
around her. Though she may say to you about somebody 
whom she wants you to like, “He’s simply an angel,” 
she knows quite well that there are few angels, any- 
where in this vast world.

\\ hat good is an expensive establishment if it 


doesn’t make you happy?” says Mr. Stanton, looking 
back clinically on their move. “Ours was so big and so 
money-hungry that both Virginia and I had always to 
keep running just to stand still. We never seemed to 
have the time and peace of mind to just live. We had 
the financial security to enjoy living. But we weren’t 
enjoying it because of the complexities of our home. We 
decided that if we hadn’t achieved it after 25 years of 
happy married life, there was something basically 
wrong that we’d better fix.” 

They decided they were being smothered by their 
possessions. And that only a completely different way 
of life would cure the trouble. They spent much time 
analyzing what a better life should be. 

Mr. Stanton’s being an architect was a great asset. 
lor architects are specialists in translating stone, wood, 
and heating plants into workable living concepts. They 
decided that a house should reduce work—housework

room was formally “done” in perishable fabrics and 
priceless bibelots. Their present living room is fur- 
nished in monk’s cloth and canvas, stone, cement, 
natural wood—and three remarkably active children. 

Susan. Shannah, and Mike, as a matter of fact, were 
the unconscious policy-makers when the Stantons final- 
ly concluded that the dinner-at-eight type of life was 
no longer for them. Naturally, the silk-clad rooms be- 
yond the nursery had to be out of bounds for this 
tumbling trio. So they lived by themselves on the top 
floor. ate their meals in a separate dining room, and 
self-consciously visited the living room to bestow their 
goodnight kisses. And they were growing up to know 
the servants almost better than their parents. 

It was this. of course, that made the Stantons resent 
their former living most. And it’s why they have given 
their new house. literally as well as symbolically, a 
fireplace that the whole family can sit in—and that 
includes Chessie. the cat. and Maybe, the Dalmatian. 

It dominates their easy-going, child-proof living 
room, where the whole tribe live, eat, and play together. 
In this room no butler will ever ask you to be seated.

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B efore we discuss what the Robert Stantons are, 
musically speaking, let me state what they are 
not: They are not snobs. 

You know the musical snob. He is as ubiquitous as 
clover.

If it isn’t by Bach, Beethoven, or Mozart, it isn’t 
worth bothering with. The snob is also the man 
who thinks that you have to ponder solemnly over 
music, and that going to a concert is tantamount to 
going to church.

Any of these without 
the others is not enough. 

\ll this can’t be too hard, for only ten years ago I didn’t 


know enough to boil an egg. Yet now the people who come 





to my parties in droves make it pretty clear that their reason 


is the food they expect to eat. Maybe one good look at my 
husband is a better credential for me as a writer of food 
articles. 

I suppose I arrived at my system of cooking mostly be- 
cause | really don’t want to spend a lot of time in the kitchen. 
You might say I was forced to use my head because I wanted 
to save my feet. I approach every recipe I read or eat with 
an eye to seeing how it could be simplified without robbing 
it of its character and flavor. It’s amazing how many short 
cuts you can find, particularly if you haven’t any mental 
road blocks about canned foods. I haven't. so I use the lazy 
woman’s trick of opening a can. Only I do more than open 
it. I dress it up, using the contents as my raw ingredients, 
and going on to add the seasonings and other ingredients 
called for in the fancy recipe. Most people seem to think 
opening a can means you have to eat it the way it comes out. 
That’s a fallacy, for the canners can’t go very far with pre- 
seasoning. There are too many kinds of palates in America, 
ranging from the uneducated, up through the badly educated, 
to the truly experienced and sophisticated. The canners 
couldn’t possibly make one recipe appeal to all those tastes. 
So they play it safe and use formulas that are on the under- 
seasoned, pallid side. Which is fine for people like me, for 
I can go on from there and dress up canned ingredients 
with Old World cookery tricks so that no one can recognize 
their lowly origins. 

When they rave about my applesauce or whatever, | 
never let on, and let them assume I| spent hours paring apples. 
In reality, I opened a can of applesauce, added two table- 
spoons of mint jelly, two leaves of fresh mint and diced 
currant jelly. Whatever I did, I spent only about five minutes 
doing it. But the result passes for either Escoffier or Grand- 
mother’s—even with the nosiest gourmets. 

You will notice that most of my recipes start with some 
pre-cooked or quick-cooking ingredient. It’s a good policy, 
providing you go on from there and liven it up with a little 
imagination. 

When I say “imagination,” don’t think I belong to the tea- 
roomy school of thought that puts a banana in a slice of 
pineapple with a cherry on top and calls it “candlestick 
salad”! Heaven forbid! More cooking horrors are committed 
in the name of imagination than there are brides who burned 
biscuits. It is very hard to explain what I mean by 
imagination. I probably mean imagination based on knowl- 
edge or appropriateness. This is something that comes to 
you after you have been around for a while in cooking—sort 
of like good manners, you might say. You sort of get a “feel” 
for what you can do. I think the women who don’t get this 
“feel,” even when they cook for years, fail because they 
read a recipe as they read a road map—literally and with 
no attempt to figure out why these particular ingredients 
are put together, instead of the dozens of other possibili- 
ties that might have been brought together. If recipes ex- 
plained why, we would all catch on faster. But they don’t, 
and lots of women never do catch on to the basic principles 
behind combinations and techniques. 

The reason I caught on, probably, was because I started 


cooking so late in life and had to (Centinued on page 92)

BLENDED SPLIT PEA SOUP

If the soup seems too thick, thin it with 
canned chicken broth, consommé, or milk. Keep soup hot 
until ready to serve. | serve French bread with it.

SKILLET-STEAMED BROCCOLI

This recipe looks simple. It is very easy to do, but the 
results far surpass what you would expect. In fact, you 
have never really tasted the true flavor of broccoli till 
you have cooked it this way. 

The cooking principle is to fast-steam it, so it doesn't 
go limp yet is really cooked. My way seems to preserve 
the body of the vegetable better than pressure cooking. 
And my seasonings give it real character. 

Prepare broccoli so that stems are all of equal thick- 
ness. This means you may have to cut the thick ones 
lengthwise, taking care not to cut so far that the flower 
head falls apart. This is important, for the cooking time is 
very short and you do not want to overcook the thin 
stems for the sake of the thick ones. 

Slice the onion and the garlic clove into thin slices 
and lay on the bottom of the skillet. Then lay the broc- 
coli on top of this. Sprinkle on Beau Monde Seasoning 
(which contains that new monosodium glutamate plus 
other good things like celery seasoning, etc.) Now put in 
enough cold water to just cover bottom of skillet. Cover 
with a tight lid, so no steam can escape. (This is impor- 
tant.) Cook over high heat for 5 to 8 minutes, or until 
water is gone but scorching has not begun. Don't remove 
lid to peek any more than necessary till you get the hang 
luces cooking time.

alads are to the Stantons what milk is to babies. 
When you see the heaping platefuls the children 
gladly serve themselves you can hardly believe your eyes. 
For never have children been so fond of greens as the 
three little Stantons. Salad interests them more than des- 
serts, and they oiten leave the table without eating dessert. 
Mrs. Stanton thinks the children like salad so much be- 
cause, when they were very young, it was called “Peter 
Rabbit candy,” and they knew Peter Rabbit intimately. 
She says adults like her salads mostly because of the salad 
dressings. In fact she and Mr. Stanton think the main 
reason for any salad is as a vehicle for wonderful blends 
of oil, vinegar, herbs, garlic, and seasonings. In this 
department, the Stantons adhere pretty closely to the best 
French traditions—tossed greens in a wooden bowl with 
a carefully made French dressing. (Two of their French 
dressing recipes are on page 97.) They grow many 
varieties, which they mix together with cheerful abandon, 
ranging from spinach, through many types of lettuce, to 
sorrel and cress. Most spectacular of their lettuces is a 
curly leaf with bronze-red edges called “Prize Head.” 
They grow 13 types of herbs, which they chop finely 
and sprinkle generously over the greens. They don’t 
approve of using dried herbs in a green salad—those are 
for cooking. Their herb garden contains garlic, shallots. 
thyme, rosemary, four kinds of mint, parsley, chives. 
tarragon, dill, and oregano—plus a bay tree which 


obligingly supplies them with leaves on demand.

f you want to save work, you must go back 
to fundamentals. We make work for ourselves 
because we don’t use our heads, because we want 
to be like everybody else. But you can’t reduce 
home maintenance if you are going to be a sheep 
and run with the herd. 

For instance, California is not grass country. 
unless you want to be a slave to it. It must be 
watered daily nine months of the year, and it must 
be cut twice a week. So you are a slave if you try 
to have the traditional grassy lawns. We were 
tired of being slaves, so we have no grass any- 
where. We covered all unpaved areas that are to 
be walked on with decomposed granite, and put 
evergreen ground covers on all other areas. 

Our maintenance of the grounds consists only 
of watering and feeding our rotating potted plants 
and any shrubs in bloom. Nothing else. And the 


place looks better all the time—with only 16 man 





hours a week—than the old place looked only some 
of the time with 80 man hours a week. 
The same principle works on the structural main-

he designer, Henry Drey- 

fuss, is one of our good friends, and the first person to 
put his finger directly on what has turned out to be the 
most rewarding aspect of our new way of living. 

“What do you do with all your extra time?” he 
asked us. 

Well, we have never actually clocked our extra time be- 
cause. believe it or not, almost the whole of living seems 


like extra time to us. Out here in our glass-walled house 


we are constantly in the presence of the palisades and the 
sky. We are part of the sea fog as it rolls up the river 
valley and the starlight as it pours down on the terrace— 
and every moment is a_ special, beautifully desirable 
bonus, no matter what we are doing. But specifically, for 
the literal-minded, let us say that our household jobs, in- 





doors and out, take no more than a couple of hours out 
of the 24. The rest of the day is velvet—extra time in 
which to live and do so many of the things we’ve always 
wanted to do. 

This, we think, is perhaps where we differ most from 
others who have equipped their living with labor-saving 
houses and automatic gadgets. We haven’t been satisfied 
with the mere novelty of 
owning an automatic laun- 
dry and a Pullman galley 
kitchen. We have made 
things like these pay off in 
baseball games with the 
kids, in magical terrace 
evenings listening to Bee- 
thoven by moonlight, in a 
thousand and one varied 
and wonderful experiences 
we never even dreamed 
could exist. Our richest 


dividend is the fellowship 
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Buying food in quantity saves shopping time. but we 
had to plan ample space for storing large amounts. 
Outside the kitchen door is an unloading counter with 
bunks for cases of soft drinks and deep drawers for 
root vegetables. Note how we built around a tree branch. 
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of Susie, Shannah, and Mike, the feeling that we're all 
pitching on the same team. But even as a twosome of 
long standing. weve come to appreciate each other more. 
Not many a wife is free enough of domestic duties to take 
an active part in her husband’s work whenever she’s needed. 
Yet we manage to make that happen. (Mrs. Stanton is color 
stylist for her husband’s architectural work—Ed.) This 
enrichment of living has meant so much to us that we wish 
everyone who owns a freezer or an automatic washer 
could see it not just as a machine, but as something that 
gives you time to develop a fuller, happier life. 

Would we do all this again? We wake up every morning 
and congratulate each other on having had the good sense 
and courage to free ourselves from all those self-inflicted 
complications with which we used to clutter our lives. 

Curiously enough, having cut our needs to the bone, we 
have never lived more luxuriously. Never have we enjoyed a 
more Lucullan choice of food than our freezer and storage 
shelves offer us. Entertaining has never been more fun. We 
can, and do, whip up a party for 20 at the drop of a hint. 


And it is all ours, intimately ours, in a setting so fabulous

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How to win the race 


with deterioration

Must reading if you want to be busi- 


nesslike about owning your home 


N. matter how well your house has been built, it will 
begin to fall to pieces as soon as it is finished. This is 
nothing to get upset about or to blame anyone for. It is 
just a faci. And as soon as you move in, if you are a wise 
and provident homeowner, you will begin to flout this 
grim fact by continually working ‘at putting the pieces 
back together, making things whole, and adding new value 
one way or another. 

Unfortunately, the way has never been found to build 
houses like the wonderful one-hoss shay, so as to make 
each part as strong as the rest—with the prospect of each 
thing lasting as long as everything else, until the whole 
goes to pieces on some fine day, all at once. With a house. 
few of the several thousand parts go to pieces at the same 
rate or in the same degree. It doesn’t act like the poem 
about the bubble: 

All at once and nothing first, 

Just as bubbles do when they burst. 
Quite the contrary, some parts of a house, such as the foun- 
dations or the hearthstone, may last a century or more 
without attention, while other parts, like a window pane or 
an electric fuse, may require replacement after a moment’s 
use. Between these extremes are almost unlimited varia- 
tions in durability for wallpaper, faucet washers, refrigera- 
tor, oil tank, paint, screens, gutter, kitchen cabinets, hard- 
ware, chimney cap, and the multiform remainder. 

The way in which the circumstances of the one-hoss shay 
can be nearest approached is by keeping track of the little 
things with which deterioration starts and taking care of 
them promptly. Make plans ahead for the larger items 


of replacement that cannot be avoided. This and the follow-

ing article in this series is concerned with the special 
accounts through which you can keep track of the actual 
renewals of your house, estimate future repairs, and in 
the end determine your whole investment. 

The expenditures we are talking about fall into three 
classes: 1) those which maintain or preserve existing use- 
fulness and quality, 2) those which restore utility or 
quality which existed but has been dissipated through 
accident or normal wear and tear, and 3) those which add 
something of value not originally contained in the house.

he hanging lamps at the top of this page and the one 
on the facing page should look familiar. They’re like 
some you ve seen before.

children should feel free and nat- 
ural when they were at home, for in 
that way they would want to be at 
home. They wanted their house to 
be beautiful—so <beautiful that 
every time they came home to it 
it would swell their hearts with 
gladness that they lived there. They 
would use only materials that no- 
body, or no thing, could damage 
or spoil. Because Mr. Stanton’s 
architectural specialty is designing 
schools and hospitals, he would 
know of all the durable materials 
that could take a beating and they 
would use only the most technical- 
ly superior specifications. 


§ RS. STANTON decided that she 
\ would use only fabrics that 
could be laundered, that all uphol- 
stery would be washable slipcovers 
which could be put in the Bendix. 
She would have two sets of slip- 
covers so that there would never be 
any emergency about when or how 
often to wash them: She wanted the 
indoors and the outdoors to be so 
much alike that the children (and 
the dog and cat) could dash in and 
out without worrying about dirt on 
their shoes. 

This idea worked out perfectly, 
for they also wanted a radiant 
panel heating system laid in a con- 
crete floor. And floor coverings 
would only act as an insulator be- 
tween them and their heat source. 
Mr. Stanton created a pattern in 
their concrete floor and stained it a 
warm terra cotta color, waxed with 
dark green floor wax so it has inter- 
est as well as color and texture. 
(The Stantons’ heating plant oper- 
ates some part of every one of the 
365 days of the year, since they 
live in one of the coolest parts of 
California. Thus, the floor is always 
warm and comfortable to the 
touch. )

cultivation—enough to — supply 
salad greens and bloom for front 
and back doors and the terrace.

he little child responds to music with his body. Music that 

does not arouse his muscles—make him hop, skip, 
jump, dance, or rock back and forth — just isn’t music to 
him.

In this 
first step, just expose him to a wide variety of 
rhythmic music and let him express himself freely. 

Which composition to select? Mother Goose is 
still a favorite with the toddlers. Other favorites 
are songs that deal with the child’s everyday 
experiences. Good recorded examples include 
When the Sun Shines, Let’s Play Animals, 
Songs to Grow On: Nursery Days, and Happy 
Time Tunes. Folk songs like Skip to My Lou 
and Turkey in the Straw are sure-fire.

P" your piano to work and you'll find it makes 
room for itself. That doesn’t mean you use it 
like a bulldozer to crowd the rest of your furniture 
to the walls. Far from it. The idea is to treat it as a 
functional part of your decoration as well as a musi- 
cal instrument. 

Use it architecturally. If you have a stretch of 
bookcases or cabinets for radio and record-player, 
build in a niche for a spinet. Or you can use a spinet 
to divide a long room into pleasanter proportions. 
If you don’t happen to have a fireplace, make your 
grand piano the focal point of the room. 

A bay is often hard to furnish, but it’s a natural 
for a piano. You can even turn an alcove into a 
music room by cutting it off from the rest of the 
room with a bookcase. Or you can make a piano 
wall by letting a sofa and chair stand free. Then put 
a grand piano in the space you have created. 

Some of these solutions are shown here. Study 
them carefully. Apply them to your home and you'll 


find you have room for a piano.

The care and feeding 
of the piano

Here’s what to do to keep your 


instrument in perfect condition 


Ve can’t spank a piano when it doesn’t behave. 
You can’t give it medicine either (piano centers 
never need lubrication) . So what do you do? 

Given just common-sense care, your piano should 
perform satisfactorily until your babies have babies 
of their own. The most common delinquency of 
owners — of pianos, not babies—is in their failure to 
employ the services of a competent piano tuner, who is 
qualified to make periodical adjustments in the key-action 
mechanism. It is well to engage your tuner by the year. 
He knows when your piano needs attention: for example, 


after the heat in the room is turned on in the fall and after 





it is turned off in the spring, and once or twice in between. ——_— oS SS 
Of course, you never place your piano near a heating unit oe ay = 
—radiator or fireplace. Any direct heat that drives you beyond 
range causes your piano to shrink in horror. 
Your piano is fundamentally an instrument of wood, with a metal frame 
to assist in resisting the tension of 17 or more tons when the approxi- 
mately 230 strings are tuned to pitch. Most of the individual notes have 
two or three strings tuned in unison. Playing the piano is an insignificant 
factor in putting it out of tune. It will get out of tune if a key is 
never touched because of the changes in atmospheric conditions and because of 
the high string tensions. Play it all you want to; it is really better for it. 
Moths are fond of the felts and cloths in your piano. Hang a camphor bag 
in the instrument to act as a repellent. Or let your tuner cope with 
them. He has solution which he can apply to repel moths for a year or two. If 
the damage is already done, don’t despair. The moth-eaten parts can be replaced. 


When your new piano is delivered, it immediately proceeds to adjust itself to its 





new atmospheric environment. Therefore, it is wise (Continued on page 97)

B. it ever so humble, there’s no music like the music we our- 
selves make. Few songs give such a lift to the spirit as those that 
we yodel in the tub or shower, though we surely are not Ponses 
or Melchiors. Few tunes are so sweet and precious as those we 
conjure out of an instrument which we have learned to manipulate 
ourselves. 

The piano is not the only instrument that can satisfy or give 
pleasure to the amateur. No, he can devote himself to any one 
of several dozens that may strike his fancy. It really does not_- 
matter which; the dividends in pleasure will always be there. 
And just as there is “highbrow” music and “popular” music, so- 
called, so there are highbrow and popular instruments, so-called. 
Both have their merits. Let’s not be arrogant about this. It is pos- 
sible to get as much fun out of a guitar or accordion as out of 
a piano or violin. “Home on the Range” and “The Missouri Waltz” 

——-may mean more to you than Bach or Beethoven. That is your 
privilege. Let no snob face you down. 

The amateur need remember only that there are instruments and 
music for every taste. Then he will be guided in the choice of

Unbreakable 


records, the long-playing, and 45 rpm records need less attention.

I. It is most important to examine 
every new record before you buy it. 
First of all, see that the record is not 
warped. Then look at the surfaces 
carefully to make sure that they are 
shiny and absolutely free of scratches, 
dents, or other blemishes. Take home 


only perfect records. 


2. Handle records by the edges as 
much as possible. They can be gripped 
firmly and safely between the palms 
of the hands. If it is necessary to 
touch the surfaces at all, do so on 
the labels rather than on the record 
grooves. Finger marks can cause an 
increase in annoying surface noise. 


3. Clean records frequently with a 
record brush (available at any rec- 
ord shop for 25c}. This is particularly 
necessary with new discs and with all 
plastic records which attract dust. If 
you have handled a record surface, 
wipe off the finger-marls immediate- 
ly. Clean records last longer.

Records should always be stored 
vertically, packed just tight enough 
so that they will be held firmly in 
place, and just loose enough sc that 
they can be easily removed for play- 
ing.

Store your records in a cool, dry spot.

ow to decorate 
for television 


The rooms on these four pages show you

Y ou don’t have to pull your house out of shape 
to make room for a television set. There is 


only one basic principle. The illustration at the top 





of the page makes this clear. You should sit inside} 
the 60-degree arc indicated and not closer than 
eight to ten times the height of the television 
screen. So plan your furniture arrangement ac- 
cordingly. 

Remember that television can be easily tailored 
to match the character of your room. First decide 
where you want to put the set. Then shop for 
the model which fits most comfortably into the 
location you have decided upon. 

Conventional living room groupings need to be 
slightly altered because televiewers look in the 
same direction and not at each other. The set 
should be installed so that you don’t have to move 
furniture except when there are extra guests. 
Remember also that, unless you’re comfortable, 
watching television loses some of its glamour,

t is one of the frailties of human beings to appreciate 
what they get for nothing so much less than that which 
costs good cash and considerable effort to procure.

During the course of a music season, 
the radio brings you just about the most wonderful music- 
making that anyone is likely to get this side of heaven: the 
NBC Symphony Orchestra conducted by Arturo Toscanini. 
the Boston Symphony conducted by Serge Koussevitzky. the 
New York Philharmonic conducted by Bruno Walter, Di- 
mitri Mitropoulos, Leopold Stokowski, and others in their 
class, the Philadelphia Orchestra conducted by Eugene 
Ormandy, the Metropolitan Opera, the Collegiate Chorale, 
the Budapest String Quartet, the concert world from Heifetz 
and Horowitz to Melchior. Traubel, and Lily Pons. 


It isn’t that all this wonderful music is not being listened

to. The statistics reveal that great music today has a 
fabuicus audience over the radio. Close to 75 per cent of 
the radio public listens to broadcasts of serious music some 
time during the week. The Metropolitan Opera attracts more 
than ten million to the radio every Saturday afternoon, 
and between five and seven million tune in regularly to the 
Sunday afternoon concerts of the New York Philharmonic. 
What these, and similar, figures co not tell us—and here, 
friends, is the rub—is that, though a great amount of music 
is listened to by a great many people over the radio, not all 
of it is being consciously and actively heard. Far from it! 
And that, | am afraid, is only because the music is to be 
had for nothing.

nthusiasm for television seems to be general among 
lovers of the drama, both light and serious, of 
the movies, of vaudeville and, of course, of sports. 
The problems posed by the transfer of these various 
forms of entertainment to the television screen are 
being met successfully. 
It is only in music that we find Doubting Thomases. 
Lovers of serious music who have sat before tele- 
vised symphonic concerts have expressed satisfaction 
only on special occasions, as when the photogenic and 
compelling Toscanini wielded the baton. It is 
certainly true that watching Mr. Toscanini’s expressive 
face and restrained gestures enhances the effect of the 
music he plays. But not many conductors are so 
fortunately endowed. Moreover, the camera is a 
lie-detector and exposes mercilessly any trace of in- 
sincerity. One can foresee how disastrously the 
celebrated so-and-so, with his studied platform man- 
ner, would fare in video. The camera would magnify 
his pretensions and his vanity. In a concert hall these 
failings may be apparent to the first few rows: to the 
television audience they appear more than lifelike. 
The conductor, with rare exceptions, has been found 
to be a disturbing factor in the televising of symphonic 
music, while the role of the orchestra on the screen 
has so far not been too adequately defined. Has a 
passage or melody on the oboe, clarinet, or horn been 
enhanced by a close-up of the player involved? 
And does the transfer of one’s attention from the music 
to the musician deprive the former of its impact? 
Frankly, we are not quite sure. Unlike the conductor.

ooking after your house is a job—not 


a big job or a strenuous job—but it 
is an important job. It is a contest with 
many forces: age, the elements, settlement 
of the ground, dirt and corrosive fumes in 
the air, water, mechanical wear, accidents, 
abuse. These forces and others are attack- 
ing your house, some of them iniermit- 
tently and some of them continuously. It 
is your job to oppose them, preventing 
their action where possible, delaying it 
where possible, and overcoming it by cor- 
recting the damage that you haven't been 
able to forestall. 

The entries in your maintenance and re- 
placement accounts (mentioned earlier in 
this series) may be fewer if you close your 
eyes to the ravages of time, but the total 
amounts will probably be greater. Econ- 
omy is to be gained only by constant vigi- 
lance and prompt action. This month’s and 
next month’s articles are a short course in 
how to be a.detective of needed mainte- 
nance work—where to look, what to look 
for, and how to tell when action is needed. 

A few owners can do maintenance jobs 
of every sort, but this ability is uncommon 
and is not necessary. Your responsibility as 
a property owner is much less inclusive. It 
means keeping track of the condition of 
your property, recognizing signs of needed 
work, and being able to distinguish be- 
tween jobs that you can do capably (or at 
least acceptably) and those that you can’t 
or don’t want to undertake.

ou are your garden’s biggest pest if you are a once-over 
sprinkler—or a drowner. A lawn can’t look well. or battle 
weeds effectively, if you abuse it by the way you serve the drink. 

Those who take time only for a nightly once-over, for example, 
encourage shallow rooting, and then really are in trouble. The 
plants must live on the water in the top inches of soil. 

Lots of gardens get short rations of water unintentionally. Few 
hose-holders realize how long it takes to wet the soil three inches 
deep when they use a nozzle on the end of the usual garden hose 
(and adding an extra 50 feet of hose can cut the amount of water 
delivered by 25 per cent). There just isn’t anyone with the 
patience needed to get deep watering this way. 

Not convinced? Try watering an area 10’ by 10’. Then sample 
it in a half dozen places to see if the water has penetrated three 
inches. You'll be surprised. 

The drowner—not as rare a fellow as you may think—takes to 
heart the good advice: “Soak three or four inches deep. or don’t 
bother to water at all.” But he pours the water on too fast for his 
soil to soak it up. No watering at all is better than this. 

There is really no trick to watering a garden. It’s just common 
sense. Water well, or not at all. Depend upon mechanical sprinklers 
or a slowly oozing porous hose. The latter is ideal for sloping 
ground or along the roots of your hedge. And feed your plants 
generously. No amount of water can make up for skimping on

yy needn't bother with fussy plants. If you’re a beginner 
or a busy gardener, you can turn to such plants as day- 
lilies—hemerocallis to the highbrows—and get just as good 
results as the experts. Daylilies don’t need pampering. They’re 
completely capable of holding their own. 

Daylilies look well with almost any plants and they lend an 
airiness that you don’t get with shorter-stemmed perennials. 
From a landscape standpoint, a few clumps placed among 
shrubs will give a much-needed dash of color in summer. 

By choosing the right varieties you can have daylilies in 
bloom in your garden for three months—mid-May to mid- 
August in most parts of the country. Although an individual 
flower lasts but one day, there is a continuous parade of them 
opening one after another, sometimes totaling 40 or 50 from a 
single plant for the season. And in the South, where evergreen 
varieties thrive, you can have these good accent plants growing 
all year round, adding life to your shrub and border plantings.

| once met a man almost sixty-five years old who had 
never had a thermometer in his mouth, nor. for that 
matter, a doctor in his bedroom. He was. in this present 
period of Western culture, with its insurance examina- 
tions and preventive vaccinations and so on, nothing 
less than extraordinary. 

Equally so, to my mind, would be anyone who had 
never eaten a salad. We all do, just as we all have 
babies or indigestion or gift-subscriptions to the Satur- 
day Morning Journal.

The top of your house can reduce summer heat 
as much as 20 degrees. Reflective materials 
turn away radiant heat, insulation retards con- 


ducted heat, ventilation gets rid of the rest 


by Groff Conklin 


Ne roof and attic can actually help keep your house 
relatively cool no matter how hot the weather. This can be 
done in two ways: by keeping heat owt with proper insula- 
tion, and by promptly removing any heat that sneaks 
through anyway. Scientific tests show that a_ well-built 
house, summer-conditioned to do these things, will be as 
much as 15 to 20 degrees cooler than otherwise. And this 
temperature difference is the difference between summer 
woe and summer comfort. 

Most homes these days have “insulated” roofs. Yours 
probably has, too. But most roofs are better designed to 
keep winter heat in than summer heat out. (For more 
specific information on insulation, see page 101). 

The fact is: “Insulation” doesn’t necessarily retard heat 
equally well in both directions, summer and winter. An 
insulated roof that works equally well both ways at all 
times is, in fact, an exception. In winter your present in- 
sulation probably does a good job of reducing heat loss 
by conduction through the roof, but in summer the sun 
hammers on housetops with an enormous amount of radiant 
energy. The solution is to turn away that solar energy 
somehow, preferably before it ever gets a chance to heat 
your roof and turn it into a radiator. Because once your 
roof is heated, it will re-radiate right down into your house. 
And your house won’t cool off until long after you’ve 


gone 


to sleep in a pool of perspiration. 
Fortunately, the sun’s heat can be reflected just as its 
light can. Generally speaking, both “forms” of radiant 


wenergy (they differ only in wave-lengths) bounce off shiny

What a roof really needs in summer is a reflective layer, 
held above it like a parasol. Since this is usually impossible, 
we’re left with several alternatives: We can surface the roof 
with a heat-reflective material, build reflective insulation 
into the roof, or turn to the various methods of using water- 


reflection. Let’s take them one by one. (Continued on page 98)

How to get 
your cars 
off the street 


Your own private parking lot, 
scientifically tailored to fit today’s 
cars, can make things easier for your 


family, your guests, and your neighbors 


‘he problem of private parking, like that 
of city traffic generally, has crept up on most of 
us unawares. Cars have been added to family life 
without anyone’s stopping to figure out just where 
all these cars are going to park. This fact 
doesn’t hit most of us until, on a party night, 
we find guest cars cutting up the lawn, 
breaking choice shrubbery, blocking the 
neighbors’ driveways. Then we begin to think 
that there must be some better way. 

There is a better way, and the engineers who 
handle your city traffic are the ones who 
have it. They’ve studied the auto as carefully as 
the zodlogist has studied the panda. They've 
found out how much space it takes to park a 
car (parallel or at any angle), how much to 
back, how big a radius it takes to turn, how 
deep an open gutter can be and how high a curb. 
They ve worked it all out to the basic dimensions 
given on these pages. Study them before you 
plan a new driveway or revamp the old one. 

But there’s more to a good motor court 
than just dimensions—location, for instance. 
Place the court between the house and street 
if possible. This cuts down the amount of paving 
required and uses what is often the least 
desirable part of the lot. Locate the court for 
convenient access to front and service doors 
and don’t block the garage with parking 
if you can help it. 

Select your paving with an eye to durability 
and good looks. There is a wide variety of mate- 
rials to choose from, and they can be laid in 
any pattern and (Text continued on pages 116-117.

It means carrying out your own 
jobs without delay and arranging 
promptly for a contractor’s or 
workman’s services for the others. 
It means being prepared for an oc- 
casional job costing several hun- 
dred dollars—complete exterior 
painting of a frame house, or re- 
building of a front porch. Prepara- 
tion goes beyond recognizing that 
such jobs become necessary at long 
intervals and that postponement 
brings additional expense rather 
than any saving. It includes ability 
to pay for the work when it is 
needed either from funds accumu- 
lated for the purpose, or from 
other liquid assets on hand, or from 
ability to assume the repayment 


| schedule of a home improvement 


loan. 

First of all comes the responsi- 
bility for keeping track of the con- 
dition of your property. It is true 


| that many conditions can be noted 


| readily by any alert householder 





without a systematic inspection— 
a broken sash cord, a cracked pane 
of glass, a missing door bumper. 
For such casually noted items, how- 
ever, correction tends to be post- 
poned unless they force themselves 
to attention by their emergency 
nature, and after a few weeks they 
tend to be accepted as normal. 
Other conditions needing attention 
will seldom be noted at all, unless 
the owner or his representative is 
thinking consciously about mainte- 
nance of property. 


| Outdoor Masonry. Is the mor- 


tar in all joints sound, or is any of 
it loose or crumbling, indicating 


| the need for scraping out and re- 
| filling with fresh mortar? Are all 
| mortar joints sound in the upper 


part of the chimney? If you can’t 
get up there readily, it would be 
worth while to arrange for an in- 


spection every few years by a ~- 


mason. If there are white, frost- 
like deposits (efflorescence) on the 
brickwork, don’t worry about them. 
They do no harm, except for ap- 
pearance. They will go away even- 
tually, and there is little you can 
do to get rid of them permanently.

These includ 
the siding at the corners of th 
house, the siding where it join 
window and door trim, porch me 
bers (including railings) wher} 
they join columns or walls, and thi 
bottom of wooden porch column 
These locations are particular] 
subject to decay. 

Examine all trim, moldings, an 
ornamental pieces, to be sure the 
are unbroken and fastened secur 
ly into place. Look for any lo 
spots on your porch or steps, 0 
any other locations that hold wate 
and thus speed decay. This can bj 
done most handily just after q rai 
Be sure that ventilating opening 
to such spaces are not closed dui 
ing the summer months. 

Examine carefully all woo 
above earth (the underside of 
porch, the underside of the firs 
floor at any part of the house no 
having a basement, etc.) for sig 
of excessive dampness, decay, an 
termites. Look in such places fo 
mud tubes running upward alon| 
a wall or a pier from the erom 
to any wood member. These ube 
are built by termites as passages t 
the wood of your house. Look pa 
ticularly at any wood (even a tre 
lis) in direct contact with thi 
ground and also connecting wit 
other wood—it is a direct path fo 
termites. Any sign of “wood flour 
or sudden emergence of white fh 
ing ants is a sure sign of termit 
trouble. It is only a slight exag 
geration to say that no amateur ca 
be certain that his house hasn 
termites or can protect his propert 
dependably against them. but an 
householder can detect these pa 
ticular symptoms.

Skylights have often been 
troublesome just because painting 
is so often neglected. If you have a 
steep (slate, tile, asphalt 
shingles, wood shingles), examina- 
tion involves more risk to neck and 
limb than should be undergone by 
any but the most agile and resilient’

If you suspect that 
there is a leak, have a roofer make 
a careful examination not only of 
the roofing material but also the 
flashings—strips of sheet metal at 
roof valley and where chimneys, 
etc. pass through the roof surface.

possibly even appeal to some of 
their more tolerant friends? 

The tradition still lingers among 
music teachers that there are only 
two reasons for studying the piano: 
(1) to show off, and (2) to make 
money. I cannot recommend either 
of them as ideals. Did anyone ever 
consider the possibility that some 
people might like to play the piano 
just for their own pleasure, with- 
out any thought of making an im- 
pression on others or building a 
musical career? 

Any progressive and understand- 
ing teacher can discover a gold 
mine in the mass of adult men and 
women who today regret the wasted 
opportunities of their childhood 
(probably the fault of their par- 
ents and teachers rather than their 
own), and would sincerely like to 
express themselves musically in a 
very modest fashion. The profes- 
sionals of golf, tennis, and bridge 
make a living out of the dubs, not 
the stars. 

Naturally every teacher likes to 
show off a star pupil, but the real 
test of a good teacher is not the 
development of prodigies but the 
ability to keep a number of stu- 
dents interested and enthusiastic, 
regardless of any gift for public 
performance. The pianist with the 


clumsy fingers can have as much 


pleasure (and sometimes even give 
as much) as the virtuoso who rat- 
tles off a lot of very fast and accu- 
rate notes at the keyboard, much 
as a well-trained stenographer can 
maintain speed and accuracy on a 
typewriter. 

A simple melody, played affec- 
tionately with a singing tone and 
musical phrasing, may give as 
much satisfaction as an astonish- 
ing exhibition of finger technique. 
Try the experiment of playing a 
great theme like that of the choral 
Finale in Beethoven’s Ninth Sym- 
phony, using both hands in uni- 
son, or perhaps even the right hand 
alone. The effect can be very mov- 
ing, without harmony or decora- 
tion of any kind, and this happens 
to be the way Beethoven himself 


first announced that important 
melody. 
There are innumerable tunes 


and accompaniments that anyone 
can learn to play almost immedi- 
ately. My own preference is to 
start adults on two or three simple 
chords, to which they can sing or 
hum or whistle the familiar melo- 
dies of the world. I have demon- 
strated to audiences (not too seri- 
ously) how you can start with a 
single chord in C major, prefer- 
ably playing C, E, G in the right

to tune it at least four times the 
first year, while it is becoming 
acclimated. Three times annually 
is usually sufficient thereafter, un- 
less your ear happens to be as 
sensitive as a hat’s. 

Be sure that your piano tuner 
is competent, which means much 
more than the mere possession of 
a keen musical ear. There is a 
shortage of tuners in most com- 
munities. If your dealer cannot sup- 
ply one. look elsewhere. Many 
tuners are on their own, having 
built up a private clientele over 
the years. A good credential for a 
tuner is a membership card in one 
of the two national organizations 
which admit only men qualified in 
their profession. One of these or- 
ganizations is called the American 
Society of Tuner-Technicians, the 
other is called the National Asso- 
ciation of Piano Tuners. Applicants 
for membership must demonstrate 
their competency before admission. 
Don’t trust anybody who has not 
been well recommended and who 
just drops in and rings your door- 


bell. 


F YOUR piano’s repetition is 

sluggish, it probably means that 
the bushing cloth has absorbed 
dampness from the atmosphere. 
The remedy is application of dry 
heat to the parts, a job rather diffi- 
cult for the layman. In damp 
weather some people hang an elec- 
tric light bulb in their pianos, posi- 
tioned so that it will not be in 
contact with any part. It is always 
much better. however, to consult. 
the tuner-technician. 

Lost motion in the “touch” may 
be caused by atmosphere that is 
both hot and dry, a condition that 
often prevails in  steam-heated 
homes. The remedy is a gentle 
humidifier in the room, which pro- 
motes the health of the family as 
well as the piano. 

If you fear that the narrow tread 
of the piano caster will perma- 
nently indent carpet. rug, or floor, 
you can buy heavy coasters made 
for those casters. It makes no dif- 
ference to your piano whether you 
place it on a rug, carpet, or the 
bare floor. 


The Piano Case. Treat this as 
you would any fine furniture. Wash 
it with lukewarm water and mild 
soap if you want to. Use both spar- 
ingly. Dry with a soft cotton cloth. 
Use a chamois skin if you are very 
fastidious. Fairly vigorous rubbing 
will partially restore the polish 
after the case is clean. It is safe 


to use a good furniture polish, 
though it’s not often necessary. 


The Piano Keys. The 52 white 
keys are made of wood covered 
with thin strips of African elephant 
ivory or ivory-like plastic. Clean 
with a damp cloth. The black keys 
are no longer made of ebony. The 
visible portions are made either of 
plastic or hardwood dyed black. 
If the latter, better use another 
cloth to clean the white keys. A 
damp cloth might transfer a little 
of the dye from the sides of the 
black keys to the surface of the 
white keys. absorbent. 
White keys have been known to 
take on a pink shade because per- 
spiring hands have transferred a 
trace of dye from a red_ piano 
bench, throw, or cover. Ivory-coy- 
ered keys may turn yellow if de- 
nied the normal light of the room 
for a long period.

when certain notes are played, try 
moving slightly the positions of 
vases, ash trays, or pictures on the 
walls, even though remote from the 
piano. Sympathetic vibration may 
cause some such objects to dance 
with glee. 


Dust. If your piano is a grand, 
keep the propped lid down when 
not using. You can use one of those 
small vacuum cleaners (at the end 
of a hose) over the strings to pick 
up much of the dust en the sound- 
board beneath the strings. 
Your tuner probably carries a thin 
strip of flexible steel with which 
he can manipulate a cloth over the

Cracked Sounding Board. lf some 
nosy person peers into your piano 


and cries, “Oh my, the sounding | 


board is cracked!” don’t give it a 
second thought. The little cracks 
don’t affect the tone in the least. 
Hundreds of thousands of pianos 
have cracked sounding boards with- 
out the knowledge of owners or 
their musical friends. In the damp- 
ness of spring the cracks will prob- 
ably disappear anyhow. 


OUR piano is just as sturdy as it 

looks. It should have the benefit 
of periodic service. the same as 
any other article with moving parts. 
Play your piano daily. and nightly, 
too, if the neighbors don’t object. 
Have fun with it. Place the respon- 
sibility for its care and feeding in

When you choose a roofing material, consider well its color 
and surface finish. Enamel, tile. or asbestos shingles in’ such 
colors as white, yellow, orange, light green, and so on will help 
cool your house, provided they're kept clean by spraying or by 
periodic washing. Roof surfaces built-up of white gravel, lime- 
stone particles, marble chips, ete., are also good heat reflectors. 
And metal roofing—copper, aluminum, galvanized steel—will 
do so to an even greater degree. At the same time, don’t forget 
that a shiny roof will produce lots of glare, and if yours is’a 
pitched roof, you or your neighbors will get that glare from 
every angle; aesthetically, too, you may run into trouble if you 
have a “traditional” house. Early Americans didn’t know about 
aluminum. 

The roof-surfacing question becomes even more complicated 
if you live in the northern part of the country, because in winter 
the situation is exactly reversed. Here, instead of barring solar 
radiation, you want to trap as much of it as possible to help 
you keep your house warm and thus save fuel. For this purpose, 
you need a dull, dark, heat-absorptive roof surface. Ideally, 
therefore, you’d want a roof that could change color like a 
chameleon. But there aren’t any such materials—we don't 
even know how the chameleon does it—so all you can do is 
balance the facts and pick the most advantageous material for 


your climate. 


Reflection inside the roof 


If a reflective surface is impractical for some reason, you can 
imove to the second possibility—a layer of metal foil placed 
somewhere within the roof itself. Just where depends upon the 
construction of your particular roof, and you need expert advice 
to help you get the foil as near the top surface as possible, with 
air spaces above and below. Installed properly, it will markedly 


Facts about Fans 


1. There are two general types of exhaust fan, designed 
to discharge (a) horizontally, and (b) vertically. Be sure 
you get the right kind for the installation you plan. 

2. A fan motor of % h.p. or more should have its own 
electrical circuit. Put the switch in a convenient place! 


3. To stop air movement in case of fire, you'll need some 


automatic means of shutting off the fan and closing its 
intake opening. Your dealer should be able to tell you 
how this is accomplished in his installation. 

4. Never start your fan without first opening a door or 
window to the outside—the fan might pull soot down your 
chimney. 

5. Weather-protect all attic ventilation openings with 
louvers or a rain hood of some kind. 

G. Several discharge vents, one on each side of your house. 
will prevent a head wind from any direction cutting 
the efficiency of your fan. If you have a main vent, locate 
it to discharge with the prevailing wind, not against it. 

7. If your discharge vents are completely unhampered. 
their total area should be at least 20% greater than that 
of the fan’s inlet grille. Double this amount is necessary 
if you have insect screening.

To get this wash, you'll need inlets down along the eaves of 
ur roof, and outlets as high up as possible. For inlets, use a 
ntinuous open strip along the eaves (photograph, page 99) 
if that’s not possible, you can buy little two-to-four-inch vents 
d put one between each pair of rafters. Peak or gable louvers 
ll provide adequate outlet for air drafts thus started within 
ur roof. Be sure all openings are screened against insects. 
Moisture condensation within your roof is an old bugaboo, 
‘en responsible for fallen plaster and rotted rafters. Year-round 
ntilation between sheathing and insulation, combined with a 
od, impervious moisture barrier on the inward side, practically 
minates this damage. (If your attic insulation is in the floor 
stead of between the rafters, you'll have to consider the attic 
part of your roof, and ventilate the whole works to prevent 
yisture damage. (See sketch on page 83.)

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Pointers on Insulation 


I. An ounce of “insulation” doesn’t necessarily give you a 
pound of year-round comfort. Roofs and walls that are air- 
tight transmit heat in two ways: by conduction, and by 
radiation (actually absorption, then re-radiation). There- 
fore, you must insulate against both kinds of heat transfer— 
there’s nothing complicated about it, but it must be done 
right. 

2. What is generally called “insulation” is nothing more 
than a fluffy material full of trapped air. This “dead” air 
conducts relatively little heat. Materials used in conductive 
insulation include: asbestos, cement, glass and cotton, cane 
and wood fibers. They come in semi-structural boards, in 
large blankets or small batts designed to fit between rafters 
and joists. Some of the minerals come in bulk—pellets or 
fibers that can be blown into the wall through a hole. 

3. What is known as “reflective insulation” is just exactly 
that—a material that reflects radiant energy instead of 
absorbing it as heat. Materials sold commercially as re- 
flective insulation are mainly metals—aluminum, copper. 
steel, etc. They come in both sheet and foil form, since it’s 
the surface that reflects, not the thickness. Most now have 
nailing flanges for easy installation between rafters and 
joists. Important: a reflective surface placed up against a 
solid material (like sheathing boards) doesn’t get a chance 
to reflect. Heat is then conducted right through it. Every 
reflective surface should be at least 34 in. distant from 
any other surface. 

4. Heat is not the only thing you must insulate against. 
Water vapor, if allowed to pass into your roof and walls. 
will condense there and cause eventual damage. A moisture 
barrier as close as possible to the inward side will keep 
winter humidity within your house where it belongs. If 
you dehumidify summery air in any way, you'll need another 
such vapor seal as close as possible to the moist air out- 
of-doors. 


®. Several manufacturers now make products incorporat-

You must study your own individual problem, then pick

gastronomical challenge as a salad 
gives: 1) What kinds are there? 
And 2) When should they be 
served ? 

According to Escofher, there are 
two basic kinds, simple and com- 
pound. (According to M. F. K. 
Fisher, an infinitely lesser author- 
ity, but one with whom I am 
temporarily more intimate, there 
are three: simple, compound, and 
ladies’-luncheon, as already de- 
scribed.) As for when to serve 
them, national as well as local 
customs make that a problem over 
which strong men wrestle and 
women weep. 


SIMPLE salad, Escoffier says, 

is made of raw ingredients, 
while a compound one consists of 
cooked vegetables. There are five or 
six basic dressings for the simple 
salad, depending on what it is 
made of. For instance, a bowl of 
dandelions or tender, tiny spinach- 
leaves or such-like can have the hot 


_grease from diced bacon poured 


over it at the last minute, instead of 
olive oil: it brings out the nutlike 
and 


is a robust dish, not dainty! 

In the same way, cream, sweet or 
sour, can be used in place of oil, 
especially with very new spring 
lettuces, or the mashed yolk of a 
hard-boiled egg can lend its own 
rich thickening quality to the 
dressing. 

The best of all ways, though, to 
season a salad of fresh leaves, of 
no matter what garden plants and 
herbs, is with a dressing made of 
about three parts of good oil to 
one of equally good vinegar, with 


salt and pepper. There are as many 


variations of this simple theme as 
there are people, I would say. Here 
again, personal prejudices come 


into it, and my safest bet is to give

own. 

I prefer a heavy California oil, 
one with a definite olive taste, to 
any other, except occasionally the 
nutty flavor of what is called huile 


| @arachides in France, which our 


American peanut oil most resem- 
bles. I like a heady wine vinegar, 
but would rather use good grocery- 
store cider vinegar than most of 
the fancy “tarragons” and such. I 
do not like lemon, except very 
rarely on Belgian endive, for it 
bothers my palate if I am drinking 
wine (which I usually am).

As for when this kind of “sil

which is not at all necessary } 
is classical). 
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With a steak or a leg of lamb 
or a cut of beef, it points up the 
rich flavor with its own simplicity, 
and enhances the warm ruddy tex- 
ture with its cool crispness. (In 
France I learned to tie the two 
contrasting dishes even more close- 
ly together by spooning into the 
bowl of salad a little of the juice 
that ran hotly from the carving 
knife, and then tossing the lettuces 
lightly together once more—a fine 
trick indeed, if the meat and salad 
are to be eaten together. If not. 
the meat-juices would warm and 
weaken the dressing and the whole 
would be wilted unhappily to no 
purpose. ) 

Personally, I do not like a sim- 
ple salad after meat, because on 
the rather rare occasions when I eat 
a really good piece of beef or lamb 
I drink with it the best wine to 
hand, and I find that the flavor and 
texture of a salad interfere with, 
or I could say interrupt, the full 
enjoyment I look for. Good meat, 
properly prepared, lifts up all my 
little taste buds in a singularly 
sensual way, which I like to pro- 
long, instead of cooling them down, 
sobering them really, with the re- 
freshing crisp simplicity of let- 
tuces. Furthermore, the vinegar, 
the oil, the unavoidable spices, cut 
into the mounting pleasure the wine 
gives me, helped along as it has 
been by the meat. 

In other words, salad-after-roast 
is very much like a gastronomical 
cold shower, and I avoid it heartily. 
Tf anything at all must follow, it 
should be a comparable rich ripe 
cheese to carry along the wine. 
This, again, is a completely per- 
sonal pattern, but one I follow with 
great success. 


S FOR serving salad before the 

roast, Easterners find it all too 
easy to sneer at this oafish “West- 
ern” habit. I used to until I learned 
in northern California why I was 
wrong. 

There people know how to drink 
honest-to-God table wine better 
than anywhere else in the United 
States, I think, and there they are 
much influenced by fellow-country- 
men of French and Italian descent 
who would never dare cut into-a 
good wine’s attack on human taste 
buds by adding vinegar or lemon 
juice or even mustard to the im- 
mediate battle. 

There they are not afraid to lead 
up to the triumph of a_ heady 
entrée and its accompanying wine 
by such sturdily subtle flavors as 
a fresh tomato can give, or garden 
lettuce touched with a garlic bud. 
or a morsel of anchovy or sausage. 

In most Western restaurants, I 
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am sad to say, this pre-meat course 
which can be so honest and good 
at home or in small inns, has de- Ki 10 Ma naa, J 
teriorated into a boring routine, the OF LIMATVELOUS TUNIS . 
kind that quite rightly is suspected 
by many weary diners of being a 
cheating filler, something slapped 
together cannily by the chef so 
that the following dishes may not 
seem as thin and dishonest as they 
really are. Even in the best of pub- 
lic eating places something called 
“mixed green salad” or “chef’s 
special” or “salade de maison” will, 
most often, prove to be an awk- 
wardly heaped plate (too small, 
perhaps, to make the portion look 
more generous) of chopped stuff, 
everything from tomatoes to cab- 
bage, with an accompanying gravy- 
boat of thick pinkish “dressing” 
to pour over it. Usually this extra 
touch is offered free by the restau- 
rant, as the properly sophisticated 
inducement to ordering a two-inch 
sirloin steak. It is easy to serve, it 
keeps the hungry diners occupied 
while the meat is being broiled, 
and it makes them feel gently sur- 
feited long before they actually get 
what they have come for. 
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HAVE found that the only way 

to get a salad correctly termed 
green in an average Western res- 
taurant is to specify, if possible to 
the headwaiter himself, exactly the 
ingredients desired: chicory, en- 
dive, and water cress. for instance; 
and then it is necessary to add, 
“.. with a plain French dressing 
made at the table.” This seems a 
pretty silly procedure and one that 
smacks of pomposity, but, without 
it, a bowl of scallions, shredded 
celery, tomatoes, chopped parsley, 
radishes, chopped red and green 
cabbages, green peppers. and vari- 
ous unidentifiable leaves will ap- 
pear, doused with an oily liquid 
obviously long since mixed and 
waiting for this dubious moment.

are re-created in our children’s 
experience. Do you remember when 
you wondered whether Susanne 
would be able to sing? Of course 
every child can sing—is born, in 
fact, with everything it takes with 
which to sing. But with all the 
physical equipment in the world, 
there will be little singing unless 
one feels like singing and has some- 
thing to sing about. 

Out of this desire to sing comes 
our opportunity to help child ears 
to learn to deal with music. You 
must encourage your children to 
sing any way they wish, even in 
an unnaturally low voice. I was 
concerned when Susanne came 
home from Sunday school singing 
what I could recognize as “Jesus 
Loves Me” in the low-and-loud 
style. 

I think what bothered you at first 
was that Susanne did not seem to 
be able to “keep a tune.” Mothers 
always tell me that their children 
cannot carry a tune. But a child 
who cannot carry a tune should 
be quite as much encouraged to 
sing as a child who can carry a 
tune. In fact, not carrying a tune 
certainly is nothing to be concerned 
about because everyone has to learn 
to sustain the fixed pitches it takes 
to make a tune.

Is Tommy having the same fun 
with chanting while doing his 
chores that Susanne did? Chanting 
to children while they are doing 
their daily chores is one of the 
best things a mother can do. In- 
stead of telling them what to do, 
you chant to them and this is not 
only musical experience but it 
sometimes helps to speed up the 
business of eating and dressing. 
Make your own melodies and sing 
“This arm goes through this sleeve” 
or “Let’s eat this a little quicker, 
a little quicker, a little quicker.” 
Just put such sentences to your 
own music, using a light floating 
tune with a lilt in it, and you'll be 
“teaching” them music while hay- 
ing fun together. 

You can also sing him a story 
instead of telling him a story. In 
short, singing to small children 
doesn’t mean singing formal songs. 
Make up your own songs. Encour- 
age him to chant them after you. 

When children are a little older, 
you can sing regular songs then.

(Tommy, at three, is about read 
for them.) I’m sure you know tha 
when singing songs to a child, yo 
shouldn’t make the child sit stil 
and listen “formally.” No, let hi 
hop, skip, jump, or dance, and yo 
dance with him! 

It is really not difficult to sing 
to children. You needn’t be shy. 
Just sing naturally and keep the 
rhythm going. My friend, Mrs 
Russell, in the foreword to he 
book Sing, Swing, Play says that 
when she was a child she thought 
that everything that swings sings 
That is truly how it is. Musie 
swings, goes, has a flowing strea 
of rhythm. 

You or any mother can quickl 
learn enough note reading to read 
the simple notations in children’s 
song books. If you can accompan 
the song on the piano with a fe 
simple harmonies, so much the bet 
ter. But even if you can’t, teach) 
your child these songs, either play 
ing them on the piano or singing 
without any accompaniment. This 
early experience with music in the 
form of songs is invaluable. 

Steal a bit of chocolate from 
Susanne for me, and give Tomm 
a bear hug if you can hold him 
long enough.

much time can he afford to give to 
what will be only a hobby? Does 
he want to play privately or does 
he want to use this skill, if and 
when hé acquires enough of it, to 
join with his family, friends, and 
neighbors in making music? 

How about the stringed instru- 
ments? The violin, viola, cello, and 
bullfiddle pose the same problem. 
While on the piano the tone is fixed 
by the nature of the instrument, 
the quality of the sounds you tease 
out of the strings depends on you. 
The piano never scratches, scrapes, 
or wails like a cat on the back-yard 
fence at midnight; the violin, 
heaven help us, can and does. In 
other words, you make your own 
notes. That is why only people 
with a fairly good musical ear and 
a good sense of pitch should take 
up the playing of the stringed 
instruments. This applies, of course, 
to children as well. 


KNOW a man who took up the 
am when he was thirty. It was 
tough going at first, but within a 
couple of years he could play the 
easier string quartets with amateurs 
in his own class. Within ten years 
he was playing the loftiest chamber 
music with fine musicians, had 
joined a local amateur orchestra, 
and was spending every bit of his 
spare time at music. His wife, who 
found herself turning into what 
might be described as a musical 
widow, resumed piano playing, 
which she had dropped in her 
youth, and soon found herself 
equally absorbed in music as a 
hobby. 

If you take up the strings, there’s 
a fair chance you are headed for 
longhaired music, though it’s not 
necessarily so. There is an abun- 
dance of light, easy stuff that can 
be played on the strings. The violin 
can be used even for hot jazz. 
though the aficionados would sniff 
at it. The bullfiddle. on the other 
hand, is standard in the jazz band. 
where it’s used to beat out rhythms, 
not to sing out deep-chested tunes. 
However, it’s so infernally big and 
gawky that it’s almost more trouble 
to tote around than to play. 

The wind instruments are some- 
what easier to get to play, although 
when you mess with the huge ones 
like the tuba, sousaphone, mello- 
phone, ophicleide—all big babies 
that fit into the military and march- 
ing bands where they blast out 
loud oom-pahs—they are no fun to 
lug around. These big ones are the 
easiest to learn. The smaller ones 


like the piccolo, flute, oboe, bas- 
soon, and French horn may take 
anywhere up to a couple of years, 
by which time you might be ready 
to join an amateur orchestra. The 
clarinet, trumpet, and trombone 
open up greater possibilities be- 
cause they can be used freely in all 
kinds of music, 
short.

A good many youngsters, their 
hearts set on jazz bands, turn to 
the saxophone. So many neigh- 
borhoods have been made hideous 
by kids practicing on the sax that 
it has become a sort of national 
joke. Don’t let that throw you off. 
It’s a fine instrument; it has a 
sweet voice and it can be made to 
sing any tune, very pleasantly in- 
deed. Some highbrow composers 
have written for it, and several mu- 
sicians have built virtuoso careers 
with it. 

Whatever you do, don’t let people 
with hifalutin’ ideas shame you out 
of your heart’s desire. As I said, 
there is no such thing as a low- 
born instrument. If it enables you 
to play a tune so that you get a 
bang out of it, never mind what 
some stuffed shirt says! Do you 
like the harmonica? The ocarina? 
The banjo? The ukulele? The 
guitar? The mandolin? Fool around 
with them to your heart’s content. 
They'll give you and 
might even make you the life of the 
party when the gang wants to rally

reund for singing and needs in- 
strumental background. All these 
instruments are relatively easy to 
learn. The guitar is particularly 
serviceable for the accompaniment 
of singing at home. To play it well 
enough for that purpose, only a 
little technique is required. There 
has recently been quite a revival 
in guitar playing. 


RE you mad about drums? All 

right! Suppose they are basically 
rhythm instruments! Rhythm is an 
essential ingredient of music. The 
xylophone? The marimba? They'll 
do, too. The lute? The zither? 
Okay. The accordion? The con- 
certina? Fine, though they are not 
a cinch to learn. The harp? Well, 
you can’t tuck the thing under your 
arm on the way to a party. But 
there’s the small, portable Autoharp 
or mountain piano, easy to carry 
and play, and fine as a harmonic 
support for group singing. 

If your practicing disturbs your 
family and neighbors, get them to 
play, too. They’ll be grateful. Ama- 
teur musicians are happy people.

entirely and put in a little oyster 
sauce, if we have eaten lamb, or 


soy, or even very strong coffee, with 


the olive oil after rare beef. 

Now and then I put in a ‘pinch 
of good Bombay curry-powder, or 
fresh-chopped anise leaves to baffle 
people, although I have yet to try 
hard enough to astonish them to 
use Reboux’s trick of tiny match- 
sticks of carrot and orange peel, 
of identical color and size and such 
differing tastes. 

And now and then I like to put 
tomatoes, sliced mild onions, gar- 
den greens, fresh chopped herbs all 
together with a very oily dressing 
and watch my most conservative 
guests smile a little at my crude 
Western unconventionality as they 
eat every crumb of it, with good 
bread and cheese to carry along 
the wine. and then coffee. 


NOTHER good compound, but 

certainly not one to be served, as 
Maitre Escoffer would advise, with 
“cold roast,” nor yet afterward, for 
it makes a fine meal in itself, as 
any imaginative and _ intelligent 
variation of the following basic 
recipe: 


1 head curly chicory (mistaken- 
ly called endive in certain 
districts ) 

1 handful parsley 

6-8 scallions, slit and cut in 2- 
inch pieces, 

or 

14 cup finely minced onion 

1 scant cup thin strips of good 
Swiss cheese 

1 scant cup thin strips of ham, 
bologna, cooked meat 

1 head long-leaf lettuce, called 
Romaine in California 

Same amount of any other tender 
green like Bibb 

3 or more slices of good sour- 
dough bread buttered 

2 cloves garlic, cut in two 

14% to 2 cups highly seasoned 
French dressing 

3 or 4 eggs 


Chop chicory and parsley very 
fine. Put into a big serving bowl, 
add onions, cheese. and meat, and 
toss lightly but thoroughly with 
lialf the dressing. Break the tender 
leaves into the bowl on top of the 
messy-looking contents. Pour the 
rest of the dressing over all, but 
do not mix. (All of this should go 
quickly and needs a bit of practice. 
Then it is very easy.) Toast the 
bread, rub it well with the cut gar- 


butter lav- 


ishly. Break it into little bites on 
top of the salad. Drop the eggs into 
boiling water, leave until the water 
boils again, and break them quick- 
ly over the bread morsels: White 
should be firm, but very tender. 
Fold the whole together with a fast 
light touch, and serve with more 
toasted sourdough and red wine or 
good meal, which might 
baffle old Escoffier but not disgust 
him.

There are some things which ap- 
ply neatly to this recipe but obtain 
with many others, which may seem 
complicated on first reading. But 
to anyone with a flair for salads 
and a family who loves them, they 
become as easy a part of functional 
pleasure as that second sneeze, the 
good one that follows the first on 
a cold sunny day. 

As I have already said, the 
coarser, cruder lettuces (a term [ 
use very loosely to cover all the 
green leafy things proper to put in 
a salad bowl) can be covered with 
the dressing before the tender ones 
are added.

This will avoid 
meaningless repetition and_ still 
give him plenty of finger activity 
before the next lesson. It will also 
give him experience playing in all 
keys, which will be of great help 
to him when he begins reading 
music from the printed page. 

During the early lessons there 
will be no scales or isolated techni- 
cal drill. The teacher will watch 
and encourage good hand position, 
however. Good technical develop- 
ment in the early stages will pro- 
ceed much more quickly through 
interesting pieces than from mo- 
notonous exercises. 


FTER a few lessons the teacher 
Ai will introduce the printed page 
through observation of pieces al- 
ready learned. The pupil compares 
the shape of the notation with the 
design of the music and is guided 
to reading facility much more efh- 
ciently than if he had begun with a 
non-musical approach to the names 
of lines and spaces. Reading drill 
will be necessary, but it has more 
meaning when it is based on actual 
pieces of music. 

Musical expressiveness will be 
at a premium from the beginning. 
The pupil thinks of a piece as ex- 
pression even while he is mastering 
the mechanics of finding the notes. 

Since statistics show that seven 
out of ten children studying music 
privately are taking piano lessons, 
we have talked in terms of the 
piano. The same principles of a 
pleasurable approach, however, are 
being applied in lessons in all in- 
struments and in vocal study. 

Why does that mischievous word 
“almost” find itself in the title of 
this discussion? The reason for the 
cautious “almost” is that over a 
period of years even music lessons 
can have their moments of trial. 
Even the most eager young musi- 
cian will have moments when learn- 
ing seems a struggle. The good 
teacher can minimize that struggle.

We worry even more when there 
is no story indicated at all. And 
all the while we are worrying, on 
and on goes the music, just asking 
that we listen to its sound, to forget 
the opus numbers, the program 
notes, the lives and loves of the 
composer, and just to listen—that’s 
all. 

So, getting to the business of in- 
dicating some choices, we will want 
to consider what symphonies we 
should start off with. ’d recom- 
mend that we sample a little bit of 
a number of composers and thus 
start off with a wide acquaintance 
into which we can go more deeply 
later on if our interests carry us. 


HERE are nine Beethoven sym- 

phonies, but we will start with 
just two: the very famous and ex- 
citing Fifth (V for Victory) and the 
Sixth or the Seventh. The Sixth is 
called the “Pastoral” and is chock- 
ablock full of delightful melodies 
and rhythms, while the Seventh, 
which is called the “Dance” Sym- 
phony, has one of the most beauti- 
ful second you can 
imagine. For Mozart, we'll try the 
Jupiter Symphony and for Haydn, 
the Surprise Symphony. Right 
there, in those three composers, 


movements 


you will have in inverse order the 
first three generations of the great 
symphonic dynasty that has car- 
ried down to our present day. You 
will find real pleasure, apart from 
that of listening, in seeing how the 
idea of a symphony as such grew 
from the pleasant and ingratiating 

Haydn into the 
stormy pronounce- 
ments of Beethoven. You don’t have

to be a musical expert to under- 
stand and appreciate this. 

Of the four Brahms symphonies, 
we will recommend his First which 
has been called by some the 
“Tenth” Symphony, meaning, of 
course, that it is presumed to pick 
up where the Ninth and last of the 
Beethoven symphonies left off.

try the delightful and 





Mendelssohn /talian Symphony 
then the César Franck D Minor, 
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which was one of my first favorites 
—then the Schubert Unfinished, 
from which so many melodies of 
the operetta Blossom Time were 
drawn. p 

From Tchaikovsky we haye a 
freedom of choice. We can select 
the Fourth or Fifth or Sixth. Any 
one of the three has had one or 
more popular hit tunes lifted from 
it. 

That will start us on symphonies, 
even though there are many, many 
more. It doesn’t carry us into the 
Moderns, whom we will sample 
through the medium of tone poems 
or suites, which I think is a much 
more pleasant way to come up to 
date musically. In this vein, we can 
have lots of fun listening to Stra- 
vinsky’s Firebird Suite, to Proko- 
fiev’s Peter and the Wolf, and just 
to prove there is still Romanticism 
in this hard, modern day, we should 
try the Gayne Ballet Suite by 
Khatchaturian—that’s the one with 
the “Saber Dance.” 

Then, going backward chrono- 
logically on tone poems or suites or 
overtures (whatever they are called, 
they are substantially of the same 
character) try Sibelius’s Swan of 
Tuonela, Debussy’s La Mer, Rav- 
el’s Bolero, Tchaikovsky’s Nut- 
cracker Suite, and Rimski-Korsa- 
kov’s Scheherazade. All of 


are sure-fire, wonderful listening.

OW then, we come to the con- 

certo, which is a particularly 
entertaining and popular musical 
form, and we can sweep right up 
through history in a series of fasci- 
nating works. We will start off with 
the Bach Double Violin Concerto, 
the second movement of which is, 
to me, a thing of unsurpassed 
beauty. We want either the Fourth 
or Fifth Piano Concerto of Beeth- 
oven and certainly his magnificent 
Violin Concerto. From Brahms we 
would select the Second Piano Con- 
certo. | skipped Mozart and should 
have suggested his D Minor Piano 
Concerto. From Schumann we have 
a wonderful piano concerto and 
there are two by Chopin, either one 
of which can be heartily recom- 


mended. Of course, hardly anyone 
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would want to be without at leag 
one of that famous trio of Romanti 
piano concertos, the Tchaikovsky 
the Grieg, and the Rachmaning 
Second. This would start us 
fabulously if we made sure to a 
our own American Rhapsody 
Blue which, for our purposes, 
can classify as a piano concert 

Now, to round out our basic 
lection, we want to dip lightly int 
opera, both for arias and for . 
chestral overtures. Let’s be s 1 
to sample Mozart and a very plea 
ant way to do that is to get Th 
Marriage of Figaro overture an 
the delightful “La Ci Darem I 
Mano” from Don Giovanni.

UNDER A SUMMER-COOLED ROOF 


ContTINUuED From Pace 101 


Once the roof itself is permanently ventilated, it’s time to 
think about summer-ventilating what’s right under the roof. If 
you have an attic, open it up just as wide as you can all through 
the hot weather to prevent daytime warmth turning the whole 
attic into a night-time radiator. Scientists tell us that at least one 
square foot of ventilation opening is needed for every 288 square 
feet of attic floor space. Openings must be unhampered. No 
slats, curtains, venetian blinds, etc. should interfere with air 
movement. If you have screens to keep out the bugs, you'll need 
at least twice as much ventilating area. On the other hand, if you 
use a fan as described below, a larger ventilating area may not 
be necessary. 

Incidentally, if you’re planning on summer air-conditioning, 
youll find that everything mentioned so far will reduce operating 
costs of a conditioner very considerably. Money spent on keeping 
heat out of your rooms is never wasted. On the contrary, it’s one 


. 


of the best investments in comfort that you can make. 


What to do below the roof 


In any case, don’t fail to wash warm, stagnant air from the 
underside of your ceiling with a stream of fresh air. Opening 
windows from the top may do the trick, depending upon how 
far the windows are below the ceiling. If not, it might be worth 
while to cut transoms in your walls just as close as possible 
to the ceiling and the warm-air layer directly under it. Better 
check this with an architect before deciding. 

Natural air movement alone, though, is usually not an adequate 
answer to complete summer comfort throughout the house. It 
might be if every possible trick in the bag were used in the 
orientation, fenestration, and landscaping of your house. But, if 
your house is designed that well, you’re not bothering to read 
this article. So let’s supplement that natural movement, help it 
along, so to speak, with a fan. 


Where to put the fan 


Now there are fans—and fans. You probably have one or two 
of the portable, breeze-creating type around the house. If you 
put one facing out in an open window, so that it directs its 
breeze outward, you will have an exhaust fan of sorts, like the 
small exhaust fan you should have over your cooking range. If 
you scale the little fan up so the whole thing is several feet 
across, increase the blade pitch, and then run it at a slower 
(and quieter) speed, you will have a real, man-sized exhaust fan 
for moving a large volume of air gently, without drafts. 

Put this big fan either in your attic window (maybe you need 
a special opening), or in your attic floor over an adjustable 
grille opening to a central hall or room below. 

With the fan in the attic window, you get rid of hot air from 
the attic. And if you leave doors open here and there, the resulting 
low-pressure area in the attic will draw hot air from all over 
the house. 

With the fan in the attic floor, you get rid of hot air directly 
from the downstairs rooms, piling it up in the attic so that it 
pushes itself out the open windows or louvers. 

In each case the lowered pressure inside your house will suck 
in fresh air through your downstairs windows, and you'll be 
pleasantly surprised at its after-dark coolness. 

Buy a fan large enough to change the air in your house at least 
once every two minutes—every minute or minute-and-a-half if 
you live in a particularly hot climate. Hf necessary, use two or 
more fans located to ventilate different parts of the attic and 
None of these installations is extremely 
expensive, and none costs much to operate.

YOUR AUGUST VACATION may well coincide 
with the ripening of many vegetables. We have 
solved this problem for tomatoes by picking 
every fruit with the slightest tint of pink and 
a few mature green ones too. Last year a siz- 
able carton of these kept us supplied until 
almost the end of a two-week stay at the cot- 
tage. No refrigeration was needed; in fact, 
tomatoes picked green or when partially turned 
will ripen best at room temperature. 


PEPPERS, SUMMER SQUASH, CUCUMBERS 
are some favorite home-grown vegetables we take 
with us. They keep well without refrigeration. 
Most others must be kept cool, so we’ include 
only what the cottage refrigerator will hold, 
usually a couple of cabbages and beans and 
sweet corn for a meal or two. These are chilled 
at home and then wrapped with several layers 
of paper to keep them cool en route. 


WE SCHEDULE PLANTING DATES for corn 
and beans so that our early crop will be nearly 
finished before we leave and another ready 
about the time we return. But the weatherman 
doesn’t always cooperate. Then there are al- 





ways some summer squash and cucumbers that 
must be picked while we are away to keep the 


vines productive. 


YELLOW TOP OF TOMATOES is_ usually 
caused by excessive heat from direct rays of 
the sun. Those shaded by leaves have a more 
uniformly red color. If your plants do not have 
enough foliage to shade the fruit, scatter a 
little straw or grass over exposed clusters dur- 
ing hot weather.

rchitect Edward D. Stone gave this house flowing 

spaciousness and broad, light-giving window walls 
to keep the outdoors near, made much of the natural beauty 
of stone, wood, and tile. It is thoroughly contemporary. It 
might have been furnished at once in free forms and 
mobiles, but William Pahlmann, the decorator, urged its 
owners to acquire their furnishings slowly and searchingly, 
as they grew better acquainted with the design of their new 
house. Significantly, after a year’s selection, the furnishings 
are, for the most part, fine antiques. All share that inevitable 
look of having been destined for no other house but this— 


further evidence, we think, that a good thing is always good. 


Good design is changeless. but each era applies it to its 
own needs. Elizabethans used two-story mullion windows 


for light; we use them for sun heat, nearness to nature, 














Gooseneck lamps and botanical prints 


In the master bedroom, 18th-century aquatints and bo- 
tanical prints hang pleasingly and un-anachronistically 
on the same natural oak wall with gooseneck lamps— 
considered by some the essence of smooth-lined Modern 
functionalism. Pahlmann designed headboard and night 
tables to hang to the wall. And that’s a typical Modern 
space-saving device. Bolsters and beds hook to headboard.

Architect Stone, with Modern respect for light and air, 
gave practically every room a wall of glass. Fieldstone 
fireplace wall in the master bed-sitting room is an exten- 
sion of the living-room wall downstairs—a frank, Mod- 
ern building technique. The stone color and texture are 
its own ornament, again a Modernism. But French Pro- 
vincial desk and chairs look unerringly appropriate.

as a Chore-Room Laundry 


ou can make a satisfying investment if you re- 
model a catch-all cellar into a complete, auto- 
matic laundry. But your investment will pay off more 
rewardingly if you make this remodeling serve more 
than the washing and ironing. Make it an all-purpose 
chore room for sewing, mending, flower-arranging, 
photo-developing, weaving, rug-hooking, or any 
hobby-riding. When even the smallest improvement 
seems to cost a minimum of $100, we need to be coldly 
calculating and plan things so we will get the most 
utility out of every dollar spent. Developing a nice 
room to use only for laundering is bad planning— 
when the average home desperately needs space. 
This laundry is packed with sound, hard-working 
washday equipment—because a good laundry was the 
owner's first requirement. But it’s more than a laun- 
dry. What better place is there than a deep laundry 
tub to harden garden flowers! What a set-up to ar- 
range them with that much counter space! That same 
tub and counter work for amateur photographers. 
How very reasonable for the children to play in 
such a cheerful room in bad weather. When not in 
use, the equipment is out of the way, undamageable, 
and not greedy with floor space. Bright fluorescent 
tube lighting (see indirect coves, page 107) makes it 
ideally cheerful for space-consuming craft projects. 
Equipment here includes Westinghouse Laundro- 
mat and dryer, Meyer Laundry Kar. “Cosco” table, 


Hamilton Mfg. Corp., Kurt Versen gooseneck lights. 





Natural light from the window prompted 
this placement of the “Ironrite” and its 
posture chair. On dark days twin spotlights 
help out. Wipe-clean walls of sunny yellow

In spite of what a few 
debunkers seem sincerely to believe, bread is still The Staff 
of Life, and the realization that it has become enfeebled, 
denatured, debased, and generally un-stafflike is a sad one 
for all who respect good, honest food and its strength-giving, 
reassuring miracles.

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How to buy a window 


First, forget every idea you ever had about windows. Decide 


specifically what jobs you want your window to do, then 


buy it in a package as complete as a model airplane kit 


AX those windows on the opposite page are collected 
there for one purpose: to help you approach window- 
buying with an open mind. If the word “window” makes 
you think of only a particular one of those basic types, 
youre missing many good possibilities. 

A window has a really staggering number of jobs to 
do, 24 hours every day, seven days a week, all the weeks 
in the year. Worse yet, some of them are conflicting jobs. 
Your window must be able to admit light but not glare, 
it must let in fresh air as desired, and must allow you 
to rest your eyes by focusing on a relatively distant view. 
It must prevent burglars from climbing in—and tots 
from falling out. It must keep winter heat in—and sum- 
mer heat out. It must also keep out insects, stormy weather, 
dirt, noise. It must look well inside and out, both now 
and 20 years from now—without undue maintenance. It 
must not condense water out of the air, to run down your 


walls. It must give you privacy at the flip of a control. 


How windows work: Minus hardware and 
details, sketches on these pages show types 


that slide, swing, pivot, fold up, and project 





Accordion window can be made up using stock sash, hinged together. 
The sash swing as they fold and slide as a group to either side. 


Sometimes youll want to talk through it. Perhaps you'll 
even want to walk through it (in which case it'll be a 
door). It must do all these things, and still be not so 
expensive that you can’t afford it! 

Any one basic type, placed indiscriminately here and 
there, is just not enough. You must select each of your 
windows with the greatest of care—on the basis of the par- 
ticular jobs it will have to do, in the particular spot you 
have in mind. Plan auxiliary controls at the same time: 
screens, storm sash, awnings, curtains, shades, blinds, roof 
overhangs. Intelligent design is simply the least complicated 
arrangement that will do all the necessary jobs. 

Happily for you and your pocketbook, buying the window 
itself is the easiest part of the operation. Your packaged 
window today includes everything: sash, frame, trim, glass, 
hardware, weatherstripping—plus such extras as screens 
and storm sash if you want them. Almost all types shown 


here come in wood and metal. (Continued on next page)

How to buy a window 


(Continued /rom preceding page) Many fine extra 
features are being built into stock windows now on 
the market. Once you've decided what basic type 
best fills your needs, shop around a little before 
you part with your money. See what extras you can 
get in that basic type. Many types make provisions 
for cleaning the outside of the window from inside 
the house—even with types that are not inherently 
easy to clean. For instance, many stock double-hung 
windows feature removable sash. The one shown at 
top left suspends its sash from a stainless steel cord 
—you don’t even have to support the weight of the 
sash as you wash it. The same goes for horizontally- 
sliding types, too. Lift °em out, wash ‘em, put “em 
back. The one at left has this feature in addition to 
its plastic sill and unique curving tracks. 

But easy-to-clean features are not all you get. 
Hardware, for instance: Few double-hung windows, 
these days, still use ordinary sash-weights. They 


took up space at the jamb, and their cords often 





broke—which meant you had to pry off the blind 
stop, ruining your paint job, to get at the cord to 
replace it. Standard double-hung windows now use 
various other balancing devices—springs, friction 
guides, ete.—which take up much less space and are 
much less prone to get out of order. Out-swinging 
types (casement, awning, projected) have to be 
screened on the inside—so most come with small 
hand-cranks at the sill. You don’t have to move the 
screen to open or close the window. (The hopper 
type, long wasted down in the basement, needs no 
crank because its screen goes on the outside, out 
of the way.) And you can get casement windows 
with hardware that opens them two ways (see page 
151) just as projected sash open two ways at once. 

Some progressive manufaciurers are making 
their windows in modular sizes, to further reduce 
cutting and fitting around the window as_ it’s 
installed. You can get packaged windows with 
security bars to keep burglars out, kids in. Even

M« everyone tries annuals at some time. Few feel happy 
about their results. Getting the seeds to grow is no trick, 
but how to use annuals for the best landscape effect baffles 
many people. Certainly, tucking them into vacant spots between 
plants in the perennial border isn’t satisfactory. By midsummer 
you have a tangle of overgrown plants much too big for the 
space available. But wisely used, annuals provide the summer- 
time pepping up needed by perennial borders. 

Success depends upon planning your border so that the flower 
colors and the leaf textures of your annuals are an important 
part of the over-all landscape effect. Make the spaces big enough 
to accommodate five to seven plants of a variety. This builds 
drifts of color, not isolated spots. Put the annual drifts next 
to your spring perennials to hide their after-bloom untidyness. 
This also helps distribute the color so that something is in 
bloom in every part of the bed from spring to fall. During 
the spring months the color in your border must come from 
perennials. But by the end of iris time, annuals will contribute 
appreciably, assuming that you use started plants. You handicap 
yourself too much if you sow the seeds directly in the border. 
Tiny seedlings can’t compete for food and water with the old, 
deep-rooted neighbors. True enough, some of the extra early 
annuals may look a little seedy by late summer, but only if you 
neglect the care suggested in the sketches at the left. Follow these 


and you are sure of color until frost. (Continued on page 178)

family, take a look at the new varieties. Maybe they don’t make 

the headlines in the catalogs, but they'll really do a job when 

it comes to putting out the flowers. They guarantee that you 
Choose these hardy flowers. will have lots of bloom no matter what the weather or how bad 
They weed no fussing or fancy the bug or blight situation. If you aren't satisfied with the 
amount of fall bloom you now get in your garden. maybe you 
care, bloom year after year arent giving enough space to these sturdy plants. 

As to where to plant these flowers, think first of your garden 
as a whole. Avoid sticking them in as unrelated spots of color— 
usual fate of fall-blooming flowers. You need good garden design 
and color coordination just as much in your fall garden as at 
any other time of the year. So, too, you need to plant varieties 
that bloom at different times. Usual date of bloom for typical 
chrysanthemums and hardy asters is given on page 179. For 


other varieties or plants, look in your favorite nursery catalog. 
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are America’s lawns so poor? 


Most people kill their lawns with misguided 
kindness. If your lawn has more weeds than 
grass, check yourself on these common 


errors. Fall is the best time to make repairs 





oe uses trainloads of grass seed, plant 
foods, and weed killers each year. But our 
lawns still aren’t the weed-free, thick carpets seen 
in England and other places where the summers 
stay cool. We like the sun, but grass doesn’t. Once 
the temperature flirts with 90 degrees, our prin- 
cipal lawn grass, Kentucky blue, begs off growing. 
When the soil temperature hits 100 degrees, as fre- 
quently happens on a cloudless day when the air 
is only 90 degrees, bluegrass quits, turns brown, 
and the roots hibernate until things cool off again. 
Some day we may find a bluegrass that thrives in 
hot weather. “B-27,” a U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture discovery, looks promising, but no seeds 
are available now or before 1951 at the earliest. 

But why stick to bluegrass if you live where the 
summer heat is too much for it? Fescue isn’t 
bothered so much by heat. Include it [berally in 
your lawn mixture. You won’t have as nice a green, 
and fescue is a little harder to cut, but your lawn 
wont turn brown in July. Try to get Alta. Illahee, 
or Kentucky 31 fescue. These new varieties are 
especially deep-rooted (resist drought) and wear 
well. Seed is still scarce, unfortunately. Add a 


7 
little white Dutch clover seed. too. Clover stavs 


green through the worst heat. Its principal troubles 
are a messy, crushed look if walked on when the 
heat goes above 95 degrees, and it stains white 
shoes and sports clothes when freshly mowed 
(dries stain-free in a half day). 

In the deep South, depend upon Bermuda grass, 
with Italian rye grass seeded into it in September 
for your winter lawn. For an “evergreen” lawn, 
use St. Augustine or centipede grass in shady, 
moist, fertile places, Zoysia elsewhere. Centipede 
is gaining recognition rapidly, especially for its 
value in city lawns. Zoysia also combines well as 


the summer turf with all the cool weather grasses 


‘used for winter lawns. In Southern California use 


dichondra, not a grass at all but an excellent 
ground carpet that looks like a lawn and wears 
like one, unless subject to regular foot traffic. 


“ 


Visitors are always impressed by this “grass,” but 
it is not reliably hardy below 25 degrees, so don’t 
iry it north of Washington, D. C. 

Probably the source of most lawn difficulties 
is bad manners with the hose. Too many people 
seem to think there is something magic about 


watering that makes up for the hot weather. Don’t

he good gray uncle in Washington now permits traveling

foreign soil is going to benefit the state of the world, besides 
pleasuring yourself. 

Paris, of course, has always been a sort of shopper’s Bali 
Ha’i and it seems never to let its glamorous reputation down. 
ven its most modest shops have a certain air of elegance, 
and its wares are distinguished by that combination of pains- 


taking workmanship and the light touch which is best de- 


scribed as typically French. You seldom find it elsewhere.

There 
is the question of language. Should 
operas be translated into English 
even if by such translation they 
lose some of their musical value, 
or should they remain in the origi- 
nal? I believe that opera on tele- 
vision must be given in English. 
The English must be sung by sing- 
ers who know how to handle the 
language. If we don’t understand 
what the singers are singing, then 
we will continue to be puzzled and 
perhaps bored. 


T IS possible that eventually two 
| separate and different presenta- 
tions of opera will solve the prob- 
lem: adaptations in English not 
too piously treated and staged in 
modern fashion, and then opera 
intact, in the original, as presented 
by the Metropolitan Opera. The

ware and exquisitely, imaginatively 
designed modern table linen. They 
do a particularly masterful job here 
of correlating china, glass, and 
linen in handsome table settings, 
so their displays are worth study. 

Next stop, almost directly oppo- 
site from Christofle’s, across the 
Rue Royale, is Lalique’s. Don’t 
think of this master glass designer 
as belonging exclusively to the 
Twenties or Thirties. Lalique was 
the rage then because of the elabo- 
rate iridescent and very French 
vases, statuary, and whatnots which 
he made the vogue, and the shop 
still displays this sort of thing for 
which he has long been famous. 
But the designers haven't stood 
still, and you can find many pieces 
that are modern and charming. 
Surprisingly inexpensive. too (that 
is, if you buy in Paris with your 
325 francs to the dollar exchange). 
One of the things from Lalique 
that I think you'll find outstanding 
is a pair of beautiful rooster book 
ends, only $19.44. 


FTER your exciting shopping 
\ spree on the Rue Royale you'll 
be ready for lunch—and there are 
several good places nearby. Larue. 
one of Paris’ top restaurants for 
years, offers a wonderful vantage 
point for the Madeleine, a stone’s 
throw away. Let me warn you, how- 
ever, that I, along with lots of 
Parisians, feel Larue’s isn’t up to 
what it used to be. It’s expensive 
and the cuisine doesn’t warrant 
the prices, but it’s surely worth a 
visit. Larue’s has a large sidewalk 
terrace and you might at least have 
an apéritif, And as you do, watch 
the traffic whirl around the Made- 
leine and the people buying flowers 
at the colorful flower stalls. If 
you're wise, you'll take some back 
to your hotel. 

A few blocks away is the even 
more famous Maxim’s, just as ex- 
pensive as ever but, fortunately, 
just as good. As in the days of the 
Merry Widow, so now the haut 
monde “goes down to Maxim’s.” 
It is really better for dinner though, 
when you’re in a gala mood. Here 
you can see the most smartly 
dressed women in Paris, so you 
had better primp for this visit. 

There’s another place on the Rue 
Royale that may appeal to you and 
your pocketbook for lunch. This 
is Weber’s (in case you don’t know. 
say “vay-bares”). They specialize 
in plats du jour instead of whole 
lunches, and you can get things 


like cold cuts, salads. and sand-

wiches. In short, the kind of things 
you get at Schrafft’s or tea rooms. 
What a welcome relief such simple 
fare can be after a steady diet of 
French cooking! 


OW back to shopping. Not far 

from the Rue Royale is Au Prin- 
temps. one of Paris’ great depart- 
ment stores. Just as Macy’s, Alt- 
man’s, or Wanamaker’s has _ its 
special little shops with things 
particularly interesting for the 
house, so Au Printemps has _ its 
specialty shop, Primavera. This is 
under the aegis of one of France’s 
youngest and outstanding design- 
ers, Colette Guedey. Primavera will 
appeal especially to those who want 
simple, unusual articles for a coun- 
try house or seashore cottage. al- 
though the shop is not limited to 
this, Not at all. But you're likely 
to find things such as the whimsical 
plates shown on page 122. decora- 
tive fruit modeled in ceramics. cun- 
ningly wrought plate racks of iron 
to hang on a wall. and similar 
oddments which will oblige you to 
acquire an extra suitcase to handle 
your souvenirs. 

A few blocks from Au Printemps 
and across from the Opéra is an- 
other stop you won't want to miss 
—the Grande Maison de Blane (no 
connection with any other shop of 
the same name). Here you'll want 
to buy handkerchiefs. lingerie. and 
pillow covers. But don’t leave the 
place without looking at the col- 
lection of table linen. The sets are 
as French as can be. I was espe- 
cially taken by some which have 
fables and stories embroidered 
around the edges. They’re done 
with charm and aren’t “too cute.” 
(French things rarely are, as a 
matter of fact. They can be giddy 
and gay. but good taste always 
seems to intervene in time.) One 
set of sea green linen told the saga 
of a sailor who went off to Mar- 
tinique. The delicately embroidered 
sketches show him flirting with a 
tropical belle while his poor Breton 
wife languishes at home. The nap- 
kins are each a different color and 
have a little boat embroidered in 
the corner. The price. for a cloth 
and 12 napkins, is around $70. 
The one that really got me was 
a la Marseillaise with a bouilla- 
baisse motif. It would be perfect 
to use for a Sunday luncheon or 
supper with that pet dish of Mar- 
seilles. the fish chowder of Proy- 
ence. as the main course, On the 
tablecloth are woven sketches of

Mfost neglected of all our modern 
appliances seems to be the tele- 
phone. Always gets side-tracked 
into some little corner where 
there’s no room for a comfortable 
chair, no place to keep the pad 
and pencil and directories that 
should go along with it.

all. Both the shelf supports and 
the legs are flat pieces of wood 
with rounded edges and they are 
turned in from the corners toward 
the center of the table, which 
makes them look deceptively slen- 
der. Wood is cherry in a natural 
finish, but edges of the top, shelf, 
and flat frame around the bottom 
are finished in black lacquer. 


Saw a new flexible floor screen at 
Pascoe-New York, which will un- 
doubtedly fascinate jigsaw puzzle 
fans. It’s made of 15 or 20 panels 
of plywood about four inches wide, 
walnut on one side, natural maple 
on the other. The edges of the 
panels are cut into bays and pen- 
insulas like the ones that have to 
be matched up in picture puzzles, 
and they form an ingenious kind 
of hinge so that each panel may 
be set at an angle to its next-door 
neighbors. Since the light hits each 
one a bit differently, you get a 
pleasant variation in the tone of 
the wood. Would make a very 
pretty accent in a room with pale 
painted or papered walls. Standard 
size is six feet long by 66 inches 
high, but they will make other 
sizes to order.

First, I consider my facilities. 
My part-time maid can do the 
chores and cleaning-up, but I can- 
not expect her to serve, too. So it 
definitely must be buffet. That 
means something simple or easy 


to get. The most glamorous answer 


to this problem is curry. One needs 
only a bowl, a fork, curry—and 
guests. No jug of wine, no loaf of 
bread, no salt or pepper and, as 
it is to be served before sunset, 
no candles are necessary—and 
cleaning up is a cinch. 


OW that I have decided upon a 

curry dish, and have the sun, 
moon, and stars with me for tropi- 
cal mood, I will “go all out” and 
do the whole party in the manner 
of the tropics. I find it is easier 
to start by thinking about how it’s 
all going to look. 

Telephoning the florist, I ask, 
“What tropical flowers do you ex- 
pect in for the week end?” because 
I might just as well set the stage 
to look as Pago Pago as possible. 
He may have Strelitzia, which you 
probably know as bird-of-paradise 
flowers and which, to my mind, are 
most effective. Anthurium, that 
strange flower with one large red 
petal and a bright yellow stamen 
like a calla lily, is dramatically 
tropical, too, and so is torch ginger, 
although you don’t see this around 
much except in florists who have 
their stuff flown over from Hawaii. 
However, I have run up a pretty 
sultry imitation of the South Seas 
with large, tropical-looking green 
leaves and colorful fruit—oranges, 
limes, persimmons, lemons, and 
avocado pears. And I suppose you 
could work something out with 
mangoes or papaya melons if you 
can get them. 

The dishes come next, in my line 
of planning. They must be in the 
same oriental key as the food. I put 
the curry itself into a chartreuse 
earthenware casserole with a cover, 
and surround the casserole with 
little are-shape dishes which hold 
the most intriguing feature of a 
curry dinner—the condiments. You 
can get a whole set, including a 
round tray into which the small 
dishes fit snugly, but since I hap- 
pen to own a Lazy Susan tray 
which fits them and its brass gal- 
lery looks sort of oriental, I didn’t 
purchase the whole business. It 
would be worth the investment, 
though. 

I use Chinese porcelain soup 
spoons for serving the condiments.

The new garage doors go overhead and can 
be opened or closed in all kinds of weath- 


er by women, children, or push buttons 
by W. W. Ward 


The “do-it-yourself” hardware kit 
includes tracks, spring, lock, nuts 
bolts, screws, weather stripping, 
molding, and angle iron braces tha 


t one time or another you've prob- 
‘oe wrestled with a swinging 
garage door to win the last few 
inches of clearance for the family 
car. Or you’ve propped them open 
with a rake or shovel and ended up 
with little dabs of garage-door paint 
covering small dents in your fend- 
ers. The doors swung shut just as 
you drove through. 

And if you’ve chopped them open 
in the snow, mud, or ice, you must 
have had nasty little thoughts about 
where swinging garage doors could 
go—for all of you. The manufactur- 
ers have a better idea. They should

saw—particularly the saw. You'll 
have to trim the old doors down all 
around to pass them through the 
garage opening. Prices start at 
around $26.50, from one manufac- 
turer, for the conversion hardware 
for doors weighing up to 150 
pounds; $35 up to 250 pounds, and 
so on up.

fingered operation, whether you use 
the finger for an upward shove or to 
push a button. Some doors tilt. 
some slide up in folding sections. 
others raise as a canopy. but all 
are mounted on smooth tracks 
(roller bearings, even), and are so 
nicely balanced with springs or 
counterweights that you can send 
your wife or any one of your walk- 


ing children out ahead to raise the

You can pur- Prices fora new overhead type of 
chase a hardware kit and convert — garage door with hardware installed|

quired. It may be that your old door

you can go all-out and end up with 
push buttons that do everything but 


sweep out the garage for you. 
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simple single-door installation will 
cost anywhere from $46.50 
about $125. Most manufacturers 
insist upon doing their own installa- 
ion. They want their doors to work 
perfectly and may lack confidence 
in your handyman abilities. 

_ Some door hardware operates on 
a tension spring that pulls the door 


to 





p as you turn the lock handle, with- 
out even a push from you. In fact, 
his type is available in the $26.50 
conversion kit. 

For two-car garages, you can buy 
either two single doors or one wide 
door covering the whole length. 
With stronger springs they operate 
as easily as a single door. 

Once you get your door and hard- 
are installed, you can decide 
whether you want to go into the au- 
tomatic class. This brings you into 
the push button category, where 
a small electric motor, usually % 
horsepower, does the work for you. 
It’s located inside the garage and 
may be actuated by various means. 
But the idea is to let you open the 
doors from a pre-selected position 





or within a given range by a simple 
push button procedure. 

One electric unit works from a 
key-operated switch on the side of 
the house, a tree, or post close 
to the driveway so that you can 
reach it the car window. 
There’s a switch inside the house, 
so you can open or close the garage 
doors from the driveway or kitchen. 
Installed cost will run anywhere 
from about $180 to $325. Extra 
switches are under $10. plus wiring 
and installation, of course. 

Going a step further, you can have 
the switch as a push button on the 


from 


dash of your car, and open and close 
the doors by electricity, sound. or 
radio wave. 

One of these push-button instal- 
lations will set you back $200 to 
$400. You could save something on 
this by doing the installing your- 
self, but the manufacturers recom- 
mend professional service. 

In one case, a weather-proofed 
magnetic ground switch is buried in 
the driveway at any location you se- 
lect. As your car passes over this 
spot, you press the dash button and 
a coil in the car is energized. This 
actuates the buried ground switch, 





starts the control mechanism in the 
garage. This unlocks the doors, 
opens them, and turns on the lights. 
Another control button inside the 
house will close the door, lock it, 
and turn the lights off. The process 
works in reverse when you are leay- 
ing. 

With radio or sonic operation 
the results are the same. However, 
from the push of the dash button a 
small transmitter, mounted under 
the hood, radiates its signal to a 
midget receiver at the garage. This 
starts the motor, which raises or 
lowers the doors, turns the lights 
on or off. When the doors are down, 
they are locked, but they can be un- 
locked for manual operation. With 
the radio system the garage doors 
can be opened or closed from any 
position within an 85-foot radius of 
the garage, even from the street if | 
it’s within that radius. Services of an 
electrician are required, but the

if you have red lettuce or curly 
lettuce in your garden, put leaves 
around the outside with prawns on 
top. The mayonnaise is unbeliev- 
ably simple but it always gets a 
round of applause. It can be made 
the day before. 

Take Best Foods Real Mayon- 
naise, put out by Best Foods Inc., 
New York, and beat in enough 
cream to make it the consistency 
of thin whipped cream. Add one 
teaspoon each of chopped parsley 
and chives and a quarter teaspoon 
of chopped tarragon. Add a finely 
minced slice of cucumber that has 
been soaked in salted water. I like 
lemon cucumbers best. but they 
don’t seem to be known all over 
the country, and I’m sure any cu- 
cumber will do. 


OW we come to the party’s star 

o . ° 
performer, the curry dish. It’s 
lots of fun. has terrific eye appeal 
—to say nothing of its flavor—and 
is so easy to eat. I stress that last 
point because I have often been 
through the hazards of trying to 


feed myself at a buffet supper 
where something rigorous like 


roast beef was served and a knife, 
fork. and the skill of a juggler were 
in order to hold the plate politely 
on your knee. Men, who always 
seem to be the most pitiful suffer- 
ers at badly planned buffet meals. 
particularly appreciate this ease of 
eating that you get with curry. 
The actual curry sauce doesn’t 
take much time but the preparation 
of the condiments does. It’s a good 
idea to have them ready the day

before so all you have to do at the 
last minute is assemble them. 


Here’s my list of condiments, to 
which you might add Bombay 
duck (dried salt fish), raisins, 


bananas, or anything exotic you 
hear of that goes with curry:

Every one of the above can be 
prepared the day before and stored 
in covered containers in the ice- 
box—that is, all but the bacon. 
The bacon can be prepared at 
breakfast time and kept in a dry 
place. I also chop some parsley to 
use as a colorful separation be- 
tween the sieved egg yolks and 
chopped whites in one dish. 

In attacking the coconut, I have 
tried various and sundry ways, but 
the way Trader Vic prescribes is 
the best. In his book he has an 
item, “How to milk a coconut.” 
Grasp the coconut firmly in your 
left hand, “eyes” in the palm of 
the hand. In your right you have 
a cleaver. Strike the poor, unsus- 
pecting coconut several glancing 
blows with the back of the cleaver 
just below the top. Shortly you can 
remove the top. Save the juice. 
putting it into a covered jar in the 
refrigerator. (You'll use this in the 
curry sauce later.) Now try to get 
the meat out of the shell. Trader 
Vic says to be sure and save the 
shell and use it to serve chicken 
curry or a rum punch. I have sev- 
eral of the shells kickin tout 
and have never been able to use | 
them. The next time I see Trader 
Vic I will go into this more deeply. 
Probably Tl end by sending them | 
all to him. |

“Mouli.” This can all be ground 
and put in a covered container the 


day before. It does not seem to | 


dry out. 

Now for the curry proper. On 
Wednesday before the party I get 
a 20-pound turkey, and stuff just

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the front of it with a mild dressing 
seasoned with celery. 
onions, and _ salt, 


carrots, 
pepper. and 
“Beau Monde” seasoning by Spice 
Islands. Into the cavity of the bird 
I stick several stocks of celery with 
the leaves. two large carrots, quar- 
tered. a large onion in eighths. a 
clove of garlic, and a sliced apple. 
Butter the turkey well, put it breast 
down in the roaster, and cover it 
with a cloth saturated in butter. 
I put this in the refrigerator over- 
night and then cook it on Thursday 
for our dinner, allowing 20 minutes 
to the pound in a 300° F. oven. 
With a cloth over the bird, it needs 
basting only the last hour. 

I serve the dark meat and the 
\wings to the family and the dress- 
ing in the front of the bird. I use 
only a cup of the drippings from 
‘the bird for the gravy. for I need 
the rest for the curry sauce which 
I make on Saturday. 

On Friday I bone the turkey, tak- 
ing each breast off in one large 
piece. I put the carcass in the old 
soup kettle and cover the bones 
half-way with water. I add celery, 
onion, parsley, garlic, carrots, and 
salt and pepper (Java Cracked 
Pepper by Spice Islands) and let 
it simmer several hours. This makes 
a good base stock for the curry. 


ETTING back to the party. we 

bring on the Zombies at 5:45 
and everyone is relaxing and talk- 
ing. At half-past-six I give my hus- 
band the “eye,” and while he is 
pouring out a dividend of Zombie, 
I slip out to make the curry sauce. 

I do the rice first—4 cups of it. 
Nothing is duller than washing rice. 
For that reason I always buy one 
that doesn’t have to be washed. I 
use either Uncle Ben’s Converted 
Rice, put out by Converted Rice. 
Inc., Houston, Texas, or M.J.B. 
long grain white rice that says in 
large print on the package, “Do 
not wash.” I follow the directions 
on the box very closely and the 
rice is most successful. A tip I 
learned from an Oriental is “Boil 
rice very hard for few minutes and 
all starchey go away.” Then sim- 
mer, following -directions. 

I check the condiment tray to see 
that it is in readiness and, as I am 
a crank on hot food, the casseroles 
are made hot so that I can put in 
the rice and turkey. 


Curry Sauce 


1% pound butter 

2 teaspoons curry powder (level) 
(1 use Spice Islands, but any good curry 
powder will do) 

2 cups turkey stock 

1% cups turkey drippings, excess fat re- 
moved 

2% cups milk 

% cup flour (secant and lightly filled) 

Salt to taste 

Coconut milk 


All the turkey breast is cut into 
fairly big bite-size chunks, and 
there should be at least eight heap- 
ing cups. If you have to use some 
of the dark meat it will not detract 
from the beauty of the curry. 

Melt the butter in the largest 
frying pan you possess. Stir in the 
curry, using a wooden spoon. (I 
reserve one exclusively for curry.) 
I mix the soup stock and the flour 
in the electric blender so that the 
sauce will be smooth. Then I grad- 
ually stir in the stock with the 
flour, the milk, and, lastly, the 
drippings. Taste to see if it needs 
more salt. Put in the turkey, and 
when it is heated, turn the fire 
down to low and add the coconut 
milk. When the sauce is bubbling, 
put it in the hot casserole and 
you are ready to serve. 

When the guests assemble around 
the buffet table the comments will 
make you feel well repaid for the 
effort. After the compliments comes 
the eating. The procedure is for 
guests to fill their plates first with 
hot rice, then with the curried 
turkey, which most people like to 
pour over the rice. Then on to the 
intriguing flavors of the condiment 
tray—a touch of Bombay duck, for 
it has a most distinct flavor, a little 
chutney, for that is also strong. and 
then spoonfuls of nuts, onions, co- 
conut, eggs, bacon, bananas. and 
whatever. Newcomers to curry like 
to surround their plates with a lit- 
tle sampling of each, but real curry 
lovers scatter the curry itself with 
the condiments. But. however. it’s 
eaten, the consensus of opinion 
seems to be “Terrific!” 

I like to time it so that we sit 
on the terrace eating our curry just 
as the sun is sending up its last 
rays and the west starts to glow 
with the colors of sunset. 

For dessert I like to serve 
Tahitian ice cream. This recipe is 
also from Trader Vic’s Book of 


Food and Drink. 


Tahitian Ice Cream 


1% cups Ron Merito rum 

16-0z.-j2r pineapple and apricot preserves, 
Tea Garden or Mary Ellen 

1 package Dole frozen pineapple, in re- 
frigerator for 24 hours 

3 quarts good yanilla ice cream 

Fresh coconut 


Put the preserves in the top of 
a double boiler and when they are 
melted, add the rum and _ heat. 
(Caution: Never pour rum directly 
from the bottle near a flame. Turn 
out the amount you need into a 
small glass and pour from it.) I 
pour this into my copper chafing 
dish, from which I serve it. Keep 
the chafing dish lit to prevent the 
sauce from cooling. On a large

Wet the soil at least three inches 
deep. This encourages deep rooting. 
Sprinkling brings all the roots to 
the surface where the hot sun dam- 
ages them, especially if the stand 
of grass is thin. But no amount of 
water takes the place of plant food 
or corrects a bad choice of grasses 
to grow. Buy less water, more plant 
food, and overcome-both troubles. 

And how many lawns are voor 
because they never had a chan e? 
The builder spreads a thin veneer 
of black soil (maybe coal dust in- 
stead of loam!) over assorted junk, 
raw subsoil, and old, broken plas- 
ter. No investment in lawn build- 
ing pays as much as getting four 
to six inches of good loam. 

Once your lawn is established, 
feed it regularly. Don’t try to sub- 
stitute annual re-seeding for plant 
food. A starved lawn can’t do well 
no matter how much seed you use. 

Grass starts growing very early 
in the spring. So make the first 
application of plant food in Febru- 
ary or early March in the Denver, 
Chicago, New York area. Use three 
to five pounds per 100 square feet. 
This is long before the weeds start 
to grow. (Fortunately, most lawn 
weeds are warm-weather plants

.... is one of the most compelling things in your life. 
It ranks in importance alongside nutrition, sleep, mental 
health. It affects your efficiency, your disposition, your 
energy. The way your climate treats you has a bearing on your 
prosperity and even on your standard of living. Drastic 
weather changes actually alter your body’s mechanism. Tem- 
perature changes are reflected in your metabolism—the rate 
at which you turn food into heat and energy. Your blood 
pressure goes up and down with the thermometer. So isn’t 
it obvious why climate affects your energy, your ambition, 
and your efficiency ? 

If you doubt that our climate has a deep effect on us, you 
should know that those areas of the United States with the 
most easily controlled climates are also those with the high- 
est income per capita, the best health, and the best intelligence 
and culture records. Clearly, there must be some relation 
between man’s having an environment he can really control 
and his ability to make progress—personal and social progress. 

Your chief weapon to control the 
elements is, obviously. your house. 
But nearly all houses are woefully 
inept at climate control. Most houses. 
whether new or old, can boast nothing 
newer than central heating, insula- 
tion, and weather-stripping—all more 
than 25 years old. Yet scores of new 
techniques and materials have been 
developed in the last 20 years that 
could make our houses better devices 
to control climate. But they lie un- 
used because people don’t understand 
what they can do to improve com- 
fort and take the sharp sting out of 
climate. Houses have been built, 
until now, primarily to please the 
eye, rather than to please the whole 


body, which is a _ futile waste. 


You can do something about the 
weather. Your house can be made 
to harness the good parts of weath- 
er and to minimize the bad parts. 
Most houses are as inept at climate 
control as a wagon on an express 
highway. Even new houses could 
be improved by 20% to 40%, on 
comfort performance (at no extra 
expense) if they incorporated the 


principles set forth in this issue 


Several years ago House BEAvuTIFUL realized the biggest 
thing holding up housing progress in America was the lack of 
specific knowledge about our numerous climates, and how, 
precisely. houses in these climates should reflect exact local 
conditions. 

You might think this was already known. Thousands of 
Weather Bureau stations have been keeping records for as long 
as 75 years. But, surprisingly, the data has never been studied 
in relation to how houses, in our scores of climates. should 
vary in their attempt to control their local conditions. 

Plenty of knowledge has existed about how to control cold or 
heat, wetness or wind, per se. But no one knew in what propor- 
tions these weather elements existed in any given place. Con- 
sequently. no one could know how to combine correctly all the 
technically fine and advanced products of the building trades to 
produce a perfect house for the place in which it was to be 
built. In short, America has had all the pieces of the jigsaw but 
the one vital piece which shows how all the rest fit together. 

Twenty-seven months ago HOUSE 
BEAUTIFUL set about gathering exact 
climatic descriptions of all the densely 
populated parts of America. Our pur- 
pose was to be able to specify exactly 
what a house ought to be and to do, 
in any place, to reduce the stresses 
and strains of local weather and cli- 
mate on its residents. We discovered 
a gold mine of information, both 
about climate and how houses can be 
made to cope with climate. Existing 
houses. as well as new houses, could 
be made 20% to 40% more com- 
fortable and useful if they used the 
climate control principles set forth in 
this issue and subsequent issues.

Your house may be a major obstacle in 


your battle to maintain your body’s equilibrium 


HH, many hours a year are you really 


comfortable? 

You probably don’t know. Because you have been 
trained not to pay too close attention—not to notice. 
In our society, rooted in Puritanism, it is a sign of 
character to accept the pinpricks of discomfort. We 
are supposed to grin and bear it. Besides, we think 
weather discomfort is something we can’t do 
anything about anyway. 

The truth is you are uncomfortable most of the 
time in some way or another. For our houses are 
uncomfortable and not at all well adapted for the 
stresses and strains of the many climates in America. 

This need not surprise A ION Ra aA 
you. Houses are that way. 
In all countries, at all 
times, people make them- 
selves just comfortable 
enough to get by; they do 
something about discom- 
fort only when it gets so 
bad they can’t stand it. If 
you look at any country 
but your own, it’s always 


perfectly obvious that this 


is true. 

In the mild British 
winters, people still get 
by with fireplaces—plus 
woollies. But they only

sniffles, their chilblains. 


Taking a cold shower is not good for you, despite propa- 
ganda to the contrary. It shocks heart and blood circula- 
tion. It’s like many weather shocks we submit to needlessly. Mock ou Nee 





their Little Liver Pills. Even their tea habit is per- 
haps only a form of internal emergency heating. 
After a winter in England, any American is willing 
to say, “No Briton has ever been really comfort- 
able in his life.” To us, it’s not so obvious that we, 
too, only just get by. Look at us through the eyes 
of an Englishman. 

He says of us: 

“Their houses don’t protect them enough from 
the fierce heat of their summers, their fierce winters, 
their glaring light, rough winds, the noise they 
make, the dust, the grime of their industries. In 
fact, many American houses make the summer heat 
worse. Why, you are much 
more comfortable sitting 
in the shade of any ordi- 
nary tree than you are in 
many a $25,000 house.” 


and Washington,” the 
Englishman says, com- 
: fortably roasting his feet 
. on the fire while a nice 
cool bracing draft blows 
on his back. “They are 
just as far south as the 
south of Italy; so you can 
imagine how hot it gets! 
And all those buildings 
radiate heat at you! 
Sometimes it gets so damp 
that paper becomes limp 


and mildew starts in their 




















closets and clothes. Actually, they get days that are 
just like what they have in Borneo.” 

“But,” the Englishman shakes his head, “those 
poor Americans are not allowed to lead a tropical 
life during such periods. They are too ambitious. 
They would have a bad conscience if they knocked 
off work. So they work as if they were still in 
Plymouth, England. And their winters! Talk about 
the Russian winter that wrecked Napoleon and 
Hitler. Well, believe it or not. Jowa has about that 
sort of winter. Parts of the U. S. get even colder.” 

“Actually,” says the Englishman, “in America, 
the milk-cows are more comfortable in their beauti- 
fully kept barns than most people are in their 
houses. I don’t know how they stand it.” 

Well, he’s got something there. We accept our ac- 
customed-discomforts as God-given trials and say, 
“What’s the use of complaining?” It is true: we 
let climate put us through the wringer year after 
year. We accept it as “the white man’s burden.” 

Climate has a power to shape us and our behavior. 
Take a Boston banker into the Southwest. After a 
while his hat gets bigger, the hatband narrower. 
His skin sunburns, dries out, crinkles. First thing 
you know, you've got a Westerner! 

This shaping works in a thousand and one ways. 
Sometimes it is simply that people use common 
sense and adapt themselves. Sometimes it is the 
almost-mysterious workings of diet, climate, habits, 
and social customs. The classic example, written up 
in all the books, deals with Italian immigrants. They 
brought babies, born in Italy, with them. They 


had more babies here. (Continued on next page)

It’s not your imagination—you do feel worse when it’s 
hot.

\nthropologists measured the Italian-born and American- 
born babies—babies born of the same parents. The 
American-born babies had a different head shape, 
shape more like that of most Americans. 

Just so with houses. The first English settlers brought 
their house with them—their idea of a house: wood 
frame, with brick or stone filling in the space between the 
frames. It was pretty. Tourists still love to look at it in 
quaint old European towns, but New England made short 
shrift of it. The summers were too hot; the winters were 
too cold: the weather-changes were too sharp. The 
weather warped the frames; it moistened and dried, froze 
and thawed the stonework, and soon wrecked it. 

So the New Englander covered the Old-England house 
with a weather-tight skin of clapboard and shingles to 
keep the weather out of the structure. Then he left out the 
brick or stone filling altogether. It didn’t have enough 
insulation value, anyway, in those winters. In Plymouth, 
England, it had almost never got colder than 20° above. 
In Plymouth, Mass., it often went down to 10° below. 
So people also needed something to close all the cracks 
and stop the drafts. Plaster did that. In this way, the 
New England climate developed the American house we 
still use: an outside skin of wood, an inside skin of 
plaster; in-between, a hollow air-space that gave some 
insulation even before we learned to fill it with more 
effective insulating materials. Then, to make their houses 
easier to heat, New Englanders went in for smaller 
windows, lower ceilings. And there they had the Cape 
Cod Cottage. 

In the Carolinas and Virginia, the Britons were hit 
by the heat of the American summer. They soon found 
they needed high ceilings, shady porches, airy balconies. 
In the Southwest, the story was different: the Spaniards 
brought with them the Arabian-Spanish type of house, 
made of stone or adobe, built around a patio. It had been 
developed in hot, arid countries, and it was a natural for 
the hot, arid regions over here. 

But after this first bow to the American climate, people 
began to ignore it. True, we now have better heating 
plants; we have cooling devices. insulation, electric fans. 
refrigerators, and swimming pools. These thirts do make 
our rough weather more tolerable. But we gloss over the 
fact that the house itself has net continued to evolve 
and improve as a weather shelter. 

We became more interested in other things. Our houses 
became smaller, full of machinery, more practical to run 
without servants. The house had to be dignified. It had 
to show that its owner was a man of substance and of 
culture. Sometimes it tries to show that he was at heart 
a British country gentleman, or a French nobleman, a 
Roman senator, or a Norman baron. Sometimes it tries to 
show that a New York executive is at heart a New Eng- 
land farmer. And the more citified people get, the more 
attention they pay to those non-practical angles of 
building. 

We have even gone backward and unlearned things we 


used to know. We have built, in (Continued on page 230)

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How many Climates 
do we have in the US.? 


We have. in this one country, almost every sort of climate 
there is. Seattle’s climate is English; Lowa’s, Russian. Key 
by Dr. Paul Siple West in summer is the South Seas. Arizona is like the Mid- 
dle East; New Jersey is like the Far East. In all these climates 


we try to live in the same types of houses. T’ain’t right! 
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ou see here, in silhouette only, a few of our 

American Climates. The faces, the tempers don’t 
show; only the bare outline: “How much time of the 
year is it how warm?” 

That rolypoly fellow, Oakland, is so fat around the 
middle because temperatures there are middling must 
of the year. Tall, gaunt St. Paul is so tall because it 
gets very hot and very cold there; so lean around the 
middle because middling days are rare. St. Paul’s 
tallness means: “Watch that what you do against the 
cold won’t spoil your living when it gets hot.” The 
bulging hips of Columbus mean: “Many days here 
with frost at night, thaw in daytime; much mud and 
slush, much wear and tear on materials.” The thin 
tail of Columbus means: “Don’t spend too much 
money on heating plant for extreme cold snaps. They 
happen here, but never last long; spend more money 
for summer coolness instead.” 

If we could show their tempers, these climates 


would look even less alike. For example, humidity:

The ther- 
mometer feels no difference. But it is dry heat, broken 
by night-coo'ness. St. Louis’s heat is humid. with 
sticky nights. So the two summer climates have dif- 
ferent tempers; one is gentle, the other is tough. 
Sunshine: Are the cool days sunny or cloudy? Oak- 
land now says: “Cool, cloudy days are what your 
house must make pleasant.”

People still think that we have four climates in the

It seemed to us here at HoUsE BEAUTIFUL that, if we knew 
enough about climate, we could make it work for you instead 
of against you. But to do that, we would have to know exactly 
how climate affects you, what kinds of climates there are in 
the U.S.A. and what we could do to improve them. We found 
that nobody knew. Climatology is a well-developed science. 
but no one has applied it to house and community design. 

So we asked eight outstanding scientists to act as a fact- 
finding board (see page 142). We asked them to do three 
things: 1.

We do not claim that our Climate Control Project will cure 
all your housing ills. Designing your house to make the most 
of winter sunshine doesn’t mean that you won’t need a heating 
plant. Orienting your house to get the summer breeze does not 
mean you'll never need attic fans. 
Climate Control is no substitute for good architecture 
and good engineering. but it is the most significant supple-

sets of very practical recommendations: 


1. The ways you can increase comfort without adding cost. 
For instance, it should cost no more to locate a porch where it 
will catch the prevailing summer breeze than to put it in 
a heat pocket out of the wind. It costs nothing extra to place 
a picture window where it will get maximum heat-bearing 
winter sun, instead of on the wasteful north, cold side. It costs 
no more to place bedroom windows strategically so that posi- 
tive air change can be achieved. Such “know-how” results in 
no added cost, and may actually effect savings in initial cost 


or in fuel or other maintenance expenditures. 


2. The ways in which a somewhat higher first cost will be made 
up in reduced maintenance cost. If, as an illustration, you 
live in an area subject to flash-floods, it will be better to pay 
at the start for ample gutters and drain-spouts and adequate 
eround drainage than to spend continuously for sheet metal 


repairs and flooded basements. 


3. The ways in which you can avoid useless cost. Your elabo- 
rate arrangements for capturing solar heat will yield no divi- 
dends if most of your winter days are cloudy. The Climate

How to PICK. 


your private climate 


S° you are going to buy that lot. The view is nice, the 
neighborhood correct, the utilities are in, commuting is 
easy. It seems about right. But have you thought about the 
climate? When you buy land, you buy a climate. 

You say: “Well, climate is the one thing we can do nothing 
about. Sure, it would be nice to live in Southern California, 
but it so happens we live here. We know it sometimes gets a 
little tough. We'll just have to try and make our house right 
for this climate.” 

That’s true. There is a right house, a comfortable house for 
every climate in the U. S. But that you have no choice of 
climate is not true. 

“Climate” is, after all, only an average. It’s an expression 
like “average income” or “typical American.” Such expres- 
sions include you, but they don’t necessarily describe you. 
Your income has been considered in calculating the average, 
but that does not mean you have exactly the average income. 
Nor are you in all respects typical of most Americans. In 
the same way, if you live in, say, Ohio, you live. of course, 
in an Ohio climate. But that doesn’t mean your particular 


property will always, in all respects, be just exactly as hot, as

When you buy land you buy a climate. It may 
differ from block to block. You can improve 


local climate if you know what land to buy 


cold, as dry, windy, wet, ete. as all other lots in Ohio. Different 
neighborhoods of the same town often have different climates. 
In the same neighborhood, different lots may have different 
climates. A famous example—famous among the few students 
of such things—was a certain winter night in Toronto, 
Ontario. At one end of town, the temperature was 15° F.; at 
the other end, 7 miles away, it was’15” below. Where would 
you rather have had your house? And this is not at all excep- 
tional, nor is it peculiar to Canada. It simply happens to have 
been recorded. Everywhere you'll find hot spots and frost holes, 
there is a smoky side of town and a clean one. You can buy 


yourself a river fog, a lake breeze, a mosquito ranch, a stock- 





yard smell—all by picking one spot and not another. 

This Private Climate makes a difference in fuel bills, wet 
basements, snow-shoveling, sniffles, soot-spoiled draperies, 
frozen water pipes, rattling blinds. It makes your garden 
grow or makes it fail. It may make your house naturally 
cheerful or sort of gloomy. People in one house may get a few 
weeks of outdoor living, perhaps, in June; then in July and 
August it gets too hot, and there are too many mosquitos. 


They sit outdoors again in September, and then it gets too 
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cold. “Well, it’s a rough climate,” they say. “You just have 
to take it.” And they let it go at that. 

But, in the same general climatic region, in the same 
town, perhaps in the same neighborhood, you may be able 
to find a spot where you can sit outdoors comfortably from 
March to November. 

As for building a house that is just right for The Climate, 
the best way to start is to find a spot where the climate 
works out best—where the “spot-climate,” your own private 
climate, is best. And here is a pleasant thought: Most 
people do not yet know the facts explained here. So, a lot with 
a good Private Climate, which ought to sell at a premium. 
still costs you no more than one with a poor climate. So, 
before you buy, study your land. You are buying a climate. 
Find out what it is. 

“Where the sun doesn’t go, the doctor goes.” say the 
Italians. Almost everywhere in the U. S., you want all the 
sun you can get. You want it for obvious reasons and for 
less obvious ones, for strictly practical reasons and for 
feeling and mood. Some obvious reasons: The sun makes 


your house warmer in winter and (Continued on next page)

saves you money. It makes your garden grow; it 
kills germs; it melts snow and ice off your driveway: 
it dries moist ground and moist air. Some less obvious 
reasons: Having plenty of sun in winter does not’ 
necessarily make you have too much in summer. This 
will be explained. Sunshine makes most people feel 
much better. This will not be explained, because 
science does not know what it is. But it is a fact. An 
architect friend of mine was looking at plans for a 
school for blind children. “Very nice,” he said. “But 
why those big, expensive windows? What differ- 
ence... ?” “—a lot of difference,” they told him. 
“The children feel so much better in a sunny room.” 
How much sun you get depends mostly on the 
slope of your land. A plot that faces the sun squarely 
catches more sun-rays than one which presents itself 
edgewise to the sun. Take a March day in Ohio (see 
page 147). This is when you are really hungry for 
sun, and your garden is, too; and today you can get 
it. Its a clear day, and it is around noon. Now, if 
you own a level plot, then that plot catches for you 
just exactly as many sun-rays during that noon-hour 
as are coming to you, according to the climatic 
tables for Ohio. This is nice, but if your lot slopes 
down towara the south at an angle of one foot in 
twelve (just a moderate slope), it is much nicer. 
Then your particular piece of land is at the same 
angle to the sun at which South Carolina lies. You 
catch South Carolina-like amounts of sunshine. This 
makes a big difference. It feels like spring. It puts 
some real warmth into the ground. But if your land 
slopes at 1:12 toward the north, then your land is at 
an angle to the sun like the region of Ontario where 
settlement gradually fades out and the timberwolf 
sometimes howls at night. Up there on this March 
day, it is still winter: and you. on your north slope. 
arent getting much sun either—hardly enough to 
melt the last pockets of snow under the hedges. 
You can see that the slope of your land affects 
your private climate in much the same way in which 
latitude affects the public climate of whole states. 
South Carolina is warmer than northern Ontario 
mostly because South Carolina faces the sun more 


squarely than northern Ontario does. South Carolina 











Here you have the climate of a Swiss mountain resort: 
skiing till late in spring, cold clear air, fierce sun. 


Here you have the climate of a desert dude ranch: dry 
ground, no greenery, dry winds, hot days, cold nights. 


Here you have—well, California as the world thinks of 
it: a garden where it is spring all the year ‘round. 


lies, so to speak, on the south slope of the earth, 


northern Ontario on the north slope. 

Of course, you can’t get a real South Carolina 
climate, complete with Spanish Moss, in Ohio, simply 
by building your house on a south-sloping hillside. 
All you get is South Carolina-type noon-hour sun- 
shine; and you get that only if the sun happens to 
be shining in Ohio. Climate is cooked up of many 
ingredients; noon-hour sunshine is only one of them. 
But in this one important respect you can move your 
Private Climate 500 or 1,000 miles north or south. 
Spring comes sooner on a south slope: fall lasts 
longer, and many winter days are much less cold, 

But the summer! Doesn’t a south slope get too 
hot in summer? You’d think so, but it doesn’t. It 
gets hot, but not any hotter than any other place. 
And a north slope, which you would expect to be 
cool in summer, can be just as hot in summer as the 


rest of the terrain. (Continued on page 215)

Three climates at one glance 


This splendid scene shows a thing that’s just asetrue everywhere: 
a different climate is not far away. Hill or dale, north slope 
or south, west of town or east, makes a big difference. 


One climate on top of another 


Cool moist ocean air creeps in underneath the dry clear air of 
the West. People call the San Francisco Bay area foggy. Is it? 
Depends on where you live—not how far east or west, north or 
south, but how high or low. This picture was taken at an ele- 
vation of 927 feet. At this moment, it’s cool and damp below, 
but clear and sunny up here. Many cities have similar air condi- 
tions, often with industrial smoke making the cool low air dirty.

The tools that improve (or spoil) your private 

climate are not costly gadgets. They are simple 

things you would use around the house anyway: 
tree, paving, hedge, fence, vine, grass; the 

color of the roof, the placement of your windows;

All this can be manipulated endlessly and in many 
combinations. Do it right. and you'll improve the

ve probably don’t live in a perfect spot—climatically. 
But you don’t need to. If you weren’t lucky enough 
to pick the best spot in your town, then go ahead and doctor 
the climate where you are. It can be done. 

Friends of mine did it. They picked their land because 
of a magnificent view. But it was on a hilltop with a north- 
west slope. So they had the disadvantages of such a slope: 
weak winter sunshine, too much sun on summer afternoons. 
In their location (on the outskirts of New York City), winds 
come from the northwest—except during heat waves. They 
knew that, with such an unfavorable exposure. spring would 
come to them later, and fall and winter would come earlier— 
unless they took steps. 

The steps they took were very simple. They used their 
L-shaped house as a windbreak, and faced the open part 
of the L toward the sunny south. (See top of opposite page. ) 
As a result of this simple, cost-free planning trick. they 
start sitting outdoors in mid-April while their nearest neigh- 
bors are still living indoors. In the fall, they continue to 
sit and eat outdoors (in midday, of course) almost till 
Thanksgiving. 

in my friends’ “sunpocket” you can sit comfortably in 
April without a coat. The thermometer (in the wind and sun) 


then says 52° F. But the ther- (Continued on next page)

mometer in the sunpocket (out of the wind) will read 80° 
or 90°, because the wind has been diverted. In addition 
to that, the walls of the house reflect the sun rays, and 
the flagstones under you get warmed up in the sun. So you 
get a mild form of radiant heating from them. Result: about 
two and half months more outdoor living for my friends 
than for their nearest neighbors. And it didn’t cost them a 
cent extra! 

That’s what I mean—you can doctor your climate. (You 
can also spoil it.) Country people have always known that. 
They have always used windbreaks, shade trees, hedges, 
garden walls, L-shaped houses, houses built around a court. 
The Spanish and the Arabs have long known it. Their patio 
is a clever device for making a spot of cool climate in a 
hot, dry country. But we city people have forgotten about 
such things. We blame the climate when we should blame 
the house, or the site it is on, or its surroundings. We think 
we must drive at 60 mph to the north end of the north woods, 
when, perhaps, all we need are a couple of trees in a stra- 
tegic location near the house. 

My friends with the sunpocket often marvel at this blind- 
spot in people. They say it is hard to make people see how 
simple it is to manage the weather. Visitors come to their 


front door, in early spring, swathed in fur coats. My 
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it and laid it up inside his glass wall. Then he called in a light 
engineer to measure the amount and glare of the light, both 
ways. As you can see, the 3 holes in the wall produced more 
glare and less light. Still better conditions would result if some 
light came from some other direction, preferably opposite. 


White roof for coolness in hot weather 


One cure for hot weather is to live under a white roof. 
whiteness reflects away the heat rays of the sun, keeps 
structure itself from absorbing heat. A white roof is 10° 
to 20° cooler than a dark roof. Yet it does not rob the 
house of heat in cold weather. If prolonged periods of 
heat are one of your comfort problems, re-roof in white. 





Use a sky-shade to warm up cool evenings 


friends receive them dressed in clothes suitable for Arizona. 
“What in the world... !” 

So they explain: “Its our sunpocket: come on out. take 
off that fur coat and sit a while.” “Well. thanks.” say the 
visitors. They will sit down outdoors for a few minutes. but 
they'd rather keep their coats on. (One just doesn’t sit 
outdoors without an overcoat in New York State in April. 
The very idea makes you cold.) After a while. the fur 
coats are unbuttoned. A while later, they are thrown back 
over the chairs. A while later, as they wipe off the perspira- 
tion. comes: “My, the day has gotten warm!” 

“No.” my friends explain, “the day has not gotten any 
warmer. It’s this terrace. We designed it to have warm 
weather. You see. the wind comes from over there. etc., etc.” 

Polite, blank smiles, as if they had said: “This is Sunday. 
We always have warm weather on Sundays.” They are get- 
ting the idea demonstrated on their own skins. but it still 
doesn’t click. 

(nd yet. the tricks by which you doctor your weather are 
simple. To put them to actual use, on a particular piece of 
land. may take clever planning. But to understand them 
takes no professor. 

Sunshine can be managed. To put shade where you want 


shade is the easiest part of it. You can also put sun where

you want sun—at least in a manner of speaking you can. 

We once lived in a house with a north living room, and 
small windows to boot. Twenty feet north of it was a mere 
picket fence, painted white. It made all the difference to us. 
Then the fence was overgrown by vines, and our living room 
was dark and gloomy. One didn’t want to be in it. Then we 
cut the vines back and let the sun shine again on the white 
paint. The reflected light made our room cheerful and 
almost like a south room. 

This was not by design. It was just luck. But you can 
use the same idea on purpose. For example, you can put 
your garage north of your house some distance away, and 
paint it white. The reflected sunshine then lights up your 
north rooms and makes them more cheerful: it also makes 
them a little warmer. And it improves the climate on the 
north side of your house for flowers and shrubs. In fact, 
it does your plants even more good than it will do you! 
Plants need light as you need vitamins. 

What you get there is not, of course. genuine sunshine. 
It’s just garage-shine. Sunshine is a complex mixture. It 
contains all the colors of the rainbow. It contains ultra- 


violet rays which give you sunburn. It contains infra-red 


rays which is a fancy way of saying heat-rays; and of 


those heat-rays it contains (Continued on next page)

several kinds. All these rays together are sunshine, but when 
this complex mixture strikes a thing such as a wall, a pave- 
ment, the earth, your hat, or your skin, then the different 
rays are kind of sorted out. Some are bounced back. Some 
go inside the thing. Those that go inside are not lost, of 
course. Nature’s number one law says nothing is ever lost, 
and “‘what goes in must come out.” But they come out quite 
changed. Mostly what happens is that they heat up the thing; 
and soon the thing (in this case, the garage wall) begins to 
send out heat-rays of its own. 

Just exactly what kind of shine you get back from a thing 
the sun shines on depends on the color and texture of the 
thing. A polished metal surface, or a snow surface with all 
its little crystals, or a water surface throws back at you almost 
genuine sunshine complete with ultra-violet. A white-painted 
shiny thing throws back much sunlight and some sun heat. A 
red thing throws back the red light—that’s why it looks red; 
the rest of the sun-rays go in and come out again after a 
while as heat. A black, dull thing shines out mostly heat; it 
gets very warm when the sun-rays hit it, and soon starts 
radiating like a pot-bellied stove.

What you want there is simply a place outdoors that is not 
muddy or dusty. What you get is, in addition, a surface that

The long blustery winters and short cool sum- 
mers made even wealthy New Englanders 
cautious about ceiling heights and window 
sizes, for fireplace heating was expensive.

had more savvy about climate 


owadays a romantic haze surrounds the old houses of 
th Marblehead and Charleston, Natchez and Monterey. 
But clear your head for a moment of haciendas, mint juleps, 
and sea captains, and really look at these houses. Youll be 
astonished at how much common sense about climate went 
into them. Our ancestors studied their private climates. They 
had to. They lacked central heating, insulation, air condi- 
tioning, and such. So, they could never ignore Nature for 
even a moment. Hi they wanted to be reasonably comfortable, 
they had to persuade Nature to work for them. 
There was nothing whimsical about their ceiling heights, 
window sizes, their use of porches. They paid close atten- 
tion to the sun, winds, slope of land, location of trees. 


In the last 50 years or so, Americans have forgotten this

climate lore. We act as if our wonderful new building mate- 
rials were a substitute for common sense about climate. We 
act as though comfort-making machines would take the 
place of good siting, orientation, community planning. Non- 
sense! Air conditioning in your house, for instance, means 
you ve got to pay more attention than ever to wind and sun. 
Otherwise, your operating costs will eat you out of house 
and home as the sun heats you while the machine cools you. 

We've got comfort-giving machines and materials our 
ancestors never dreamed of. They had a knowledge of 
climate that we’ve forgotten. But it’s no longer a question of 
one or the other. To make a house comfortable by today’s 
standards, to have it still considered comfortable by the 


standards of ten years hence, you must use both.

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How to put a harness 
on the sun 


Sunshine can be planned so you have it when you need 


it and ban it when you don’t. Whether you have a house 


or plan to build, you can put solar principles to work 


E. just as easy to plan the sunshine for your house as it 
is to plan where you are going to have the fireplace or the 
breakfast nook. All that you need is a clear idea of what 
you want, a rough working knowledge of the seasonal path 
of the sun, and a little ingenuity in adapting your floor plan 
and adjusting other requirements to your “solar” needs. 

If you are planning a new house, you will certainly want 
to be sure that everything is done to plan it so that the right 
rooms will be flooded with sunshine at the right times, and 
so that the wrong ones won’t be overheated just when you 
want them to be cool. And even if you must make the best 
of an old house, it’s a good idea to learn what makes the 
sun tick, so far as houses are concerned, and how much can 
be done to correct bad solar conditions with the proper 
awnings, sunshades, and outside planting. 

The first step in this process is to become familiar with 
the movements of the sun. This is not very hard if you 
relate the sun’s path to what you want to accomplish. For 
instance, most people want lots of sun in their rooms in the 
winter, but they would rather not have any in hot weather. 


This is easier than it sounds. Once you grasp a few principles, 
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you will know almost all you need to about how to harness the 


sun. They are: 


1. Wherever you build in the temperate zones (which 
includes all the U.S.) the noonday sun is 45 degrees 


higher in the sky in midsummer than it is in midwinter. 














This means that noonday sunshine comes much farther into 
a room in winter than in summer, and is comparatively easy 
to shut out in summer with horizontal projections over the 
windows. This can even be done without cutting off any 
winter sunshine, by locating the projection somewhat above 


the top of the window or by sloping it up away from the house. 





The actual altitude of the sun varies according to latitude 
(your location relative to north or south). But unless you live 
in Florida or southern Texas, this variation is not very great, 
and in any event the difference between the winter and sum- 
mer sun remains the same. For all practical purposes, the 
two sides of a draftsman’s 30-60 degree triangle may be 
taken as the winter and summer angles of the noonday sun 
in most of the U.S. 

2. In the temperate zone, there is a difference of al- 
most 60 degrees in the direction of the rising and setting 
sun, winter and summer, or 120 degrees difference in 


the are of the sun’s travel.

This means that the only windows which let in much sun- 
shine in winter, when you want it, are those facing south or 
nearly south. East and west windows let in very little sun- 
shine in winter. But in summer they let in a great deal of 
sunshine, which is sun heat, early and late in the day when 
you don’t want it. 

If you want lots of sunshine in winter. and want to be able 
to let the sun in in winter and keep it out in summer, you 
must face your more important windows south, or at the very 
worst, southeast and southwest. 

The third principle is a little more abstruse than numbers 
one and two, but leads to equally simple conclusions. 


3. “Winter” and “summer” for the sun’s path do not 








exactly correspond with real winter and summer. Solar 





winter and summer begin almost a month ahead of the actual 
temperature we think of as summer and winter. However, the 


winter condition persists, almost unchanged, through No- 
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vember, December, January, and part of February, while the 
summer condition lasts through May, June, July, and part 
of August. 

This means that if your house is well planned from the 
solar point of view, you will get the greatest benefit from this 
in the earlier half of the winter and summer seasons, less 
in the latter half. If it is badly planned you will lose most 
in these same periods. But no permanent obstruction can 
shut out the sun in the latter half of August and let it in in 
the latter half of February. 

For this reason natural screening, such as a heavy growth 
of deciduous trees and large bushes, is an excellent supple- 
ment to other forms of sun-control to keep out the late sum- 
mer sun and let it in in late winter and early spring, before 
the leaves are formed. Planting of this type is rarely an 
effective swbstitute for structural sun-controls, but it is always 
an ideal complement for such measures. 

The fourth principle which you should take into account 
in harnessing your sunshine is so absurdly simple that it is 
hard to believe it is ignored as frequently as it is. 

4, In general, the sun rises in the east and sets in the 


west. But in summer it rises in the northeast and sets in 





the northwest. 





This means that the rooms in which you want to have sun- 
shine in the morning, like the breakfast room, must be at the 
east end of your house; those where the afternoon sun is im- 
portant, like the living room, at the west end. Because it is 
usually cooler in the morning than in the afternoon, you can 
much more safely swing your house toward the east, to get 
morning sun throughout the year, than toward the west where 
the afternoon sun in summer will come in during the hottest 
part of the day. The worst exposure in this respect (for 
using a lot of glass) is west or halfway between west and 
northwest, where the late afternoon sun pours in almost 
horizontally during June and July at just the time when 
living rooms get greatest use. 

This means that the ideal exposures, from the solar point 
of view, are south and east. Where there are no important 
conflicting considerations, the perfect plan is probably an 
L-shaped house whose major glass areas face somewhat west

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THAT CURIOUS WHITE SHAPE on the map is the part 
of Ohio whose climate is described on facing page. In this 
area, all the factors that make up climate occur in the same 
proportions—heat, humidity, sun, rain, ete. But as you move 
away from this white area, see how the climate changes: 
Temperature zone varies one way, snowfall varies in another, 
sunshine a third. Up toward Cleveland you find 57% less rain 
but 106 more cloudiness; more snow; 5% colder in January, 
5% cooler in July. Or, down toward Cincinnati, you'll find 
it’s wetter, sunnier, warmer the year round. These differences 
are critically important to your comfort. They should be 


reflected in the way you design your house.

‘4 may not live in the Ohio climate. But you can learn 
a lot from studying it, because it comes pretty close 
to being “typically American.” It poses many of the prob- 
lems in human comfort that you'll find anywhere in the U.S.A. 
Hence any solutions in terms of better house design that 


work here will, to a certain extent, work elsewhere. 


Good and easy half the time 
All the violent fluctuations and sharp extremes that harry 
us and horrify Europeans, you'll find in the Ohio climate. 
Yet the temperatures are actually good and easy for over 
half the year. Here’s how an average year breaks down:

Yet this climate isn’t as easy to live with as it looks. 
For over 414 months of the year you need your heating plant 
on, full blast. Even worse. though it seldom gets bitterly cold, 
it gets cold often. From December through April. the 
thermometer crosses the “freeze-thaw line” twice daily about 
21 times a month. And this is really hard on you, on your 


roof, walls. foundations. on your lawns and walks. 


It isn’t the heat, it’s the humidity 

Nor does this take into account the other vital factor in 
your comfort—humidity. Both heat and cold are easier to 
endure if the air is dry. Unfortunately, this region, like most 
of the East and Middle West, has humidity: 
20% of the hours in the year 
35% of the hours in May, June 
50% of the hours in July, August 


This means that you get the most humidity just when your

Rain and snow—when the farmers want it 

Precipitation (as the weatherman calls rain, snow. hail, 
and sleet) further complicates the picture. It’s pretty evenly 
distributed over the year—about 3 inches per month—and 
that’s fine for your flowers and lawn. But it also plays 
havoc with the materials of your house, periodically saturat- 
ing and then drying them out. There is not much snow, 
but it’s usually wet. melting into slush in daytime. freezing 
at night. Taken together, this means mud and slush, with 


houses freezing and thawing, contracting and expanding.

Plenty of sun, but not when you need it 
The sun shines bright in your Ohio home. But, from the 
standpoint of your comfort or your heating bills, it doesn’t 
shine at the right time. Because of the mountains to the east, 
this region has more winter cloudiness than places in the

In other words when you could really use the sun to help 


heat the house, you can count on it only one hour out of 
three. And when sun is the last thing you need, it’s there 
blazing down for seven out of ten daylight hours. Only in 


spring and fall is it in the right proportion. 


Even the winds are contrary 

The winds in the area are moderate, rarely rising above 
35 mph. Tornadoes are unknown. But like the sunshine, the 
Columbus winds are lowest when you need them most (sum- 
mer) and highest when you want them least (winter). More- 
over they do not come from the right direction. For 11 months 
of the year they blow from south around to west. This is also 
the direction of the hottest sun, summer or winter. Thus your 
house is heated and cooled, from the same direction, at the 
same time. 

The above are all monthly averages of wind direction. 
Actually on a daily basis, there is still another variation in 
the winds that can be formulated something like this: 


In Winter during the Daytime winds blow from S to SW

From this, you can see that proper handling of the winds in 
this region is a tricky problem. It can be solved but, like all 
paradoxes, it requires real imagination. 

Yet. despite these flaws, there’s lots of pleasant weather 
in Ohio. It is typical of many American climates where the 
problem of being comfortable is to minimize the impact of 
climatic extremes. To manage this, your house must be 
designed to fit a specific set of climatic facts. Think of it as 
a tool which manipulates weather in your favor. To see how 


one house does this for Columbus. turn the page. 
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A lesson in (limate Control 


This house was designed for the climate around Columbus, O. 


But some parts of Columbus climate probably apply to you. 


Study it! You get climate control by understanding—not copying 


\here are five dilemmas in the Columbus climate. This house 
was designed to correct, control, or minimize each one. 


(1.) The first big dilemma—high heat and humidity in sum- 





mer—can be cured by positive air movement. The simplest way 
to get it is to face each room toward the prevailing breeze and 
have big openings toward the wind. In Columbus, the breezes 
happen to come from the direction of the hottest sun—south- 
west. To solve this dilemma you've got to place doors and 
windows carefully. Size, locate, and shade them as we have here, 
with overhangs, trellises, strategically placed trees. to catch the 
most breeze while excluding the most sun. When breezes fail, 
big attic fans, under insulated roofs, take over. 

(2.) In Columbus there’s a lot of bright. sunny. windy weather 
in spring and fall—nice enough to be outdoors IF you could 
only be out of the wind and in the sun. This house has two 
outdoor L-shaped “sun-pockets.” walled to break the wind and 
paved to hold on to sun heat. These will permit two or three 
months of extra outdoor living. 


(3.) Solar heat in wintertime is good for you and your heat-

ing bills. But Columbus has much wintertime cloudiness, get- 
ting only 35‘~ of all possible sunshine. So solar windows would 
function successfully only in fall and spring. Nevertheless fall 
and spring constitute 42% of the heating season. So the living 
room and master bedroom have solar windows, and all other 
rooms get winter sun some time during the day. 

(4.) Another flaw of the Columbus climate, that’s hard on both 
people and houses, is precipitation. There is little snow, but a 
lot of rain all year. This means mud, slush, mildew, roofs that 
might be wet continuously for 40 days on end. Answer is wide 
eaves, ample gutters, lots of outdoor paving. Just inside the 
front and back doors is a mud room with waterproof floor for 
galoshes, umbrellas, and raincoats. 

(5.) It seldom gets bitterly cold in Columbus, but it stays cold 
for a long time—39% of the year the temperature is below 
45° F. Besides, there’s a lot of freezing and thawing—hard 
on people and houses alike. Our answer: sound building mate- 
rials, and ample heating system, insulated walls and roof, and

] o matter where you live, it’s the extremes in the 

climate that make life difficult. You may be able 
to live quite happily with your own climate for 90% 
of the time. Yet that remaining 10‘7 may impose a dis- 
proportionate strain on your nerves, your comfort— 
actually, on your health. There’s such a period in 
Columbus. From May through September, high tem- 
peratures often combine with high humidity to make 
the weather hot and sticky. To worsen matters, the sun 
is merciless (70% of all day-time is cloudless), 
and the breeze is at its slackest. Taken together. 
these factors can make you so uncomfortable that un- 
usual control devices are plain common sense. We've 
developed such devices for this house. They provide 
enough breeze (natural or man-made) to give you re- 
lief. They give you insulated, ventilated roofs to bar 
the solar heat. And theyll work in any similar 


climatic conditions. So study the diagrams on this page.

Face up to the worst things

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Face up to the worst things 
in your climate - and waster thom 


No one single device will give you effective cli- 
mate control throughout the year—in Ohio or 
anywhere else. Seasons change. Your house 
should be designed to change with them. The 
greater the seasonal variation in your climate, the 
more flexible your house should be. In analyzing 
the climate of Columbus, we found it no worse 
than many, not half so bad as some. Yet tempera- 
tures run from minus 2° F. to 98° F. during the 
year. To design a house that would be equally 
comfortable across this range took some doing. 

Thanks to modern heating and insulation, cold 
weather is easier to whip than hot. In this case 
we used radiant heat in concrete floors. We did 
this because year-round rain and humidity dic- 
tated waterproof, easy-to-clean floors (see facing 
page). And in this climate such floors should be 
winter-warm. To get hot-weather comfort. we 
used ventilation and insulation to the fullest.

Drain in cement floor makes washing easy. 


SERVICE DOOR 


Wet-climate houses need a buffer zone of hard 
surfacing between them and the outdoors. In this 






house, paved zone keeps water, mud, snow from being 
tracked into house. It gives you firm dry footing 
outside when weather’s pleasant but ground is soggy. 
However, to avoid summertime heat and glare, be 
sure paving is shaded and neutral in color. 


Bad-weather communication between garage 
and main floor is guaranteed by inside stair. Playroom- 
workshop, with its glass wall to southwest. is fine bad- 
weather base for active children. Like the rest of 
floor, it will always be comfortable, summer and winter.

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Good site planning 
can double Your outdoor nving 


y live in a prison for most of the year. You spend a lot 
of money putting an expensive landscape around your house. 
But most of the year you enjoy it only ‘through a picture win- 
dow—looking out like fish in an aquarium. Yet you can knock 
six to twelve weeks off your indoor season by controlling the 
wind and harnessing the sun, and can live in the outdoors, 
instead of looking at it. Even in climates like Columbus, you 
can eat many a lunch outdoors in shirtsleeves in November or 
February when other families are huddled around the thermo- 
stat. Weeks in the fall, after the neighbors have gone indoors 
and weeks before they come out in spring, you can be out in 
your sun-pocket with your reading. 

Actually, it’s a matter of “picking and fixing” your private 
climate correctly. (See-articles on pages 146 to 149.) Once you 
understand the principles, you'll find there are hundreds of 
ways—some large, some small, some free, some expensive— 
by which you can extend the use-value of your land. That’s 
the function of site-planning: to develop house and lot together 
so that both will aid and improve the other. 

Good site planning begins before you buy the land. So, when 
you start to look, make a climatic check-list. Look for: 

1. Proper southern exposure for harnessing winter sun. 

2. Good exposure to summer winds, protection from winter 
ones. Never locate in lee of smoky industrial areas. 

3. View, but with privacy from street and neighbors. 

4. Elevation. Generally, it’s better to be high than low. 

3. Deciduous trees, especially to south and west of where 
house will be, to shade it from summer afternoon sun. 

When you've found such a plot of land, you’re well 
along toward having a good private climate. But you've still 
to use it, for the room plan and materials must be designed to 
strengthen the good points and smooth out the flaws of the 
land conditions. T!.is involves a lot of small adjustmenis— 
moving a wall, shifting a terrace, taking down a tree to let in 
morning sun, planting others to break the winter winds. Small 
items, but they all add up! Never underestimate site planning. 


It is as crucial in comfort control as heating or insulation. 
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Most people pay for improving their land, but 
stay indoors because they can’t use it. With 
climate-control principles, this Columbus house 


shortens indoor and lengthens outdoor seasons 





The path of the sun is one climatic 
factor you can’t change and can’t ignore. 
But, by good orientation of the house, you 
can make it work for you instead of 
against. Our Columbus house does that. It 
enjoys the most sun in winter, least in 
stzamer. : 


Weatherproof motor- 
court opens right off 
street, reducing area to be 
paved and maintained. It 
parks 4 or 5 cars. Because 
it’s level, youll have no 
erosion or skidding.

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Climate control in fabrics 


These fabrics help you 


control your climate 


Here is a list of fabrics and fabric finishes 
as immune to the elements as the Post Office 
Department. As you peruse it, think of the 
fabric problems your own particular climate 
may be wishing on you—shapeless curtains, 
wrinkled slipcovers, rain-spattered draperies, 
mildew stains, et al. You'll find the solution 
somewhere in this roster of trade names. 


Durably crisp curtain finishes. For 
sheer curtains which hold their shape even 
in the most humid places, which tend to shake 
off dust, and may be washed time and again 
without starching or stretching and still keep 
their crispness, remember these finishes: 
Bellmanized or Heberlein on organdies, voiles. 
lawns, and other sheer cottons; Sabel, Sayler- 
ized, Sheerset, or Wat-a-set on cotton or 
rayon marquisette. On rayon these finishes 
repel silverfish. And all seem to forestall 
shrinkage. 


Crease-resistant finishes. Nothing can 
prevent cotton, rayon, and linen from wrin- 
kling, which they do most noticeably in humid 
weather. But these finishes see to it that 
wrinkles have a shorter life. hang out or 
smooth out of their own accord in a matter 
of hours, and no ironing needed. Crease- 
resistant fabrics also seem to hold their shape 
wiltlessly and to resist soiling. They started 
out, like so many special finishes, in dress 
goods and men’s suiting. but you'll be seeing 
more of them for draperies, slipcovers, and 
tbedspreads. Washing or dry cleaning won't 
affect the finish. Names to remember are 
Evasett, Everglaze, Resloom, Superset, Tebil- 
ized. (You know Everglaze, of old, as a dura- 
able chintz glaze. Now it applies not only to 
durably glossy chintz but to many dull-surface 
fabrics as well, all crease-resistant. )

El you seen curtains “rope” at the windows on a 
humid day? Do yours have hems that rise and fall with 
the weather like perverse barometers? After a windy, dusty 
spell, are your draperies and slipcovers ingrained with 
grime that won’t shake or brush off? Yes? We thought so. 
Old Man Climate puts stresses and strains on fabrics, just 
as he does on your body and the structural materials of 
your house. 

But don’t accept this deterioration as inevitable. Although 
they may not have called it “climate control,” the textile 
and plastics industries have gone a long way in controlling 
these troubles. For 15 or 20 years they have been making 
finishes, fibers, and coatings which, in effect, control the 
ravages that climate creates. You can now have fabrics 
that keep their crispness and shape through all kinds of 
weather, others that repel moisture, others that resist sun- 
fading, dust wrinkles, or mildew. Not many exist that do 
everything—but then your climate isn’t cursed with every- 
thing, even though you may sometimes think it is. 

For a sampling of these climate-controlling fabrics. see 
the opposite page. For a quick review of some better known

I love soup. But many people do not. They have their own 
good reasons, which range from mild to maniacal. They 
hate to drink some conventionally served liquor beiore a 
large long meal, and take up place with a consommé-double 
which might better be occupied by the breast of pheasant 
to follow. They hate to burn their tongues with a hectic, 
hasty gulping of whatever is put before them, when all they 
really need between two business appointments is the thick 
rare steak they ordered and to-hell-with-the-fixings. 

They hate the smell, taste, and even the look of the “vege- 
table” and “Scotch” and “chicken” soups which are most 
often presented to them, at least here in America. It is true 
such soups can never equal the Kodachrome pictures of them 
in every slick magazine, month after month. It is true these 
concoctions never taste like anything but what they are— 
artful, synthetic compounds of exhausted foodstuff. 

Needless to say, most of us go on dutifully downing a 
modicum of whatever soup “comes with the dinner,” whether 


at home or in public. This, to my mind, is why nine out of

here was a time when the musi- 
tie climate in all parts of our 
country was as uniform as a syndi- 
cated newspaper article. Much of 
our music was shipped ready pack- 
aged (and sometimes marked “frag- 
ile’) from New York. The musical 
life of one town consisted of con- 
certs or opera performances or 
recitals which were planned in New 
York. Having visited one town, the 
artists moved on to the next town 
to perform the same music in the 
same Way. 

We all know that this has changed. 
We all know that our major cities 
and even our minor cities now have 
their orchestras, their own 
individual musical life.

My own tricks are good ones, 
thanks to much gleaning from what 
other better cooks have taught me. 
I like a mixture of equal parts of 
clam juice, chicken stock, and dry 
white wine, for instance, heated 
just to the steam-point—a delicate 
opening to a small dinner. I like 
chicken stock with cream and curry 
powder added at the last, a pinch 
of powder for each serving, and 
diced raw apple as a garnish—de- 
licious as a prelude. I like equal 
parts of good beef bouillon and 
rich milk, with a tablespoonful 
of oyster-sauce for each serving, 
stirred in at the end. and a dash 
of cayenne—fine in winter before 
roast lamb. And for a special treat, 
something as heady and fastuous 
as the classical consommé with 
flakes of gold flashing in it. I like 
a Talleyrand—and now that truffles 
are being imported to us straight 
from Italy (to Trenton, New Jer- 
sey) instead of going to Italy 
through France with the inevitable 
increase in customs-duties, this 
beautiful soup can come to any 
Little Party, almost. and add _ its 
own glitter to the giddiest banquet:

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Hottest summer sun is afternoon sun from the West, not noon-day sun 
from the South. Remember this in planting trees. A tree west of your 
house cools your house. A tree east of it cools your neighbour's. 


precisely. a radiant cooling. The 
cool foliage cools you by radiant 
cooling. You send heat rays to it. 
An asphalt driveway or a red brick 
wall would heat you by radiant 
heating. /¢ would send heat rays 
to you. 

You often notice this difference 
when you sit near an open window 
in summer. You feel the hot pave- 
ment or the wall of the house next 
door as a glow on your face. You 
feel the tree as a coolness on your 
face. The effect on skin is 
only a sign of what’s going on in 


your 


general. Your whole house also gets 
the same radiant cooling or radiant 
heating from iis surroundings, and 
heats up or stays cool accordingly. 

In winter. this cooling effect of 
vegetation stops because the trees 
are leafless and the grass is dor- 
mant and dry. So here again, what’s 
cool in summer is not necessarily 
cold in winter. 

You can see you might easily 
spoil your private climate if you 
cut too many~ trees. drain the 
little 
many houses too close together, 


swampy pond. crowd too 
get the neighborhood covered with 
too many driveways. paved roads, 
parking spaces. tennis courts. ter- 
races. Undisturbed nature always 
has the Civilized 
desert-like—hot 


milder climate. 
nature is more 
when it is hot. cold when it’s cold. 

Almost everything that people 
usually do to their land makes it 
less comfortable. The only excep- 
tion to this is the winter in the 


city, when all the heated buildings 


radiate some of their furnace heat, 
so that it is sometimes 10° warmer 
in town than in the suburbs. That 
may explain why the older ac- 
counts of life in America say so 
little about summer heat. The cli- 
mate was the same then as now. but 
the private climate. at the spots 
where people actually lived. was 
probably much easier. 

But we are not yet through with 
trees. Glare can be doctored by 
trees. Many people think that glare 
is the price you have to pay. in- 
evitably. for having plenty of light. 
Not so. Glare is light which. through 
improper handling. has become un- 
fit for human consumption. Of na- 
tural. unspoiled light. out in the 
open, the eye can take a great deal 
—on the water. in the snow. on 
the desert. It adjusts itself to bright- 
ness just as the photographer ad- 
justs his camera. He gives his 
camera a smaller lens-opening. The 
eye gives itself a smaller pupil- 
opening. The eye can also be quite 
comfortable in dim light, the pupil 
simply becomes larger. But the eye 
can’t take brightness and darkness 
close together. The pupil can’t be 
big and small at the same time. It 
tries to compromise. and so the 


bright spots hurt; the dark spots 





seem extra dark. Result—eyestrain. |

You should know one important 
anti-glare trick: The more direc- 
tions from which you introduce 
light, the less glare. Windows are 
best on opposite walls. ‘Worst: all 
the windows on the same wall. 
Your architect knows a dozen more 
tricks. But in the end, after he has 
done all he can, he will still tell 
you that it still makes a difference 
what you see when you look out. 


That’s where doctoring comes in. 





To cut down glare. you must 
show the eye less sky. more ground 
(meaning lawn, trees. scenery). 
Less sky. because the sky has the 
fiercest sort of light-glare except 
for the sun itself. (A whitish, hazy 
summer sky is the worst.) More 
scenery because the scenery sheds 
a more gentle light. Anything any- 
body ever does to cut down glare, 
indoors or out, always boils down 
to one thing: get less light from 
fierce, concentrated sources; get 
more light from gentle, spread-out 
sources. In artificial lighting. that’s 
the idea of indirect light: You 
don't see the firecely glowing bulb; 
you see its light reflected gently 
by a whole wall. In outdoor day- 
light, you want the same thing. You 
don’t want to see the fiercely bright 
sky; you want to see its brightness 
gently reflected by the landscape. 

To take the glare out of your 
view. therefore. do this: Lighten 
the low part of the view—the 
eround part; dim the high part— 
the sky part. That’s the reason for 
the trend to low, broad windows 
rather than high, narrow ones, the 
new style of overhanging roof—-to 


block off some sky.

closeness makes them dark. On the 
same day, in the same light, with| 
the same lens-opening, a close-up | 
always demands a longer exposure. 
A tall tree, close to your house, is| 
good. It blocks off some sky, but! 
you can still see through under- 
neath it into the bright distance. A | 
low tree or a bush close to your) 
window is bad. It may be lovely, 
but it darkens your low view, and 
it leaves the sky bright. In the 
middle distance, tall trees may 
cause glare. They don’t reach up 
high enough to cut out much sky. 
At the same time, they are close 
enough to darken the low half of 
your view. But cut out some of the 
lower branches, open a_ through- 
view into the low distance, and 
your eye feels better. 

Almost anything that may be 
wrong with your spot, climate-wise, | 
can be doctored. Wind can be 
doctored. It needs to be in many 
parts of the country. But flowing 
air is peculiar stuff; you can’t 
force it, you have to coax it. If 
you try to force it, it gives you 
trouble. 

You can’t ever stop the wind. 
Even a solid wall shields only a 
small spot immediately behind it. | 
And if the wind is strong enough | 
to need doctoring in the first place, | 
then it sets up on such a wall all 
sorts of suctions and pressures. The 
air then breaks over the top of the | 
wall and swoops down. It swirls 
around the sides, and puffs and 
whirlpools. So you pay for your 
small calm spot by having. beyond 
it, an area with shifting, sudden, 
annoying gusts and whirls. Sand 
is picked up; dead leaves swirl 
around: old newspapers mysteri- 
ously appear and join the dance. 

That’s what makes wind so an- 
noying in the big cities. All the tall

When tree experts see a tree 
in a declining and unhappy 
state, their suspicions are 
aroused. Usually they find 
girdling roots hidden just be- 
low the ground line. Year after 
year, as these girdling roots increase in size, they press 
against the growing trunk with great force, in time becoming 
embedded. This throttling grip gradually retards the sap 
flow, as is evident by sub-normal growth, dead patches of 
bark, small leaves, and a general lack of health and vitality. 

Trees suspected of suicidal tendencies should be inspected. 
If girdling roots are establishing themselves, they should be 
cut away, a job you can do yourself. The removal of long 
established, deeply embedded girdling roots, though, really 
calls for the experience and skill of trained tree men.

“How are you doing up there on 
your mountain in this weather?” 
The reply would inevitably come 
“It’s nice here. The sun is quite 
warm. They never quite believed 
—except one man. He was a gar- 
dener and he knew that that spot, 
a south slope 300 feet above the 
valley, was some ten days ahead 
in spring. 

They didn’t believe because it 
sounds wrong. Everybody knows 
that the upper air is cold, and 
aviators need fur-lined suits, and 
mountain-tops have snow and ice on 
them. But it is simply a matter of 
scale. On a large scale it does get 
colder higher up. If you put your 
house on an actual mountain, you'll 
have both colder days and colder 
nights. But we are talking here 
about small-scale height-differences 
anywhere from, say, three feet to 
300 feet, and about rolling or hilly 
terrain where humps and dells are 
close together. And we are talking 
mostly about calm, clear nights— 
not stormy nights, not calm days, 
not rainy weather. Under these 
special circumstances, the rule is: 
The hump is warmer than the dell. 

That is why in many parts of 
New England, New York, parts of 
California, the orchards and vine- 
yards and orange groves are on the 
mountain slopes, not in the valley 
flats: less frost. In most places and 
for most people, it is probably best 
to put a house on a high place: 
less frost for the garden, smaller 
heating bills, more sunshine and 
cheerful weather, less smoke. 


UT in some places you might be’ 


W better off in a dell. For example, 
the Middle West has some hot, op- 
pressive summer nights. The night- 
cooling on such nights freshes up 
only a shallow layer of air, say 50 
feet or perhaps 100 feet deep; 
sometimes only 20 feet. Above that 
level, the air stays almost as warm 
at night as it was during the day. In 
Kansas City many people know that 
the upper stories of tall apartment 
houses have hotter nights in sum- 
mer than the lower stories. And a 
house in a dell would give you the 
more refreshing summer nights; it 
would also give you a considerably

HEN looking for a spot to build

Climate—the kind 
that counts when you get down to 
the actual living conditions of some 
particular piece of land—is largely 
man-made. 

A well-known story of how man 
changed his own climate on a large 
scale is the case of Phoenix. Arizona, 
where larger scale irrigation farm- 
ing has developed out in the desert 
around the city. The local residents 
complain that this has changed 
their nice, dry hotness to sticky,

That is the joker in this deal; 
when you put your house into your 
spot. and other people put their 
houses next to you, you thereby 
change its climate.

e a much more pleasant house 
1 if they are ignored. Where 
-r important objectives inter- 
e, solar principles can and 


should be set aside, but not with. 
out careful consideration of the 
problems this creates. 

The most frequent valid reasons 
for ignoring the principles of good 
orientation are two: a poor view 
or outlook to the south and a really 
attractive view to the west. With 
sufficient imagination and sufficient 
regard for the very real importance 
of good solar planning, there is no 
reason why both of these problems 
cannot be adequately coped with. 
Don’t accept a floor plan which 
ignores the sun on the basis of a 
vague argument that “the impor- 
tance of solar heating has been 
greatly exaggerated.” But if your 
site really calls for a plan that 
isn’t ideal from the solar point of 
view, accept its solar shortcomings, 
and then make sure that something 
is done about them. 

The first problem—an unattrac- 
tive outlook to the south—is fairly 
easy to handle provided you have 
an open mind toward imaginative, 
unorthodox window treatments. It 
is not hard to let in the cheer of 
the sun and to benefit from its 
winter heating effect, while shut- 
ting out a bad view or achieving 
privacy. This can be done by proper 
placement of the windows, by using 
translucent, rather than transpar-

ent, glass or by the use of suitable 
blinds or screens inside the window. 

The important thing to remem- 
ber here is that once you have let 
the sunshine into your rooms you 
will get the benefit of its heating 
effect. This will be true even if it 
strikes a blind or drapery just in- 
side the glass, since any obstruc- 
tion in this location will be warmed 
by the sun’s rays and will pass their 
heat along to the inside air. 

The second problem—that of a 
really attractive outlook to the 
west—is a little more difficult. Here 
the trick is to stop the summer 
sunshine outside the building. Once 
it has got through the glass into the 
room the damage is done. And this 
is made even harder by the fact 
that the sun’s rays, at the critical

“That’s good,” we said, callously, 
meaning: it’s a good sound reason 
why people should have houses 
that keep them cool in summer. 
“What about cold?” 

“Cold also taxes the heart,” he 
said, “of older people and of desk- 
workers especially. It peps you up 
for a while. You try to do too much, 
too fast. This may cause burst blood 
vessels, strokes—that sort of thing. 
In winter, the shock of going out- 
doors kills many old people rather 
suddenly. The sudden constriction 
of the circulation—much as under 
a cold shower—stimulates exces- 
sive activity and bursts an artery. 

“Of course, the same effect is 
quite a strain also on middle-aged 


people. But there is no point in 
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simply blaming the cold wea 
outside.

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skill, not by any means an accident. 

Often one uses the shears to en- 
hance flowers, which, when grow- 
ing in rows in the garden, do not 
exhibit half the effectiveness of 
which they are capable. The gladi- 
olus. for example, has a long un- 
gainly stem and. has, unless it is 
superlatively well grown, rather un- 
distinguished foliage. To appreci- 
ate the fact that all the beauty of 
form and color is at the top of the 
stalk and to conceal the awkward 
stems with massed blossoms cut at 
varying lengths is simply an in- 
telligent way of showing the flower 
at its best. 


N AN arrangement of mixed flow- 
ers and foliage, the role of the 
shears is still more important. 
Every stem has to be considered 
in relation to the others, and con- 
tinuous pruning of ineffectual foli- 
age and blossoms is necessary in 
order to avoid an impression of 
rather untidy confusion. From the 
moment the material is selected 
in the garden down to the last 
considered snip of a leaf or blos- 
som to perfect the balance and 
bring into focus the dominant idea 
of the arrangement, the shears are 
necessary. 

And they must be sharp shears, 
of good quality, with heavy clip- 
pers for shrub branches, medium- 
size clippers for general use, and 
long pointed shears for detail 
pruning. 

The more you become proficient 
in the use of the shears in flower 
arrangement the more you will 
appreciate how they may serve your 
purpose in the garden as well. 

A novice in flower arrangement 
let loose in a garden with a pair of 
shears. is a horticulturist’s night- 
mare. A good gardener shudders at 
the very thought of anyone scan- 
ning his fine shrubs and trees in 
search of a “Hogarth curve” for 
an arrangement. and he stands 
guard over his bulbs lest they be 
robbed of the foliage upon which 
they depend for their future food 
and well being. 

He knows that one snip of the 
shears for a branch or a leaf 
(which may or may not win a prize 
at the flower show), can set a plant 
back months, or even years, in its 
natural growth’s progress—definite- 
ly not worth it. 

Since an interest in flower ar- 
rangement leads almost inevitably 
to a desire for a better garden, the 
beginner should try to understand 
the horticulturist’s point of view. 
She can learn a great deal from 


_a single twig, I study the shrub for 


him, even if some of his advice mai} 
occasionally have to be adapted t 
her own particular objectives. | 

For instance, she may happen t 
like to force quantities of her for 
sythia for the house in January, 
which, he will tell her, means a les| 
spectacular display on the bush 
out of doors in the spring. So sh¢ 
will take her choice. 

If she wants foliage for her daf 
fodil arrangements, she will hee¢ 
his warning and not take any from 
her choicest new varieties. But shi 
will have some old clumps in thi 
field that can spare enough foliag¢ 
to make a daffodil arrangemen| 
worthy of the name. 












In time she will become adep 
in translating horticultural advicé 
into the language of flower arrange: 
ment and discover that good gar’ 
den practice and good design quite 
frequently amount to the samé 
thing. 

Take the matter of pruning, fol 
example. I know that in my own 
case diagrams, explanations, ever 
demonstrations, always left mé 
confused and uncertain. 

Then I happened to read ir 
Hortus that pruning is “the proc 
ess of educating the plant for the 
purpose of correcting its faults and 
developing its attributes.” This 
made it suddenly clear to me that 
pruning is a simple problem in de! 
sign, very much like taking some 
branches and making them inte 
an “arrangement.”

Mrs. Foote’s Rose Book, by Har- 
riett Risley Foote. Charles T. Bran- 
ford Co., Boston, Mass. $3. 

Mrs. Foote gives exact direc- 
tions for the planting and care of 
roses. If these directions seem to 
the reader to be not only exact 


| but exacting, there is justification 


for them in the many successful 
-rose gardens Which have come into 
being under the author’s planning. 
Another eminent rose grower has 
said: “The value of Mrs. Foote’s 
book lies in the fact that it is the 
record of the personal methods of 
a unique figure in the rose world.” 

When Mrs. Foote first started 
her work with roses in the rec- 
tory garden at Marblehead, Mass., 
50 years ago, there was no Ameri- 
can Rose Society, there were few 
roses except stock 
available, and rose growing in 
this country had not advanced in 
knowledge and achievement as it 
had in Europe. Her first importa- 
tion of tea and hybrid tea roses 
from Scotland was considered by 
horticultural friends to be a most 
doubtful venture, since they were 
not likely to withstand the bitter 
New England climate. However, 
methods of protection were worked 
out which tempered the climate 
to their needs, and for ten years 
roses were grown in an experimen- 
tal way, with new methods tried 
and rejected or perfected, until 
she came to have a garden filled 
with roses such as were not to be 
found in any other northern loca- 
tion. This led to requests for help

She gives 
credit to her friend and compan- 
ion, the late Miss Emma Schu- 
macher, for help in 27 years of 
work and research together. 
There are in the main ten im-

posure, deep trenching, cow ma- 
nure in ample quantity, beds not 
over 51% feet in width, best plants 
available, firm planting, long prun- 
ing, plenty of water, frequent till- 
ing, and winter covering.

THE MAN 
BEHIND THE HOE 


EARLY FROST DAMAGE io tender vegetables 
on low ground is a common sight at this time 
of the year, but have you noticed how often they 
escape where there is a slight increase in eleva- 
tion? The coldest air flows into depressions as 
if it were water. Planning a garden with tender 
vegetables on high ground and hardy sorts on 
low land will pay dividends in the form of a 
longer harvest season. 


TWO GARDENS WERE THE RULE on a Bucks 
County, Penna., farm I visited frequently while in 
that delightful part of the country. Earliest vege- 
tables went on high land that drained quickly 
in the spring. The “main crop” was planted on 
fertile, moisture-retentive soil near a creek. But 
there were always a few direct-seeded tomatoes 
and a late planting of cucumbers and beans 
back on the high land where the first frost came 
several weeks later than on the lower ground. 


KNOWING WHICH VEGETABLES are killed 
by the first frost and which ones are the so- 
called hardy types is useful information in choos- 
ing suitable locations as well as planting dates. 
Tomatoes, peppers, eggplants, beans, and all the 
vine crops are tender. They require a warm soil 
for germination. So, there is no sense in planting 
them too early. All the root crops, members of 
the cabbage family, peas, spinach and most other 
greens are rather hardy and can be harvested 
long after the first frost kills the tender sorts. 
They grow well when it is cool and may be 
planted outdoors in early spring.

near trees undesirable for garden plants. Unless 
you have done some trenching to sever tree roots 
you’d better keep your garden away from their 
feeding zone. 


PARTIAL SHADE in itself isn’t detrimental to 
many plants that we ordinarily grow in full sun, 
provided, of course, that moisture and nutrient 
conditions are favorable. Plant physiologists at 
the California Institute of Technology, who have 
special equipment for controlling environmental 
factors, have actually found a stimulation to 
growth and fruiting of tomatoes and eggplants 
from partial shade during the latter part of the 
day. Apparently, these species synthesize carbo- 
hydrates very actively during the morning and 
then benefit from a period of reduced light when 
they can be transferred to various parts of the 
plant. 


PLANTING TOMATOES where they will have 
afternoon shade and, at the same time, be pro- 
tected from the first frosts appears to be a good 
scheme. According to Dr. F. W. Went of Cali- 
fornia Tech, who has directed these experiments, 
the old gardeners’ adage that morning sun is 
most beneficial should be supplemented by the 
statement that there is benefit to many plants 
from afternoon shade. 


LETTUCE AND CAULIFLOWER in these same 
experiments were retarded in growth by any 
amount of shade, while celery and beets were 
little affected. No doubt, this excellent work on 
the fundamentals of plant growth will contribute 
further to the change in gardening from an art 
to an applied science. 


A LATE SPRING FROST after a prolonged dry 
spell did considerable damage in many northern 
areas this year, but I noticed several irrigated 
gardens that showed no ill effects. Apparently, 
the damage was severe only where the dry sur- 
face soil prevented heat from radiating outward. 
Water is a good conductor and protects plants 
against light frosts by insuring an upward move- 
ment of subsoil heat on still nights. 


IRRIGATION WATER also protects plants be- 
cause of the actual heat it contains, even though

If you live in the white space on the 
map, you have the climate described on 
the facing page. If you live outside the 
white area, you have a different one—how 
different, this map will tell you. For in- 
stance, the climate of Newton, N. J., is 
quite different from that of Plainfield, 
only 50 miles away—10% less winter sun, 
% less rain, 5% colder summer and 
winter. Yet you can go 175 miles from 
Dublin, Md., (just west of Wilmington) 
to Rockville Center, Long Island, and 
find the same climate all the way. If you 
live in New York City or Philadelphia 
(black on map) you can figure on being 
10 degrees warmer than the surrounding 
countryside, winter and summer. These 
facts are important to comfort. Use them!

he weather’s fine in this climate for more than half the 
fen But there are plenty of other times when the natives 
wish they had never seen the place. Actually, of course, 
they're no worse off than two-thirds of the rest of us. 
Because, climatically, most Americans are caught between 
the upper and nether millstones of what geographers blandly 
call a “temperate zone.” Only the averages are temperate, 
and our bodies do not live with averages. They have to 
endure actual extremes which fluctuate from season to season, 
day to day, even hour to hour. So, for comfort, our houses 


must harness the climate, tame it, smoothe out the rough spots. 


The thermometer skips up and down 

A house for a climate like this one must first of all reckon 
with temperature. Most of us would function efficiently, 
fully clothed and moderately active, in a temperature of 
between 65° and 68° F. But the climate of this area is 
uncooperative, and provides the residents with only about 
one hour out of three of that ideal condition. The rest of 
the time it’s either too hot or too cold. You can see at a 


glance how the average year breaks down: 


(85°- 105°F) You need fans or air 
conditioning 

( 65°-85°F) You can relax 

(45°-65°F) Fireplace, wall-heaters or low 
central heat will do

This means that if you live in the white area on the map (or 


a climate like it), your house should be designed to hold in 
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man-made heat for 69% of the year, hold natural hzat out 
for 31% of the year. Put it another way: 69¢ out of your 
comfort-producing building dollar should be spent on making 
the house winter-warm, 31¢ on keeping it summer-cool. Struc- 
turally, your house should be designed to resist the destructive 
freeze-thaw effect; for in an average New Jersey winter, the 
thermometer will cross the freezing line twice a day for an 


average of 68 days. 


Humidity: better too little than too much 
High humidity makes you feel hotter when the thermometer 
is up, colder when the thermometer is down. Low humidities, 
on the other hand, tend to make most people feel better, no 
matter what the temperature. A house in this region has an 


average humidity picture like this: 


25% of the year humidity will be excessive (60% and up)

This record looks pretty good until you remember that the 
periods of excessive humidity fall exactly in the hottest 
months—June, July, August. Combined with the high temper- 
atures and low winds of this period, they can make you not 
only feel wretched but sharply reduce your efficiency. From 
the above you can see that a comfortable house must devote 
25% of its energies to combating excessive humidity. Ideally 
you should dry the air. But since residential dehumidifica- 
tion is fairly expensive, your best bet, comfort-wise, is to 
move the air. Plan on big window openings, cross ventilation, 
and attic fans. Since dry air does less damage to you and 
your possessions, it’s not so serious a problem, though you'll 


want humidification in winter to prevent dry nasal passages. 


Precipitation means rot, rust, mud, and mildew 

Like most of the East Coast, this N.Y.-N.J. climate zone 
has quite a bit of rain. On the average, 43 in. will fall in a 
year (as compared with Phoenix, Arizona, which is lucky to 
get 9 in.). The monthly precipitation rate ranges from 3 in. 
for December (including melted snow) to 4.3 in. for August. 
In a very cold winter, snow might lie on the ground from 
late November until late March. But this is the exception. 
Snow in this area usually stays on the ground only 2 or 3 
days, freezing at night and thawing in the daytime. 

Taken together, all this adds up to one thing: house and 
grounds will be wet for much of the year. Generally speak- 
ing, you'll want to select wall and roof surfacings that shed 
water easily. You'll take precautions against rot, mildew 


and rust. Handle roof and yard drainage carefully. 


The sun can be your undoing 
There are two ways in which sun affects your comfort, and 
you should bear them in mind for a house in this (or any 


similar) climate. For about nine (Continued on page 320)

began with a Tree 


his 1949 Pace-Setter House is extra blessed 

with creature comforts. Why? Because it ob- 
serves the new laws of Climate Control. The lucky 
occupants of this house—who are still unknown— 
will have cooler days and nights in summer. They 
will enjoy an earlier spring than their neighbors and 
will be taking sun baths on their private back terrace 
by the middle of April, when fur coats are still being 
worn on the street in front of the house. For them, 
winter will come later than for almost anyone else 
in Orange, N. J. It is entirely possible they will eat 


Thanksgiving dinner outdoors, if that festive day is 
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sunny and windless. For this house truly smooths the 
edges off undesirable weather. 

“How does it do it? By being oriented ‘right: to the 
compass (for the sun), for the winds, and by skill- 
fully using a big, existing, deciduous tree as a 
weather weapon. 

In fact, the tree was the key to both the site plan 
and the floor plan. It would throw a big 100-foot 
circle of shade in the summer, into which the house 
and its terrace could edge for coolth. Yet it would be 
bare in winter, so it would not interfere with any 


plans to bring the sun into the main living room, for 

















solar heating purposes, in winter. In short, the 
tree would reverse its comfort work from sum- 
mer to winter. It would work free, too, since it 
was already on the lot. 

To make the most of this gift of nature meant 
placing the terrace and the key rooms that 
were to benefit from it to the north of the 
beech tree. So it was done. Observe the Great Room! 

But that left unsolved the problem of shade protection 
from the western (and hottest) sun, as well as privacy pro- 
tection from the street and a windbreak against the cold- 
weather winds from the west. 

Mr. Schmidlin, the architect, made the right decision. 
He used the service wing as a windbreak and shade-maker— 
to the west of the key area. It meant putting the main mass 
of the house on the west side of the lot, fairly close to the 


street, Had it not been for the lot’s second “natural resource” 





this would not have been wise. But there was 
a double row of thick conifiers along the front 
property line. They were 30 feet tall, with 
branches close to the ground, and could be used 
to screen the house from the street as well as 
the hot western sun. 

You can see from the plot plan below that 
the house was placed in just this fashion. 

One of the main objectives in Climate Control in areas 
where winter lasts too long is to extend your outdoor living 
season. This means you need to create windless sunpockets 
that will be miserly about storing up the sun’s heat, so you 
can sit out even when there is snow on the ground. This 
house has four terraces, each with a different exposure. The 
one shown above (and on page 195) is the winter terrace, 
which faces south and is open to the west. This is the direc- 


tion from which the sun is the (Continued on page 300)

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Color and Light 


in Climate Control 


You can live better—physically and mentally— 


if you manipulate color and light to 


improve your own personal environment 


aL effect of color on people is one of the better known 
facts of life. Medicine uses it on mental cases. Industry 
uses color to increase efficiency. The dietitian uses it to whet 
the appetite. 

Yet, when we decorate our homes we ignore the physiologi- 
cal effects of color. We blame our jitters on fatigue, our sense 
of frustration on false causes. We think we need a change of 
scenery when all we may need is a change in color scheme. 

What’s color got to do with how we feel? Well, first, let’s 
settle on what color is? Actually, we see color because the 
surfaces around us reflect light. What color we see depends on 
the texture and pigmentation of the surface. This is because 
the surface absorbs certain parts of the spectrum and reflects 
others. So we must think of color in terms of light. We'll call 
this presence of light around us our light environment. 

Now, our light environment doesn’t affect just our eyes. It 
also gives our muscles, our nerves, and our emotions a work- 
out. Dr. Darell Boyd Harmon proved this in his studies of 
elementary school children. The process of seeing, he says, 
involves the whole body. Watch the child in the dim light 
back by the cloak room. He has to strain forward to read his 
geography book. The youngster next to the window has a 
shaft of sunlight angling across his desk. He has to make an 
abnormal adjustment, not only of his eyes but also of his 
head, back, and shoulders. The child has to strain to keep 
his eyes on his book and not on the bright patch of light that 


tries to draw them away. And, in addition, each time his eye 


passes from the white page to the dark desk surrounding it, 
his eyes have to adjust themselves. 

This kind of strain results in visual defects. Dr. Harmon 
checked 160,000 Texas school children. Visual difficulties with 
school work increased from 18% in the first grade to 40% 
in the third, and 82% the graduating class. Something 


pretty wrong, somewhere! 


Dr. Harmon’s same study shows how the body suffers.

Poor light environment forces abnormal effort and unnatural 
posture. This eats up nutrients that should go for normal 
growth and protection against infection. The result: Of every 
100 children with visual defects, 62 were handicapped by 
nutritional difficulties, 71 had symptoms of chronic infection. 
“Here,” Dr. Harmon points out, “is one reason why fully 70% 
of us, at forty, carry within us those chronic and hard-to-diag- 
nose ailments which plague middle and later life.” 

To combat this condition Dr. Harmon went to work on 
classroom design. He developed a technique that provides just 
the kind of light environment that children need for their 
close visual work. He began by providing more light. By 
using shields and glass block, he bent and broke up the light, 
got rid of glare, and gained a balanced distribution of light 
throughout the room. 

The Harmon technique goes further. Classroom walls are 
tinted with several colors. Blackboards are no longer black, 
but yellow-green. Chalk is yellow. Desks are natural wood. 
Floors are light. All this makes for prettier classrooms. It 
also does the more important job of giving the youngsters 
a light environment where there is a minimum of psycho- 
logical and physical stress. ; 

In six months time visual difficulties and nutritional prob- 


lems were cut in half. Signs of (Continued on page 307)

The 1949 Pace-Setter House shows you the way 


to transfer climate stresses from 


your own shoulders to building material and equipment 


i really comfortable the year round at the Pace- 
Setter House. To get the same kind of comfort, you’ve 
got to rip your own climate apart and analyze it the 
same way—from every angle. Only then can you select 
materials adequate to take the punishment and mechan- 
ical equipment to tame weather extremes. On page 203, 
you'll find the climate of this site analyzed bit by bit. 
Here you'll find out exactly how the Pace-Setter House 


centrols each element of climate. 


It moderates the temperatures, year round 


Outside, the thermometer ranges from minus 5° to 
105°. The house must hold in heat 69% of the year. For 
the remaining 31%, the house has exactly the opposite 
problem—it must keep summer heat out. And the house 
must always be a barrier to heat movement, in one direc- 
tion or the other. Structurally, it must withstand enormous 
internal stresses, as moisture in its very pores is alter- 
nately frozen and thawed 68 times a year. 

To meet this condition, the Pace-Setter House has 
six kinds of heating: 

1. Winter air conditioning, everywhere but service 
wing, delivers air that’s (a) warmed, (b) humidified for 
winter health of both house and inhabitants, (c) filtered 
as it should be in industrial New Jersey, and (d) circu- 
lated by blower through a system of ducts. 

2. Radiant heating in Great Room and baths uses hot 
water coils in subfloors (diagram on pages 252 and 253). 
3. Convector-type radiators heat service wing. All 
three of these systems are served by one gas-fired boiler 
and ingeniously hooked up with a series of indoor- 
outdoor controls which anticipate change in weather. 


4. Open fireplaces in Master Bedroom, Living Room,

9. Solar heating in the Great Room uses insulating 
glass window wall facing south.

To keep all this heat inside, where it belongs, the 
house is very carefully insulated. The Great Room ceil- 
ing contains 2 in. of cork insulation; elsewhere in roof 
and walls there is 4 in. of rock wool. The heated floor 
of the Great Room floats on a 4 in. layer of insulating 
concrete. Other ground-level floors have 3 in. of glass 
fiber insulation. Doors and windows are of wood glazed 


with double-paned, insulating glass and weatherstripped. 


The house keeps itself cool in summer two ways: 
Windows are generously sized and located for natural 
cross ventilation. But when breezes fail, one of the 
heating systems takes over. The warm air ducts work in 
reverse, so to speak, circulating cool air from the base- 
ment up into the living quarters. Ventilated basement 
(in some places merely a crawl space) keeps floors cool 
and dry. Roofs and attic space are ventilated, to wash 


away sun heat before it gets in living space. 


How the house sheds water 


Like a large, many-faceted umbrella, the house sheds 
rain, snow, hail, and sleet. Roof surfacing on main 
house is wood shingles, on a watertight underlayer of 
felt; the Great Room roof is felt-and-asphalt, gravel- 
topped. Flashing is copper throughout. Roofs are pitched 
for quick drainage, and the gutter system is designed 
to handle the inch of rain that sometimes falls during

| s houses in cold climates use glass in greater abundance. 

A there comes an urgent need for a new kind of garden 
whose beauty won't be destroyed by winter cold. For when the 
outdoors is always very much a part of the indoors you can’t 
tolerate six to nine months of brown bareness. No longer 


can your plants be part-time occupants of your property,

dressing up unimportant spots in your yard. Now each plant 
becomes as important as a piece of furniture or a painting, 
for you are going to live with it 365 days a year. 

So you must choose wisely. And some basic rules should 
be followed. Your garden must be built around woody shrubs, 
meaning many evergreens and only a few shrubs that lose 
their leaves when frost comes. Surprisingly, cold climates 
allow better-looking shrubs than warm climates. Growing 
s.ower, the shrubs take on more character—twisted and angu- 
lar trunks, bunchy growths of leaves and a weathered, buf- 
feted look. In warm climates, unfortunately, shrubs shoot up 
unchecked, and gardeners regularly must chop the branches 
back severely to keep the shrubs in bounds. 

Now rule two. You don’t look for exotic shrubs: the twelve- 
months garden stars the plants you already know. Until now 
these handsome but misplaced shrubs always have been rele-

In many kitchens, much time and energy 
are wasted because little or no thought 
has been given to what tools are used 
where. Here everything needed to bake 
a cake or make a pie is together. Mix- 
ing spoons, cooky cutters, and such go 
in the top divided drawer. Pie and cake 
tins are “filed” in the lowest one. Be- 
tween goes the cake itself on a wire 
shelf in a tinned container with hinged 
cover. Bread goes below cake shelf.

The old-time separate pantry had something in its favor. It had a 
lot of storage space, long counters to spread things on, usually a 
sink of its own. As we live today, it makes more sense to incorporate 
pantry functions into the kitchen as a single unit rather than keep 
them separate. It also makes sense to plan one special part of it as 
a beverage center. Here. then, all in one place and well removed 
from interference with the cook, is a separate beverage center. Here 
are glasses, trays, lockable and compartmented shelves for the 
liquor supply. Also, tall shelves for tall things like cocktail shak- 
ers, pitchers, ice buckets. decanters. Shallow drawers hold bottle 
openers, jiggers, ice tongs. and crushers. Note that sink is big 
and extra deep, with a gooseneck faucet to permit handling tall 
shakers and vases without danger of breakage.

> Nighttime lighting wherever it is needed 


Glass fronts and shelves on glass cabinets in beverage center 
permit you to locate at once what you want. At night, a built-in 
light throws rays up through the shelves, down on counter. 
Counter is of vinyl, a thermoplastic that is durable, resilient, 
stain-resistant, easy to clean—all valuable qualities where there 
is likely to be hard wear and spillage. The close-ups of the com- 
ponent parts of pantry on these two pages show how important 
it is to choose (from available stock cabinets) those which are 
specifically designed for the things you intend to put into them. 


> Shallow drawers for linen, deep ones for silver 


Silver serving pieces, with their varying sizes and shapes, are 
likely to be a problem. Too often they stand around collecting 
dust, are never clean when wanted. A 12”-deep drawer will hold 
platters, vegetables dishes, pitchers. etc., of the average house- 
hold. And the drawer has a lock! Shallow 6”-deep drawers in 
this bank, are the right depth for storing linen without mussing. 








4 Silver, liquor under lock and key 


\ lock provides security for flat silver wheth- 
er the family is at home or away. A series of 
shallow inner drawers behind a single lock- 
able door are grooved to take the different flat 
pieces, and lined and covered with tarnish- 
resistant flannel. If you begrudge time spent 
polishing silver and hate to see your fine 
pieces getting scratched as they rattle around 
loose in a drawer not engineered for them, 
this is the kind of stock cabinet to consider. 
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» Large, separate storage for reserve supplies 


It’s one thing to have all the supplies needed from day to 
day near your main kitchen work center; it’s quite another 
to have an easily accessible place for reserve supplies. A 
well-run house needs extras in canned goods, cleaning 
compounds, paper towels, etc. against the day of unex~ 
pected guests, bad weather on the road, or other circum- 
stances which make it undesirable to go to the store. Out 





of the way in the Pace-Setter kitchen is a bank of cabinets 





for this very purpose. The center section is a cleaning 
closet for those tools needed in the kitchen. (For other 
cleaning closets, see facing page.) Here also is the 
invaluable household tool box for minor repair emergencies.

> Second-floor cleaning closet 


A cleaning closet on the second floor as- 
sures as thorough cleaning here as on the 
first. Tools and supplies are stored where 
used: there is no carrying of heavy and 
bulky articles upstairs. In the second floor 
hall, such a closet takes a vacuum cleaner, 
brushes on hook strips, mops and brooms 
on grab hooks, polishes and waxes on 
the shelf. Buying duplicate equipment to 
begin with is worth the time saved. 


> A home freezer 


A home freezer is an essential in a suburban 
home where both planned and_ spur-of-the- 
moment entertaining are the order of the day. 
This one is safely located on a low platform 
in the garage. Here it is conveniently accessi- 
ble and leaves kitchen and laundry free for 
the greater activity normally going on there. 





> Central cleaning closet 


To serve living area. main cleaning closet on first floor is 
centrally located. Order here is automatic, thanks to careful 
dimensioning for tools and supplies stored there, and to 
suitable hardware fittings like grab hooks, cleaner-hose 
bracket, etc. One shelf is extra high to accommodate a house- 
maid’s bucket with all its small brushes, cloths. abrasives. etc. 
A locked cabinet for poisons is a good safety measure.

a shocked visitor to the Pace-Setter House ex- 
claimed when she saw the maid’s room pictured across 
the page. 
“Of course it is,” we said. “Why shouldn’t it be?” 
“A servant girl would be spoiled rotten by a room like 
this,” our dowager replied firmly as she marched out. 
That lady considered herself an authority on the ser- 
vant problem, having rolled up a score of eight goose 
eggs in eight months. But if she had stopped to listen, 
we'd have told her why she can’t get or keep a maid. 


Her trouble 





and it may also be yours—is that she is 


thinking of servants with her grandmother's mind. The

truth is that the “servant girl” just isn’t any more in 
America. She is a 19th-century by-gone. We got her from 
Europe during the great non-quota period of the 1800's 
—a brawny, industrious immigrant who was happy to 
cook, wash, and scrub for strangers in return for a roof 
over her head in the land of opportunity. And it isn’t 
unfair to say that she was expected to take whatever 
came her way gratefully, including a workday from 
6 a.m. till exhaustion, and a room in the attic furnished 
with the family’s junk. Almost anyone could afford her 
because she was cheap and plentiful. To millions of 
Americans she established the accepted pattern of what 
a domestic should be. 

But you will never see her like again. Face up to the 
social and economic changes of the past 50 years and 
you will understand why. We no longer have a rich jack- 
pot of cheap, imported labor. The girl you would like 
to broil your steaks and run your vacuum cleaner 
will be, in all probability, a native-born American with 
a high-school education. She is no humble, beholden 
slavey, but a worker with a skill to sell to an employer. 


Like every other worker, she is aware—if you have for- 


gotten—of labor laws, of 8-hour days, of 40-hour weeks. 


Beautirut, Novemser, 1949 


If she is worth your hiring in the first place, she will 
have as much pride in her dignity as a human being as 
she has in her work. So there will be no palming off of 
that attic shakedown on her. She will rightfully expect 
private, pretty, comfortable surroundings in which to do 
her personal off-duty living. You, if you’re smart, will 
make these quarters so enticing that shell never want to 
leave you. Thai will explain the reasoning behind the 
chintz-gay bedroom opposite, its sitting room comfort, 
its useful, of-this-era furnishings, its lamps, radio, and 
attractive bath. 

If you cannot accept her on these terms, if you rebel 
at the notion that a domestic worker should live as good 
a life in your home as you do, then a servant who “lives 
in” is not for you. Either do without or hire part-time 
help. That is enlightened self-interest and the 1949 way 


of solving the servant problem.

the heating system 
those that tell you 

There’s nothing new about an 
automatic indoor thermostat. But 
this house goes a step further: It 
has several indoor thermostats to 
handle the several kinds of heating, 
all teamed up with another one out- 
doors. Thus the heating system as 
a whole anticipates weather changes 
before the house gets either over- 
heated or underheated. The thermo- 
stats keep the boiler informed as to 
just how much hot water each room 
will need and how hot it should be. 
Result: 

While the house supplies winter 
warmth automatically, it can’t do 


more comfort from less fuel. 


the opposite in summer. You have 
to open the windows, turn on the 
attic fan, or start the air-cooling 
system. Hence the second set of 
weather instruments—those that tell 
you what to do. Without them, you 
must wait for discomfort before you 
know it’s on the way; with them 
you're notified in advance and can 
make the necessary preparations 
before it gets too hot or too humid 
or both. 

When the humidity soars, human 
comfort demands air movement and 
plenty of it. You'll have air move- 
ment by the time you need it if 
you'll check the hygrometer in the 
Dining Room. It gives you at a 
glance the moisture content of the 

ir; knowing this, you can decide 
how many windows to open and 
whether to start the attic fan also. 

Thermometers spotted about the 
house will tell you when to start the 
air-cooling system, which circulates 
cool basement air through the heat- 
ing-system ducts, (It costs money

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to run it, so you won’t want it on 
when it’s not needed.) Check the 
thermometer in the Dining Room 
on the first floor, or in the All-Pur- 
pose Room if you're upstairs. The 
Master Bedroom has another one 
which gives you both indoor and 
outdoor temperatures on the inside. 

A fourth one is paired with a 
barometer near the front door. To- 
gether they tell you what coat to 


wear to the office and whether or 
not to carry your umbrella. 

If you really want to get serious 
about anticipating the weather, as 
Thomas Jefferson did in his house, 
there are many other devices you 
might look into. But whether you 
stick to just a few simple instru- 
ments or set up a complete weather 
station of your own, they'll give you 
better living in any climate.

on the insulating glass—the inside 


panels simply don’t get cold 
enough. Man-made humidity in 


kitchen and master bath is shunted 
directly to the outside by individual 
motor-driven exhaust fans. 


Sun is friend, not enemy 

Because this house understands 
its solar problem, it’s able to put 
the sun to work. In winter, the 
area receives only 56% of possible 
sunshine. This the house welcomes 
with large glass areas to south, east, 
and west. In summer, though, 66% 
of possible sunshine beats down 
unmercifully. This the house turns 
away. To help in the problem of 
sun control. the house uses its trees 
scientifically. From them it bor- 
rows summer shading that would 
cost a pretty penny if the house 
had to do it by purely structural 
means.

in use, it is, of course, horizontal. 
A Magnavox Hepplewhite, a 
standard model except for its ebony 
finish, was installed in the living 
room. This receiver has a 121/-inch 
picture tube with a screen area of 
about 90 square inches. It also is 
equipped with an AM and FM 
radio plus duomatic phonograph. 
A special kind of television an- 
tenna had to be worked out at the 
Pace-Seiter House. Architect Emil 
Schmidlin didn’t want the TV an- 
tenna on the roof. He thought it 
would mar the balance of his com- 
position. The installation man was 
told to search for some other ele- 
vation for his antenna. an incon- 
spicuous spot that wouldn't strike 
a wrong note in the architectural 
picture. The attic is occasionally a 
second choice to the roof. But this 
house had no attic. However. an ex- 
ploration of the premises discovered 
a sturdy tree near the house. One 
of the branches, about 30 feet from 
the ground, afforded a good, direct 
air shot at the New York area 
where the great television stations 
which are accessible from the 


Pace-Setter House are operating. 

This didn’t completely solve the 
problem. An antenna has to be con- 
nected to its receiver by a lead-in 
wire. Elevated wires would be con- 
sidered taboo in this setting. Hence 
the lead-in cable was run from the 
set to the cellar and from there un- 
derneath the new sod to the tree 
trunk and up the tree 30 feet to | 
the designated branch. 

Such a cable has to be snugly 
hooked up. Otherwise the signal | 
will lose in strength or clarity or 
both. In this case a special type of 
coaxial cable was chosen. It had 
been developed during the war for | 
use on naval vessels. Being re- | 
sistant to salt water conditions, it | 
will be secure. for some years, 





against erosion underground. It is | 
familiar to television service men as | 
the RG-58U coax and is a moder- | 
ate-price item at almost any tele- 
vision store. 

The basic antenna form used in 
the Pace-Setter House is the dipole. 
the simplest of the antennas. A re- 
flector has been placed behind it

hottest in the winter and would 
therefore be the warmest (if the 
wind were not blowing) of any of 
the four terraces. The masonry 
walls behind this area will absorb 
heat and radiate it at people sit- 
ting there. A dark gray slate has 
been used for the paving of this 
sun-pocket, because dark stone ab- 
sorbs more solar heat and holds it 
longer. This dark paving would 
not be bothersome in summertime. 
as no windows overlook it. and in 
summer you would never sit there 
in hot weather anyway. 

This is not a simon-pure solar 
house because of the size and 
shape of the plot. Besides, this 
region gets only 56% of possible 
winter sunshine (which means that 
the amount of heat you get from 
the sun may not be great enough 
to warrant giving up other impor- 
tant things in your plan). How- 
ever, spring and fall get much 
more sun (63% and 66%). which 
means that solar heat can be of 
real value during these periods. 
Of course, whatever its value as 
a heat source, sunshine is psycho- 
logically pleasant in all but the 
hottest weather. All rooms should 
get some, sometime during the day. 
If you study this house. you'll see 
that these considerations have been

repean Painting, by Margaretta 
Salinger. Harper & Brothers, New 
York. 

Do you know that a non-garden- 
ing artist takes an entirely different 
attitude toward a flower painting 
from that taken by an artist who 
is fundamentally interested in the 
flower and its personal appeal? For 
instance. Odilon Redon likes flow- 
ers as I. a flower-lover, like auto- 
mobiles. I like their spirit. speed. 
and get-me-there ability. I don’t 
care about the transmission as long 
as it transmits. Redon doesn’t care 
about the flowers. where they come 
from. who named them, and even 
whether they bear stamens and pis- 
tils—but he does love their spirit. 
On the other hand. Paul Cézanne 
may have painted a beautiful flower 
study. but—oh. shades of modern 
flower arrangers—he treats his flow- 
ers as if they were a bunch of joss 
sticks or a handkerchief stuffed 
into a coat pocket. And he loves 
them when they have become old.

speaking and 
knowing whereof he speaks, takes 
us through the process of compos- 


ing a piece of music and shows us 


that this process involves both the 
brain and a strong right arm. Fur- 
ther, I liked his tribute to the saxo- 
phone, which he calls the Mongrel 
Prima Donna. his defense of mod- 
ern music, his tribute to Moussorg- 
sky, a great genius who has not yet 
fully come into his own, and a chap- 
ter called “The Dislike Is Mutual.” 
which proves that the judgments of 
composers of other men’s works 
were something less than infallible. 
Occasionally Mr. Taylor’s suave 
pen strays into the byways of coy- 
ness, but. all in all, the new book 
shows him to be still a writer who 
can tell you important truths about 
music without having to breathe 
heavily through his nostrils.

pose is to discriminate more finely 
between signals.

Installation costs may seem high 
but they are usually justified. It 
takes a lot of time and study to 
install an antenna and adjust it so 
as to get reception of the best 
quality from the most stations. 
Houses only a few doors apart often 
present startlingly different recep- 
tion problems. 

Manufacturers and their engi- 
neers disagree as to the minimum 
antenna requirements in the aver- 
age locations. Most of them contend 
that superior reception can be ob- 
tained only through an outdoor an- 
tenna which has been adjusted to 
its site with painstaking precision. 
It is acknowledged that indoor an- 
tennas have delivered first rate 
video pictures in homes where the 
television signal is strong and not 
blocked off by buildings, bridges, 
or other obstructions. These indoor 
antennas come in varied shapes and 
sizes. Some are placed in windows. 
Different methods are used to con- 
ceal them, for their decorative val- 
ues are definitely negative. 

Some are laid underneath the 
carpet. But the real TV addict is 
not affronted by any of them. 

Some of the 1950 models have 
built-in antennas. They are effective

After a pilgrimage to that grea 
and beautiful city, all Italy waits to be investigated by t 
American visitor. Travel north, for instance, into Tuscany t 
see the blazing blue sky and terra cotta of Florence, the renais 
sance richness of its palaces and churches. Travel east to Sien 
to see with your own eyes the celebrated Campo of Siena, wher 
the semi-annual “Polio” or street race is held with traditiona 
medieval pomp. 

Southward from Rome, Pan American Airlines, which ig 
making the way smooth for thousands of pilgrims this year 
suggests a side-pilgrimage te the hallowed ground of Mont 
Cassino.

A nal 
climb on the serpentine road beyond, and a black-robed Bene- 
dictine will greet you, guiding you through one of the most 
significant monasteries in Church history. | 


A fair road follows the Garigliano River 35 miles west to 





Formio on the Gulf of Gaeta, where you can lunch Neapolitan 
style, feasting your eyes on the gaudy fishing boats plying the 
blue water. From Formio, the excellent Via Appia through the 
reclaimed Pontine Marshes takes you back to Rome, either 
direct or with a detour to Anzio, if time permits.

To save time and energy shop as much as 
possible by phone. 

Line up your candles and candlesticks. See that 
fruit bowls and nut bowls are ready to hold their 
store of tangerines, persimmons, walnuts, or what- 
ever seasonal extras are traditional with you.

We’re assuming that any major housecleaning 
upheaval is over and done with by now, so that all 
that remains is to dress the house in its holiday 
trimming.

The Fork Supper 


Entertaining a large crowd in small quar- 


ters is no headache if you know the rules 


by M. F. K. Fisher 


ne of the many phenomena peculiar to this one period 
of this one century, I think, may be what is currently 
referred to as “the fork supper.” 

I doubt that my parents would recognize the term, and 
ten years from now perhaps my children won't. But today, in 
almost every part of America. it means an evening meal, 
usually fairly-to-completely informal. which is served from a 
buffet table. usually by the guests themselves. and which is 
eaten standing up or sitting willy-nilly on stairs, the floor 
or chair-arms, usually in moderate-to-great discomfort. 

Fork suppers are irrevocably adapted to our small apart- 
ments, small kitchens. and the almost total lack of both 
servants and proper furnishings for entertaining more than a 
handful of people. that. whether we like them or not, we must 
bow to their disadvantages in order to break bread now and 
then ‘with any number exceeding six of our close friends. 
Fortunately we are a young and malleable people, as a 
society. and our manners have improved enormously since 
the day when any normally virile man hated to balance a 
plate upon his knee. and any woman of average coquetry 
shuddered at the thought of flirting on a love-seat over baked 
beans and brown bread, or barbecued spareribs. 

I do not know if current authorities on American etiquette 
have yet laid down many laws for such basically untidy 


feastings. but I should think the field would be practically 


limitless. I can think of many very pertinent dicta in my 


own unwritten primer of the Do’s and Don’ts of Dining. 

The first, for me, is never to serve anything that must be 
cut with a knife, or even with a fork, since such an operation 
is either impossible or highly dangerous. 

This perforce narrows the culinary boundaries: no steaks 
or chops. no sliced meats more than paper thick, no mush- 
rooms bigger than one decent mouthful. no breast of guinea 
hen. In reverse, it suggests things that can be picked up 
nicely, in the old-fashioned sense of that word: crisply 
fried small chicken legs (I have always wanted io serve a 
monumental platter of nothing else, piled like unwrapped 
wineflasks in an Italian vineyard, the drumsticks all pointing 
inward), little croquettes, grilled ribs for a very informal 
supper. and discreet adaptations of a hundred Near East and 
Middle East tidbits, the kind eaten by Arabs with their 
fingers. by Chinese with chopsticks. 

That. in turn. suggests my second rule: nothing that drips 
or dribbles should ever enter the picture. 

It means no thin sauces and very judiciously-served thick 
ones! It means that if you serve little rolled pancakes 
(called anything from canelloni to blintzes) with any kind of 
filling. the filling should be solid enough and_ flavorful 
enough to stay where it belongs and still taste adequate. It 
means. too. that fried things should be properly drained, 
and that barbecued or grilled things should not be doused 


too lavishly with the various juicy (Continued on page 193)

ost people entertain the way they do—and suffer through 

it—because their former maids were good cooks. They 

are still struggling to follow a grandiose party pattern that was 
set years ago when the lady of the house simply gave orders. 

It’s ridiculous, but true. For instance, the hostess who is 
doing her own work still gives you too much to eat. She believes 
she must, in order to live up to the tradition that party food must 
always be copious. She doesn’t feel she is entertaining unless she 
gives a sit-down dinner. She martyrs herself making hot breads 
(her mother always served hot breads). She runs herself ragged, 
trying to accomplish single-handedly what only a staff of trained 
servants could produce smoothly and graciously. 

As part of my own adjustment to this changing world, I have 
discovered that you can only entertain enjoyably if you don't 
attempt too much. It’s nonsense to say that entertaining requires 
no effort, but you can and should do what’s easiest for you, even 
if it means doing something different. 

I first proved this to myself by inaugurating Sunday brunch 
parties, because they suited my household schedule, my budget, 
and me. I offered my guests fishballs or curried eggs, two dishes 
hitherto unheard of as party food. My guests loved these parties. 
They became an institution. And I enjoyed them as much as the 
guests because I could manage them without fuss and fanfare. 

But the greatest blessing these brunches conferred on me as a 
hostess was to demonstrate the highly satisfactory character of 
the one-dish meal. It has been standard procedure with me ever 
since. It simplifies preparation, serving, and eating, and all you 
need to do is build up a small, good repertoire of a few excellent 
dishes and your menu-planning problems are over. You can serve 
the same dish time and again, acquiring a pleasant little fame 
for the w ay you prepare it. so that guests come to look forward 


to it when you entertain. The trick is to make this one dish so

WP\be greatest problem in flower arranging is to 
Ee an arrangement from becoming top- 
heavy and tipping over. Use a good floral clay, 
which is unaffected by moisture, to fasten a frog 
firmly into a container. It’s as fundamental as 
the use of nails in building a wooden house. 

|. Have plate and pin-type frog thoroughly air- 
dried. Break off piece of clay the size of a wal- 
nut and roll briskly on a dry surface to a long 
pencil-like strip. Place strips, completely around, 
not under, the frog. Press firmly into place. 
2. Cover edge of frog and all clay by using leaves 
cut as shown. Press them down around frog with 
sufficient overlap to conceal clay. 3, Stand can- 
dles in one inch of hot water for five minutes to 
prevent cracking colored outside layers when 
pressed down onto pins. 4. Flowers and candles 
now can't fall out, even if you tip arrangement 
on its side. 5, Use very few flowers and keep 
stems short in order not to interfere with candle 
flame. Try red candles, roses, holly for your 
Christmas table arrangement, or to be safely de- 


livered. lighted. to a shut-in on Christmas Eve. 








For a conversation piece, use a lump 
of floral clay to attach one perfect 
flower or spray of leaves to a plate. 


Gladioli. usually one of the hardest flow- 
ers to make “stay put,” behave nicely 
when you use the new flexible spiral 
(center photograph below). Pins allow 
use of any angle desired, and spiral sup- 
ports weight of stems. Foliage hides wire.

So close to the United States, yet so far away 
in spirit, scenery, and climate, 


Mexico is a perfect escapist paradise

e were seated on a terrace of the Hotel Victoria high 

over the town of Taxco. All around us were the colors of 
Mexico: the scarlet bougainvillia, the red poinsettias, the 
mounds of pink-white geranium leaning lazily against the 
burnt sienna houses, surrounded by incredibly colored, beau- 
tifully formed mountains. 

The sounds of Taxco drifted upward to our terrace: the 
irrepressible cry of the cock, the braying of a burro, the slosh 
of water dumped on a cobblestone street, a mother calling 
to her children. 

It was winter, and this was peace and warmth and serenity 


and we were far removed from the cold, quick tempo of life in 





the United States. We were far removed—until a fellow Amer- 
ican tourist spied us lolling in the sun. 

She looked at us with a mixture of shock and incredulity. 
“Aren't you going shopping?” she demanded. “The silver shops 
open in ten minutes.” 

To this earnest lady and thousands of others, Mexico is a 
case of love at purse-sight, a scenic vacationland where one can 
buy pottery, silver, native clothes, and leather goods at fan- 
tastically low prices. 

Mexico is a country of beautiful handicrafts (and of these 
we have much to say later), but as any seasoned traveler 
knows, it is not the material souvenirs of a land that enrich 
the traveler so much as it is the wider viewpoint, the different 
ideas. and the culture of another people that he brings home 
with him. 

Mexicans have a heritage and a way of life completely differ- 
ent from the influences that have shaped our own national 
culture. Observing their philosophy of life for the first time, 


most Americans are completely charmed. Others, of course, 


trying to do business along American lines, fume and com- 
plain that they can accomplish precious little. But for those 
few who carp, there are thousands completely captivated by 
the Mexican way. That’s why each year more and more Amer- 
icans establish residences in Mexico City. Taxco, San Miguel de 
Allende, Cuernavaca, and Acapulco. 

“I never knew how to relax and enjoy peace of mind.” an 
American woman told us in Cuernavaca, “until I moved down 
here. These people have taught me that there is more in life than 
the unbridled accumulation of money. The average Mexican 
earns about $30 a year and yet he’s one of the happiest men 
on earth.” 

The reasons are simple: To a Mexican his afternoon siesta 
is worth more than the profit he might have made selling his 
serapes. By the same token he’d rather go to the market to sell 
his wares than have them bought up before he gets to his 
appointed place. He believes in the nowness of life, in the 
theory which holds that you can sleep in only one bed at a time. 
eat one meal at a time, wear one suit and so on. 

During a fiesta in Cuernavaca, for example, a Mexican asked 


us why Americans are always rushing (Continued on page 207)

Practical know-how 


You can use an insect sprayer for gilding or 
silvering, and also for ordinary paint when 
it's thinned. Make yourself a protective 
newspaper “'shell'’ to spray against. 

Cooking oil will make all leaves shine 
beautifully. 

There's one kind of scotch tape that's 
sticky on both sides—a real timesaver for 
fastening things to the wall. 

Use very thin florist's wire instead of 
thread whenever possible; twisting is faster 
than tying. 

Pin holders for flowers will hold candles 
securely, too. So will modeling clay. Chicken 
wire is best for holding greens in place. 

Save bits of paper and ribbon from your 
gift wrapping; they'll come in handy when 
you are trimming miniature trees. 

Keeping Christmas trees and greens damp 
as long as possible will make them more 
fire-resistant than treatment with chemicals, 
so keep your tree standing in water. Watch 
metallic decorations; keep them from touch- 
ing metal lamp shells on your tree lights.

You see a lot of strange places 
n strange climates. Maybe, digging into this climate thing, I'll 


ind some answers. 


And it has only just dawned on me: “Hey, Langewiesche, this 
means you! You are not talking about pampered people living 
in imaginary houses. You dope, you are talking about yourself— 
your poor, hard-working self—and your own down-trodden wife, 
about your own apartment in the New York suburbs.” 

This is the thing I want you to see. I have learned to feel, on 
my own skin, what the doctors and the engineers mean when 
they talk about Radiant Heat, Convected Heat, Evaporation-cool- 
ing, Metabolism and all the rest. 

You know what they say: Whether you feel too warm, or too 
cold, depends on lots of other things besides the thermometer 
reading. It depends on many things: your metabolism, i.e., your 
own internal production of animal heat; how warm or cool the 
air is; how much radiant heat you get from, or send to, the 
walls, floor and ceiling: how moist your skin is, and how dry 
the air is; how much air-movement there is. 

Well, all that is really true! It’s not a mathematical abstrac- 
tion of the heating engineers. It is a plain description of what 
happens to you all the time. 

You can plainly feel it 
happening. 

i have learned to tell one 
sort of heat or cold from 
the others, and it helps me 
do something about it. For 
example: at this moment, 
I am working in fairly dry 
air, warm but not hot, with 
just enough breeze through 
the room to make it com- 
fortable. But the sun has 
heated up the attic above 


me all day. The ceiling has 





warmed up. I can feel it 
radiate heat at me. My friend, Dr. Landsberg, calls it “the attic

I would have said, “Well, this can’t be 

hot for long now; the breeze must have just begun to blow 


through here. It will be okay in a few minutes.” But I’d have 


been wrong. I know it won’t cool till perhaps 3 A.M.

Or, let’s assume I had vaguely realized that the wall-temperature 
has something to do with feeling hot or cold. I would have put 
a hand on the wall and felt it and found it not hot—in fact, 
slightly cooler than my hand. So I would have said (wrongly) : 
“Well, the walls aren’t hot, its OK.” I didn’t realize then what I 
know now—even a wall of about skin temperature (about 80° F.) 
_ has a terrific heating effect. In the best kind of radiant heating 
plant, that’s as warm as your walls and floor ever get—about 
80° F. So, actually, 1 would have been fixing to spend a summer 
night in a room heated as though it were winter! 

But I’ve acquired savvy. I notice still another thing. Much of 
the radiant heat comes from the ceiling. If you stand in this 


room (making up your mind whether it is cool enough to sleep

in), the radiant heat shines down oniy on the top of your head 
and the top of your shoulders. Not much of you is heated, there- 
fore. But when you lie down, the whole length of you is exposed 
to these heat-rays; the heating effect is suddenly many times as 
oppressive as it was when you were standing up. So we now say: 
“This is hopeless, let’s put up cots in the living room” (which 
has a full north exposure and good, active cross ventilation. ) 

So that’s the difference between Before Climate Control and 


After Climate Control. Before, I merely knew I was cold or I 


oT 


was hot. Now I can tell exactly why I am. I don’t think this has 
made me a sissy about heat or cold—any more than I was before. 
And now I’m better fixed to do something about it. 

It’s like malaria. People knew 2,000 years ago that a fever 
lurked in certain swamps in warm climates. But that’s all they 
knew. They were vague about it. They blamed the air, or some 
vapor in the air. Some were a little more precise and blamed the 
night air of those swamps. At any rate, they could do nothing 
about malaria, except stay away from those places. 

Today we know (1) it’s a bug, (2) the bug is carried by mos- 
quitoes, (3) the mosquito is a special kind, (4) only the females 
of that kind carry the bug, (5) only one in about 200 of such 
female mosquitoes actually carry the bug, (6) they bite at night. 
Bingo! It’s perfectly clear what you must do for malaria pre- 
vention, quite apart from any drugs or medical procedures. Wear 
‘ong trousers and sleeves after dark, have mosquito netting and 
sect screens; also find out whether that kind of mosquitoes 
are around, and if they are, go after them and exterminate them. 

But knowing why I am uncomfortable has made me more im- 
patient of discomfort. Because I can now tell exactly what my 
trouble is, I can fix it. It will amaze you, once you wake up to 
these things, how you can make yourself more comfortable. 

We live in a rented apartment. This means we can’t do any- 
thing fundamental or radical to make ourselves much more com- 
fortable. We can’t fool with insulation or weather stripping or 
double-glazing, or even sunshades outside the window (where 
they belong). You could do much more in a rented house; much 
more again in a house you own; and, of course, infinitely more 
in a house you build. But we did make one improvement simply 
by switching rooms. When we woke up to the fact that our bed- 
room was hopeless in hot weather, for perfectly clear-cut reasons 
and in perfectly clear-cut ways, we switched rooms. We had a 
sort of all-purpose room that faces south and has cross-ventila- 
tion to the north. We made it our summer bedroom and made 
the bedroom the all-purpose room. As a floor plan it was a bit 
awkward. As a climate-control measure it worked. It let us sleep. 

Now, as you read this, you say: “Is that all? That certainly 
didn’t take much brains.” But wait a minute. I’m not trying to 
impress you with my brains. On the contrary, I’m trying to show 
you how common-sense and easy are the steps by which you can 
keep yourself cool in summer and warm in winter. Anybody can 
think it up, if he has sense enough to come in out of the rain! 

But then again, the brain does have something to do with it. 
this way: If you have a wrong idea in your head, or if an impor- 
tant right idea is missing, then your common sense can mislead 
you. Until I started studying this stuff, I had the definitely wrong 
idea that a south exposure was, of course, the hot exposure. An 
important idea was missing in my head that wall temperature in 
a room is just as important as air temperature is.. “lt-can‘t be 
cool here.” I would have said. “It’s a south room. You're just 
imagining things.” 

People are like that—men especially. They reject the plain 
evidence of their senses if it does not iit their theories. They say. 
“It can’t be so.” Or I might have said, “If it is cool tonight. 
is for some freak reason. It won’t be cool tomorrow.” Or | 
might have said, “It’s cool here, but in the bedroom the coo! 
breeze has also just begun to blow; the bedroom will also be 


cool in a few minutes.”

hristmas, if it is right, is a gay festival, full of generosity 
C and innocence, coming as it does between our sober day 
of Thanksgiving for past rewards and the New Year with its 
sometimes chilling thoughts upon the future.

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t takes unusually good planning to achieve a completely 

livable house when you have only 850 square feet to 
work with. Planning this particular house was simplified by 
a bland, even-tempered climate, but the principles used are 
equally valid in any climate. Notice above how compactness 
in work and utility space enables you to have a living room 
half as big as the entire house. Main windows face view. 
Service entrance is on the north side, leaving the more desir- 
able exposures for living quarters. Each area has privacy, 
with only two interior doors needed. 

Note how the quiet corner is daylighted by the big south- 
ern window (divided into two panes to make a future 
partition possible). See how dressing room acts as sound 
insulation for the bedroom: how the inside bath backs up 
to kitchen and utility room, minimizing expensive plumbing 
lines. Incidentally, don’t be afraid to use an inside bath to 
free your plan. This one is well lighted artificially, and has 
a damper-controlled ceiling opening that gives excellent 


ventilation. For more information, turn the page. 


Work center is compact and efficient. Cooking and eating are 
only a step apart, yet cooking utensils are away from diners’ 
view. Utility corner (see plan) doubles as extra kitchen space, 


contains laundry, storage. and exhaust fan to remove food odors.

One key to the success of this small house is its 
straightforward use of unadorned materials. Plain 
siding of local cedar gives handsome walls both 
inside and out. A gravel-topped roof and asphalt 
tile flooring complete a simple, low-cost structure. 
(You can get a rough idea of cost by multiplying 
890 by the prevailing square-foot cost of building 
in your area.) 

Furnishing such an honest house is _ easy. 
Built-in furniture, storage, and lighting can be fi- 
nanced as part of the house, which eliminated 
buying separately many free-standing items that 
hog space and require dusting. For example, note 
the light trough over couch at right. This not only 
illuminates the whole quiet corner, but highlights 


the picture rack as well. An idea worth copying. 





Bamboo blinds filter light. Curtain of same material 
can close off entire work area, but does not stop 
ventilation at ceiling level. Insulation board, left 
exposed on the ceiling, obligingly soaks up noise.

At that point in wrestling with 
the problem, I relax, for I have 
made a startling discovery: We 
don’t have to tell Mr. Jones of the 
Investment Department and Miss 
Hawkins in advertising about Jun- 
ior’s braces, but we must make 
both of them feel that our Christ- 
mas greeting is sincere and _ in- 
tended only for them.

“Tell them ‘Merry Christmas,’ 
George,” I urge a little uneasily. 
“We have a lot of notes to write.” 

“Oh, I will, I will-—-You don’t 
happen to remember offhand just 
what fly it was that Bill Allyson 
kept telling me I’d have to use 
before I caught anything, do you?” 

Quite some time is lost before 
it is discovered that George has 
sneaked off to the attic to look 
among his fishing equipment to 
check the pattern of that fly. Ho, 
hum. 

On the next try he will settle 
down to spreading Christmas cheer 
and nostalgic reminiscences with 
only slightly less enthusiasm. He 
says he thinks he will shorten his 


notes a bit. After all, he says, it 
is the personal touch that counts 
with people. He does shorten his 
notes. His stack of written notes 
grows three times as fast as mine, 
and at last curiosity compels me to 
read one of his messages.

Never mind. They may not look 
like any Christmas messages that 
ever before burdened a long- suffer- 
ing postman, but they are our mes- 
sages. And just to make sure that 
the thing doesn’t bog down, next 
year we are starting with the Zuk- 
ermans, who represent the end of 
our alphabetical list. The year after 
that we shall start in the middle 
and work out. Eventually, all of 
our friends will get a note—the 
happy medium between a letter and 
a line—which will let them know 
that we feel a deep affection for 
them, especially at Christmas. 

It’s the hard way, but when you 
are on the receiving end of the 
line there is something about slit- 
ting open an envelope, and crying 
out, “For goodness sake, George! 
This is from Tom and Evie John- 
son. They’re still living in Dallas, 
the sun shines all the time, they 
love us, and they wish we were 
there.” The writing may be almost 
illegible, the words may sound 
commonplace, plebeian, even corny, 
but there is about a handwritten 
message the true spirit of Christ- 
mas, stripped of its colored paper 
and tinsel strings.

perhaps never have seen that we 
actually had a cool room. My com- 
mon sense would have said, “No 
lot of furniture 
around just because one room hap- 
pened to be a little cooler, To- 
morrow night we might have to 
move it again.” 

I would have tried to cool the 
bedroom by running the fan. Of 
course, the warm walls and the 
warm ceiling would have kept right 
on heating us and making us per- 
spire. The thing would probably 
have resulted in a nasty summer 
cold. It proves that, if you can tell 
exactly what your discomfort is, 
you 


use moving a 


have a better chance of 
fixing it. 

For example: I toid you about 
those cold library walls of mine, 
and how they radiate coldness at 
one side of my face, one shoulder 
and one arm, etc. (Many rooms 
give you that treatment. It’s very 
uncomfortable, and it is definitely 
unhealthy. It feels like a draft. 
but, of course, it isn’t one.) Well. 
I simply put a “heat-mirror” on 
that cold wall. “A heat-mirror?” 
That’s simply aluminum foil put 
on the wall, with the shiny side 
facing into the room. When heat 
rays come at such a surface from 
inside the room, they are thrown 
right back into the room instead 
of being swallowed up by the cool 
wall.

When you order the pork, discuss 
with the butcher the difference in 
price between pork tenderloin and 
loin chops. If you really want to 
go “whole hog” (what am I say- 
ing!). get the pork tenderloin, but 
do get some pork bones because 
they add flavor. 

If you use chops. get the heaviest 
pork. You will need fewer chops. 
And have the butcher cut the bone 
at the bottom of the chop—not com- 
pletely off, but severed so that you 
can get the meat off easily. The 
chops should be a good 2 inches 
thick. Allow 1 or 14% chops for 
two portions. For a Friday night

With this much liquid, it isn’t 
necessary to turn or baste the pork.

rate at this writing has been fixed 
at 8.65 pesos for one American dol- 
lar and because there is so much 
to buy. Each American is now per- 
mitted to bring back into the U.S. 
duty-free. after a 48-hour stay out 
of the country. $400 worth of mer- 
chandise for his own use and you'll 
want to spend the entire sum. 
Translated into terms of Mexican 
currency, this means you can buy 
3,500 pesos worth of native goods. 

How and where you shop is 
largely a question of personal 
preference. Many Americans and 
native Mexicans. too. prefer to do 
all their shopping in Mexico City, 
since that capital undoubtedly of- 
fers the finest collection of shops 
in the country. There are others, 
however. who prefer to go to Taxco 
for their silver. Cuernavaca for 
their shoes. Toluca for their bas- 
kets, Uropan for lacquer. 

By going to the city which spe-| 
cializes in one particular craft. you| 
can. of course. buy that particular 
specialty cheaper. Silver. for ex- 
ample. is much more reasonable in 
Taxco where it is mined than in 
Mexico City. The community 
where the specialty is found also 
seems to have the best artisans and 
their best work doesn’t necessarily 
reach the Mexico City shops.

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how to refine the sugar. It stayed 
in the possession of the Cortes 
heirs until the revolution when it 
was sacked and burned. It re- 
mained a ruin until the same 
businessmen who built the Del 
Prado Hotel saw _ its ‘possibilities 
and converted it into an exclusive 
resort. Architecturally, they have 
been very successful. The hacienda 
has been furnished with authentic 
Mexican colonial painting, and 
furniture and primitive stone carv- 
ings and chests. The over-all archi- 
tectural result is excitingly good. 
It’s a thrill to see such a hotel 
and even more exciting to be a 
guest in it. 

The winding road to Taxco 
passes through several rural com- 
munities which are practically the 
same as they were 300 years ago. 
The only difference now is that 
there are new schools, and priests 
are less evident. 

The hillside town of Taxco has 
also kept much of its unspoiled 
colonial appearance, thanks to a 
local organization of townspeople 
known as “the Friends of Taxco.” 
This group must pass on any new 
buildings, additions or changes 
made in the appearance of Taxco. 

Despite appearance, Taxco is 
not a sleepy little town. It houses 
some very good painters, sculptors, 
writers, and many fine designers. 
The designers whose work and 
whose shops are especially worth 


your attention are: 


William Spratling — The silver- 
smith who has discontinued work- 
ing, but whose patterns are still 


being sold. 





Antonio Pineda—A jewelry de- 
signer who uses modern forms in 


his gold and silver work. 


Elizabeth Anderson—The widow 
of novelist Sherwood Anderson, 
who has combined French dress- 
making, Mexican textiles, and her 
own style ideas to create a fresh 
line of informal women’s clothes. 
These are only a few of the 
many hard-working and_ talented 
residents of Taxco. The rest are 


too numerous to mention. 


The summing up 


In an article of this length, it is 
a physical impossibility to offer 
any -but the scantest information 
on Mexico. 

The country has been the sub- 
ject of more books, more guides, 
more literature than any land in 
North America.
